American  News. 

(From  the  "C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

The  City;  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  is  in  the  throes  of  a  fierce 
apt  rate  war.    Pharmacists  are  slashing  prices  beyond  all 

reason. 

The  Legality  of  Contract-plans  for  the  distribution 
of  proprietary  articles  is  still  a  moot  question  in  the 
courts.  A  Cincinnati  Court  has  recently  declared  the 
contract  of  the  Freeman  Perfume  Co.  null  and  void  as 
being  in  violation  of  the  anti-conspiracy  law  of  the  State. 

The  Pharmacists  of  the  Eastern  States,  particularly 
those  of  New  York,  are  very  disturbed  over  the  forma- 
tion of  two  big  company  pharmacies,  the  United  Drug 
Consumers'  Co.  and  the  Lauer  Drug  Co.  These  two  cor- 
porations propose  to  do  big  things.  The  Lauer  concern 
even  expects  to  have  a  chain  of  stores  from  coast  to  coast. 
The  Drug  Consumers'  Co.  will  for  the  present  limit  itself 
to  large  I  ities  like  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  and  it 
proposes  to  take  over  existing  c- tores. 

Drug-trade  Combine. — The  Lauer  Drug  Co.,  financed 
by  the  United  Cigar  Stores  Co.,  a  subsidiary 'company  of 
the  American  Tobacco  Co.,  has  been  formed  to  carry  on 
three  drug-stores  in  the  vicinity  of  Manhattan  Island.  It 
is  expected  that  the  number  will  be  increased  from  time 
to  time,  and  that  amalgamation  of  the  Riker  interests  may 
lead  to  the  establishment  of  a  larger  company.  To  meet 
the  competition  which  will  result  a  meeting  of  retail  phar- 
macists has  been  held  in  New  York,  with  the  object  of 
organising  a  company  which  shall  be  in  a  position  to  buy 
largely  and"  sell  at  keen  rates.  The  company  is  to  be 
called  the  United  Drug  Consumers'  Co.,  and  already  has 
a  membership  of  fifty  retail  pharmacists.

Summary  of  the  Week. 


Articles  and  Communications. 

We  discuss  the  opium  rise  in  an  article  on  p.  713. 

Chemists'  hours  are  discussed  in  a  forcible  manner  by  Mr. 
James  Reid  (p.  731). 

The  position  of  chemists'  assistants  in  India  is  the  subject 
of  a  letter  on  p.  731. 

Esperanto  and  Ido  and  other  subjects  are  discussed  by 
correspondents  in  letters  on  pp.  731-2. 

We  indicate  in  a  brief  editorial  note  that  the  agricultural 
poisons  position  shows  a  slight  advance  (p.  712). 

In  view  of  the  critical  state  of  the  Finance  Bill  we  discuss 
what  may  happen  in  regard  to  the  spirit  surtax  and  other 
"revenue"  taxes.  Whatever  happens,  it  is  expected  that 
these  taxes  will  go  through  (p.  714). 

"Xrayser"  deplores  that  the  action  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1852,  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  description  "  pharmacy  " 
has  failed.  He  considers  that  an  attempt  should  be  made  to 
get  back  to  more  solid  ground  (p.  711). 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  embodied  an  amend- 
ment in  the  Finance  Bill  relieving  retailers  of  benzine  of 
the  need  for  taking  out  a  motor-spirit  licence  (p.  709).  He 
has  adopted  a  C.  cfc  D.  suggestion,  the  genesis  of  which  is 
explained  in  a  note  on  p.  713. 

The  claim  of  apothecaries'  assistants  to  immediate  regis- 
tration as  pharmaceutical  chemists  ignores,  wo  point  out,  the 
objects  of  the  section  to  which  they  got  themselves  attached— 
viz.,  reciprocity  with  the  Colonies  on  an  apprenticeship  cur- 
riculum and  examination  basis  (p.  714}. 

Home  News. 

The  Society  of  Dentists  has  had  a  good  first  year  (p.  698). 

The  names  of  those  who  passed  the  Apothecaries'  Assis- 
tants' examination  last  month  are  given  on  p.  698. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Drug-stores  Association  Mr. 
Huntrods,  the  President,  reviewed  the  year's  work,  and  spoke 
sarcastically  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  efforts  111  ad- 
ministering the  Pharmacy  Acts  (p.  713). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  at  its  meeting  on  Wednesday 
had  routine  business  to  transact,  but  there  was  a  report  from 
Scotland  on  poison-lioenees,  and  after  the  meeting  a  deputa- 
tion of  chemists  from  Cumberland,  and  Westmoreland  met 
the  Council  to  discuss  the  situation  (pp.  716-8) 

At  a  meeting  of  apothecaries'  assistants  on  Monday  even- 
in-  it  was  resolved  to  appeal  to  the  Society  of  Apothecaries 
to  use  its  best  endeavours  to  get  by-laws  passed  under  Section  4 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  Mowbray  Upton, 
Clerk  to  the  Society,  made  a  strong  and  somewhat  threaten- 
ing speech  on  the  subject  (p.  718). 

The  winter  session  goes  along  merrily.  Our  reports  this 
week  are  prefaced  with  a  portrait  of  Mr.  W  Condy  U  Ren, 
President  of  the  Plymouth  Association,  and  finish  with  an 
abstract  of  an  interesting  monograph  on  enzymes  by  Mr. 
Brown,  President  of  the  Edinburgh  Assistants  Association 
(nr>  721-3)  We  received  after  our  pages  were  made  up  a 
report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Northampton  Association  of 
Pharmacists  on  Tuesday  evening,  when  Mr.  E.  Dennis  de- 
livered his  presidential  address. 

I  ega)  Reports 

The  Court  of  Appeal  in  London  has  this  week  been  im- 
mersed in  the  law  regulating  the  registration  of  old  trade- 
marks    "  Perfection  "  soap  and  "  California  Syrup  of  1<  lgs 
are  the  principal  marks  in  question.    We  report  the  hearings 
on  pp.  703-4.  . 

The  Bradford  County  Court  Judge  has  again  questioned 
the  manner  in  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  agent 
purchases  poisons  and  sends  the  purchase  to  the  analyst.  He 
has  reserved  his  decision  in  a  case  (p.  705).  The  Nottingham- 
shire police  have  prosecuted  a  pre-1868  druggist  for  not 
labelling  laudanum  (p.  705). 

Trade  Matters. 

There  is  a  good  business  undertone  on  the  markets,  and 
price-alterations  are  more  numerous  than  usual.  Quicksilver 
is  much  dearer,  the  Baron  withdrawing  his  price  after  ad- 
vancing it  by  7s.  bd.  :  mercurials  are  Id.  up,  but  makers 
prefer  to  wait  results  before  further  action.  Opium  is  still 
on  the  upward  trend,  and  a  further  rise  in  codeine  is  antici- 
pated. Pilocarpine,  eserine,  atropine,  sweet-almond  oil,  and 
shellac  are  all  more  or  less  cheaper.  Croton  and  coconut 
oils  are  dearer.    Copper  sulphate  is  firmer  (p.  725). 
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English  and  Welsh  News.

Brevities. 

Plans  for  additions  to  the  East  Ham  factory  of  Messrs. 
Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  at  High  Street  South,  have 
been  passed  by  the  local  Town  Council. 

Among  the  judges  in  the  competitions  to  be  held  during 
the  Blackburn  tradesmen's  show  week  is  Mr.  R.  C. 
Walshaw,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Huddersfield.  The 
competitors'  list  includes  354  names. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Kidderminster  Town  Council  on 
October  27,  Dr.  Moore  called  attention  to  the  illicit  sale 
of  "lead  drugs"  in  consequence  of  a  recent  fatality.  He 
hoped  the  medical  officer  and  the  sanitary  inspector  would 
make  inquiries  to  discover  the  source  of  the  supply. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association 
next  year  will  be  held  in  London,  the  Council  having 
accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Metropolitan  Counties  branch. 
Mr.  H.  T.  Butlin,  President  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  of  England,  has  been  nominated  as  President-elect. 

The  Incorporated  Guild  of  Hairdressers,  Wig-makers, 
and  Perfumers  has  adopted  a  resolution  discountenancing 
the  use  of  dangerous  shampoo  compounds,  and  asks  its 
members  to  aid  in  stamping  out  their  use,  reporting  any 
cases  that  come  under  their  notice.  The  resolution  is  to 
be  sent  to  all  the  various  provincial  branches. 

The  Driffield  Guardians  had  before  them  on  October  28 
tile  application  of  the  medical  officer  for  certain  expensive 
medicines.  Pills  costing  5s.  per  gross  were  included 
among  the  items.  A  Guardian  stated  that  pills  at  about 
three  a  penny  could  scarcely  be  called  "  expensive. "  If 
the  doctor  wished  to  experiment  with  pills,  he  ought  to 
provide  them  at  his  own  cost.  The  Board  decided  to 
provide  the  pills  and  other  medicines. 

At  Highgate,  on  October  30,  Stanley  Owen  (14)  and 
five  of  his  companions  were  remanded  in  connection  with 
a  theft  of  about  10/.  from  .Mr.  J.  M  Rostir,  chemist  and 
druggist,  4  Palace  Parade,  Priory  Road,  Horneey, 
London,  N.  Mr.  McRostie  left  his  till  open,  and  when 
proceeding  to  m;ikc  up  his  accounts  found  some  of  the 
cash  had  been  abstracted,  while  Owen,  who  was  i it  his 
employment,  was  missing.  Owen,  when  arrested,  stated 
his  friend  "Deafy,"  a  young  man  of  twenty-two,  was 
hard  up.  Deafy  received  1/.  15s.  and  the  other  four 
youths  5s.  each  "not  to  split." 

At  the  Middlesex  Sessions  on  November  1,  Louis  John 
Islip  (67)  was  found  guilty  on  fifty  of  the  fifty-two  counts 
in  the  nine-foot  indictment  against  him  [C.  <t-  D.,  Octo- 
ber 30.  p.  663).  The  prisoner  submitted  that  there  were 
no  false  pretences,  for  he  purchased  everything  in  his  own 
name.  Ho  stated  that  he  had  been  in  the  Royal  Engineers 
for  twenty-nine  years,  retiring  with  the  rank  of  captain. 
Waltzes  composed  by  him  were  played  at  Earl's  Court. 
Inspector  Barrett  stated  that  over  100  tradesmen  had 
been  defrauded  in  connection  witli  the  present  charge, 
the  sum  involved  being  upwards  of  400/.  Prisoner  was 
sentenced  to  two  years'  hard  labour,  to  be  followed  on 
expiration  by  five  years' penal  servitude. 

Commercial  Intelligence. 
A  report  to  the  Board  of  Trade  by  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee c.i  Commercial  Intelligence  lias  been  issued,  covering 
the  period  August,  1905,  to  August,  1909.  Most  merchants 
are  familiar  with  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch,  and  the  report  supplies  abundant  proof 
of  its  usefulness  and  activity.  Since  1901  the  number  of 
written  inquiries  dealt  with  has  grown  from  1,220  to 
0,764,  and  the  personal  inquiries  from  394  to  4.503;  the 
aggregate  growth  is  from  1.624  to  11.267,  or  at  the  rate  of 
600  per  cent.  One  of  the  labours  of  the  Committee  has  been 
the  revision  of  British  Consular  reports  before  they  are 
published,  and  the  checking,  as  far  as  circumstances  permit, 
of  the  facts  and  information  given.  Suggestions  are  also 
made  with  a  view  to  rendering  the  work  of  each  individual 
Consul  of  the  greatest  practical  use — a  somewhat  difficult 
matter.     The    report    alludes    to    the   commercial  mis- 


sions to  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  Canada,  which 
were  commented  on  in  these  columns  at  the  time  of  the 
publication  of  the  reports,  and  lengthy  reference  is  made 
to  the  appointment  of  permanent  trade  commissioners  in> 
India  and  the  Colonies.  There  are  now  nearly  fifty  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  Kingdom  distributed  throughout, 
the  oversea  portions  of  the  Empire,  the  principal  of  them 
devoting  the  whole  of  their  time  to  their  duties.  The  work- 
accomplished  in  the  French,  Spanish,  Danish,  and  Servian, 
tariffs  is  also  dealt  with. 

Analysts'  Eeports. 
The  Poplar  analyst  found  that  all  the  following, 
samples  examined  during  the  past  quarter  were_  genuine  : 
Vinegar,  camphorated  oil,  cream  of  tartar,  saffron,  olive- 
oil,  and  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine;  one  sample  of 
each  being  taken. 

The  analyst  for  the  county  of  Lancaster  reports  that  all. 
the  following  samples  -,vere  genuine  :  Pepper  43,  vinegar  12, 
ginger  8,  mustard  2,  cream  of  tartar  2,  liquorice  powder  2,. 
cod-liver  oil  1,  olive  oil  1,  orange-wine  with  quinine  1,. 
citrate  of  magnesia  1,  and  arrowroot  1. 

The  Bedfordshire  analyst  reports  that  he  examined  the 
following  samples  during  the  past  quarter  :  Sulphur  3, 
carbonate  of  soda  3,  mustard  3,  citric  acid  2,  cream  of 
tartar  2,  tartaric  acid  2,  arrowroot  1,  boric  acid  1,  citrate 
of  magnesia  1,  vinegar  1,  and  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  1.  AH. 
were  genuine  with  the  exception  of  the  last-named 
sample,  which  was  32  per  cent,  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
Council  last  week,  Mr.  A.  W.  Southall  was  elected  Chair- 
man for  the  third  time. 

Boots,  Ltd.,  New  Street,  Birmingham,  have  a  novelty  in. 
their  window  in  the  shape  of  a  plate  of  small  biscuits,  one 
of  which  is  spread  with  petroleum  emulsion,  and  customers 
are  invited  to  go  inside  and  taste  the  dainty.  The  plate  of 
biscuits  is  backed  with  a  big  display  of  petroleum  emulsion, 
in  the  various  sizes. 

In  the  early  hours  of  Tuesday  morning  the  fluctuation 
of  the  water  pressure  in  the  main  caused  a  fire-alarm  bell 
on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay, 
Ltd  Dalton  Street,  Birmingham,  to  ring,  and  in  response 
over  sixty  members  of  the  fire-brigade,  with  four  steamers, 
turned  out.  As  a  serious  fire  occurred  at  the  same  premises 
some  months  ago,  the  brigade  evidently  expected  to  have 
lo  cope  with  an  equally  extensive  conflagration.

Liverpool  Notes. 

The  local  movement  towards  earlier  closing  has  not  been 
all  in  vain.  An  appreciable  improvement  has  resulted  in 
most  districts. 

Mr.  Gerald  Lenton  and  Mr.  Humphreys  Jones  have  been 
co-opted  members  of  the  Chemists'  Association  Council, 
and  have  jointly  taken  up  the  secretaryship,  rendered 
vacant  by  Mr.  Last's  resignation. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Herman  has  had  the  distinction  of  being 
returned  to  the  City  Council  unopposed.  The  strenuous 
■efforts  which  Mr.  Herman  exercised  for  the  prevention 


of  licences  being  granted  to  promiscuous  poison-dealers  is 
recent  history;  that  lie  did  not  finally  succeed  was  no  fault 
of  his. 

Meteorologically  the  elements  during  October  have  been 
very  propitious  for  business ;  nevertheless,  there  is  con- 
siderable discontent  in  the  hearts  of  many  members  of  tho 
craft,  because  their  returns  indicate  no  prospect  of  any 
ability  to  swell  the  receipts  of  the.  National  Exchequer 
by  the  payment  of  super  income-tax. 

A  dinner  was  given  by  the  students  and  staff  of  the 
Liverpool  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  to  its  founder  and 
chairman.  Sir  Alfred  Jones,  K.C.M.G..  in  the  Exchange 
Station  Hotel  on  Monday.  Sir  Alfred  stated  that  tho 
work  of  the  School  had  been  t lie  means  of  saving  some 
20  or  30  per  cent,  of  those  who  live  in  tropical  climes. 
The  death-rate  in  Africa  had  been  reduced  from  20  or  30 
per  cent,  to  2  or  3  per  cent,  by  their  efforts. 

Lectures  on  Essential  Oils. 
The  fourth  lecture  of  the  series  was  delivered  at  the 
Borough  Polytechnic  Institute  on  October  27  by  Mr.  C.  T. 
Bennett,  B.Sc.  F.I.C..  the  subject  being  the  constituents 
of  essential  oils  belonging  to  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic 
series   of    hydrocarbons.     The    physical    characters  and 
chemical  constitution  of  the  paraffin  hydrocarbons  and 
olefinic  terpenes  were  described,  and  the  following  benzene 
derivatives  discussed  in  order  to  show  their  relationship 
j  to  one  another  :   Benzene,  benzyl  alcohol,  benzaldehyde, 
I  benzoic  acid  and  its  esters,  salicylic  aldehyde  and  salicylic 
|  acid,    anisyl    alcohol,    anisic    aldehyde   and    anisic  acid, 
cinnamic  aldehyde  and  cinnamic  acid,  styrene,  cymene  and 
its  relation  to  some  of  the  terpenes  occurring  in  essential 
oils.    The  various  constants  by  which  these  bodies  may  bo 
identified  and  their  oxidation-products  and  other  deriva- 
tives were  described,  with  the  general  methods  for  their 
separation  and  isolation. 

A  Chemist's  Hobby. 
The  late  Mr.  John  Adolphus  Clark,  chemist  and  dentist, 
whose  death  was  reported  in  The  Chemist  axd  Druggist, 
December  26,  1908,  was,  during  about  fifty  years,  a  col- 
lector of  British  lepidoptera.  On  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
of  this  week  Mr.  J.  C.  Stevens,  auctioneer.  King  Street, 
Covent  Garden,  London,  sold  the  first  portion  of  the  late 
Mr.  Clark's  extensive  collection,  which  was  particularly 
rich  in  rare  and  extinct  varieties.  Good  prices  were 
obtained  generally,  and  15/..  the  price  obtained  for  Lot  222, 
is  probably  a  record.  This  lot  was  a  carpini,  a  magnificent 
brownish-black  female,  the  ocelli  still  darker,  captured  at 
Tunbridge  Wells  by  the  late  Mr.  Clark  on  June  3,  1878. 
Lot  64  consisted  of  a  cardui,  which  Mr.  Clark  bred  in 
1379.  the  larva  being  from  the  banks  of  the  river  Lea ; 
this  fetched  12/.  12.?.  Lot  62,  another  variety  of  the  same 
species,  taken  at  Dover,  1872,  was  sold  for  10/.  10s.  Other 
prices  were  6/.  for  a  beautiful  athalia,  11.  10s.  and  5/. 
respectively  for  two  varieties  of  agalia.  Dispars  ranged 
from  4/.  to  6/.  10s.,  while  for  those  to  w:hom  a  moth  was 
a  moth  and  nothing  more,  thirty-three  lacertula,  falcula, 
and  unguicula  looked  wonderfully  cheap  at  3s. 

Railway  Rates  on  Drugs  and  Chemicals. 

We  have  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  a  very  long  list  of  the  signatories 
of  the  petition  which  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  Chamber 
are  sending  to  the  Associated  Railway  Companies  for  tho 
revision  of  the  classification  of  drugs  and  chemicals.  The 
list  comprises  chemists'  and  pharmaceutical  associations 
and  over  600  leading  wholesale  and  retail  chemists.  We 
understand  that  numerous  signed  copies  of  the  memorial 
are  coming  to  hand  each  day,  and  any  of  our  readers  who 
have  not  yet  done  so  should  obtain  a  copy,  sign  and  return 
it  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Chamber,  Oxford  Court,  Cannon 
Street,  London,  E.C.,  without  delay.  We  gather  that  it 
is  intended  to  forward  the  Memorial  to  the  Associated 
Railway  Companies  at  the  Railway  Clearing  House,  Sey- 
mour Street,  N.W.,  within  the  next  few  days. 

Coroner  on  the  Sale  of  Horticultural  Poisons. 

The  Kingston-on-Thames  Coroner  (Dr.  M.  Taylor)  held 
an  inquiry  last  week  relative  to  the  death  of  H.  I.  Mitcham, 
seedsman,  who  was  found  dead  in  bed  with  an  unlabelled 
phial  (not  an  original  bottle)  by  his  side  which  had  con- 
tained "XL-All  Fumigating  Compound."    The  evidence 
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showed  that  defeased  had  been  in  the  habit  of  supplying 
"XL-All"  insecticide  to  his  customers,  although  he  held 
no  poison-licence.  One  of  his  assistants,  in  reply  to  the 
Coroner,  said  the  fumigant  was  not  kept  in  stock,  but 
obtained  to  order.  Witness  did  not  know  that  it  was 
illegal  to  supply  it.  No  record  was  kept  of  the  sales. — Mr. 
Alfred  Higgs,  J. P.,  as  foreman  of  the  jury,  elicited  from 
the  witness  that  he  had  been  in  the  trade  about  twelve 
years,  and  that  it  had  been  customary  at  other  seedsmen's 
shops  where  he  had  been  employed  to  obtain  the  prepara- 
tion when  it  was  asked  for.  Witness  knew  it  was  poisonous, 
and  that  a  new  Act  had  been  passed  regulating  the  sale  of 
horticultural  poisons,  but  he  did  not  understand  it.  The 
Coroner,  in  summing  up,  remarked  that  deceased  had  been 
trading  in  poisons  in  a  very  loose  and  illegal  way.  He 
was  continually  having  to  remark  how  easily  potent  poisons 
could  be  obtained  in  large  quantities  from  any  oilshop, 
and  he  thought  :nmc  greater  restrictions  were  required. 
They  owed  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  foreman  for  the 
assistance  he  had  given  them  in  elucidating  the  case. — A 
verdict  of  suicide  during  temporary  insanity  by  taking 
"  XL-All  "  fumigating-fluid,  which  contained  nicotine, 
was  returned.  The  jury  also  added  the  following  rider, 
which  they  requested  the  Coroner  to  forward  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  : 

To  call  th©  attention  of  th©  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
which  is  the  authority  entrusted  with  tli©  administration 
of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  to  the  evasions,  and  the  necessity, 
in  the  interests  of  the  peneral  public,  of  being  more  vigilant. 

The  Coroner  said  he  entirely  agreed  with  the  rider. 

Noxious  Drugs. 

At  Leicester  Winter  Assizes  on  October  28,  the  jury 
found  that  Elizabeth  Cart  (28),  patent-medicine  dealer, 
wafi  not  guilty  of  a  charge  of  supplying  a  noxious  drug 
with  intent  to  produce  a  miscarriage.  The  case  had  been 
nearly  completed  at  the  January  Assizes,  '«-hen  accused 
produced  a  circular  which  she  alleged  to  be  the  formula 
for  the  pills,  printed  in  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke's  list 
and  made  by  a  local  chemist  {<'.  <(■  I). ,  January  30, 
Col.  Supp.).  A  fresh  analysis  was  ordered  and  the  jury 
discharged.  The  accused  was  too  ill  to  appear  at  the 
Summer  Assizes.  Dr.  Dyer  a, 'a in  deposed  ;:6  to  the 
results  of  his  analysis,  which  showed  that  the  pills  con- 
tained one  and  three-quarter  grains  of  aloes.  Dr.  Willeox, 
of  the  Home  Office,  stated  that  the  pills  could  not  have 
been  made  according  to  the  formula  alleged  by  the 
accused.  Mr.  H.  E.  Clark,  chemist  in  the  employ  of 
Messrs.  Berridge,  Leicester,  said  that  medicine  prepared 
according  to  the  recipe  mentioned  had  been  supplied  by 
his  firm.  No  chemist  would  make  the  mistake  of  putting 
in  the  amount  of  drug  found  in  the  pills  analysed.  Mr. 
Everard,  for  the  accused,  suggested  that  her  story  wa6 
more  worthy  of  credence  than  that  of  Mrs.  James,  who 
acted  as  police  trap.  He  called  attention  to  the  conflict 
of  testimony  :  Dr.  Dyer  was  not  sure  of  the  amount  of 
the  drug  to  a  quarter  of  a  grain.  Mr.  Justice  Pickford, 
in  summing  up,  stated  that  the  analyses  of  Dr.  Willeox 
and  Dr.  Dyer  agreed  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  The 
only  importance  to  be  attached  to  the  method  of  obtain- 
ing evidence  was  that  the  jury  should  examine  it  with 
greater  care.  If  Mrs.  James's  story  were  not  true,  it 
must  be  one  of  the  wickedest  inventions  imaginable,  and 
both  she  and  Police-Inspector  Robertson  had  entered  into 
a  plot  to  convict  a  perfectly  innocent  woman.  The  jury 
found  a  verdict  as  above,  and  the  prisoner  was  discharged. 
Charge.  Aeainst  an  Assistant. 

At  the  North  London  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  Fordham, 
on  November  2,  George  Frank  Foster  (23),  chemist,  Fal- 
mouth Road,  Borough,  S.E.,  was  charged  with  stealing 
since  September  3,  51. .  the  moneys  of  his  employer,  James 
Houseman,  chemist,  50  Southgate  Road,  Islington  ;  and 
John  Ryan  (23),  labourer,  was  charged  with  receiving  the 
same,  well  knowing  it  to  have  been  stolen.  Prosecutor 
said  Foster  had  been  in  his  employ  about  nine  months. 
From  the  beginning  of  September  till  Monday  night  last 
witness  had  fouid  a  considerable  decrease  in  his  shop 
takings.  On  Monday  night,  after  receiving  certain  in- 
formation, he  asked  Foster  to  explain  how  the  takings 
of  the  previous  week  were  so  ridiculously  small  compared 
with  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  and  he  replied 


that  he  "  could  not  pull  customers  into  the  shop."  Witness, 
then  told  him  that  he  had  been  informed  that  he  (Foster), 
was  the  victim  of  a  confidence  trick  played  upon  him  by 
some  sharpers,  whom  witness  did  not  know,  and  that  he 
assumed  that  in  his  simplicity  Foster  had  readily  parted 
with  his  own  money,  and  some  of  witness's.  He  admitted 
that  this  was  so,  saying  that  the  amount  was  51,  also, 
that  he  was  quite  willing  to  return  that  sum  to  witness, 
and  had  fully  intended  all  along  to  do  so.  Up  to  that 
time  witness  had  not  seen  Ryan.  The  matter  was  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  police,  and  Ryan  was  arrested.  He 
admitted  that  he  had  induced  Foster  to  take  money  out  of 
the  till.    The  prisoners  were  remanded. 

Football. 

Bath  Pharmacy  College  A.F.C.  v.  Messrs.  Cater's  XL — 
At  Odd  Down  on  October  28,  a  keen  and  pleasant  game 
under  fine-weather  conditions  resulted  in  a  win  for  the- 
collegians  by  four  goals  to  one.  The  scorers  for  the 
College  were  Hall  (2),  McPherson  (1),  and  Harding  (1). 

School  of  Pharmacy  F.C.  v.  Nestanglo  Sports  A.C.— 
This  match  was  played  at  Eden  Park,  Elmer's  End,  on 
October  30.  The  pharmacy  team  was  as  fellows  :  Whyte ; 
Piatt  and  Elton;  Bennison,  Higgins  and  Preston; 
Humphries,  Storey,  Hall,  Pain,  and  Trestrail.  The 
Nestanglo  team  scored  soon  after  the  commencement  of 
the  game,  and  shortly  afterwards  secured  a  second  goal. 
The  pharmacy  team  then  improved,  and  play  was  con- 
fined to  the  opponents'  territory,  and  scores  were  equalised 
before  half-time.  After  the  interval,  although  fast  play 
ruled,  no  further  score  resulted,  and  a  good  game  ended1 
in  a  draw.

The  case  was  heard  on  October  27 
and  28,  and  resulted  in  the  dismissal  of  the  appeal,  with 
costs.

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Galen  Club. — We  are  informed  that  under  the 
auspices  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Kelsey,  of  the  British  and  American 
Pharmacy,  3  rue  Scribe,  the  Association  of  English- 
speaking  Chemists'  Assistants  in  Paris,  known  as  the  Galen 
Club,  is  being  re-started  this  autumn.  A  formal  meeting 
was  called  last  month,  and  a  dinner,  followed  by  a  smoking- 
concert,  was  held  on  Satur  I««y  evening,  October  30. 

White  Cross  Concress. — It  would  appear  from  some 
remarks  made  at  the  final  meeting  of  this  Congress  that 
next  year's  gathering  may  possibly  not  be  held  at  The 


Hague,  as  originally  announced.  Rome  has  been  suggested 
as  an  alternative,  or  the  attraction  of  the  International 
Exhibition  at  Brussels  may  prove  interesting ;  but,  of 
course,  the  Executive  of  the  Society  of  the  White  Cross 
will  publish  an  official  statement  in  this  connection  in  good 
time. 

Pharmacy  as  a  State  Monopoly. — Some  see  in  per- 
spective the  day  when  a  paternal  State  will  watch  over  us 
from  our  birth  under  official  supervision  to  our  interment 
in  a  municipal  or  national  cemetery.  The  French  Phar- 
macist Assistants'  Association  is  nothing  if  not  progressive 
in  its  ideas,  and  the  question  of  the  nationalisation  of 
pharmacy  and  the  pharmacist  as  a  State  functionary  is  on 
the  notice-paper  of  its  "  National  Congress."  M.  Bardin, 
one  of  the  protaganists  of  the  new  idea,  points  out  that  the 
unqualified  assistant's  position,  as  compared  with  that  of 
the  pharmacist,  has  been  going  from  bad  to  worse  for  a 
century  and  more.  The  Law  of  Germinal  exacted  eight 
years'  apprenticeship,  but  no  B.A.  exam.  The  Ordinance 
of  1840  made  the  B.A.  the  "  Preliminary"  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical curriculum,  and  shut  out  the  poorer  or  less- 
educated  class.  The  levelling-up  system  prevents  a 
plethora  of  qualified  men,  but  bars  the  possibly  experienced 
pharmaceutical  assistant  from  proprietorship  if  he  has  not 
had  money  and  leisure  to  obtain  a  certain  standard  of 
education.

Cape  Colony. 

Cricket  Club  Dance. — The  annual  Cinderella  organised 
by  the  Amalgamated  Chemists'  Cricket  Club  was  held  on 
October  6,  at  the  Goede  Trouw  Hall,  Cape  Town,  and  proved 
a  very  pleasant  little  function.

Tibbitt  (Pretoria),  W.  B.  Marshall,  A.  Rennie,  A.  Mac- 
donald,  W.  Easterbrook,  J.  Christie,  and  the  Secretary. — 
The  Chairman,  before  proceeding  to  the  principal  business 
of  the  evening,  gave  a  resume  of  the  work  done  during  the 
quarter,  and  announced  that  it  was  proposed  that  Professor 
Wilkinson,  of  the  Transvaal  University  College,  would 
deliver  an  address  at  the  next  meeting. — The  new  rules  and 
regulations  which  had  been  drafted  by  the  committee  were 
then  discussed  and,  after  a  few  alterations,  adopted. — 
Considerable  discussion  took  place  on  the  proposed  rules 
of  the  Pretoria  branch  of  the  Society.

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Australian  News. 


The  Commonwealth 

Pure  Food  Legislation.— At  the  Conference  of  State 
Premiers  the  co-operation  was  sought  of  all  Premiers  in 
introducing  State  legislation  to  enable  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  patent  medicines  and  infants'  food  to  be  properly 
supervised,  in  order  to  supplement  effectively  the  work  at 
present  carried  out  by  the  Commonwealth  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Commerce  Act.  The  official  view  is  that, 
apart  from  the  fact  that  the  Commonwealth  cannot  by 
reason  of  the  limitations  imposed  by  the  Constitution 
follow  the  imported  article  from  the  importer  to  the  con- 
sumer, there  exists  no  power  outside  the  State  Legislatures 
whereby  the  manufacture  within  the  Commonwealth  of  use- 
less or  harmful  quack  medicines  and  foods  can  be  pre- 
vented. At  the  present  time  it  is  possible  that  where  the 
importation  of  an  article  is  prohibited  its  manufacture  will 
be  commenced  in  one  or  other  of  the  States  having  no  local 
legislation  bearing  on  the  matter. 

New  South  Wales. 

Scott's  Emulsion. — The  Minister  for  Trade  and 
■Customs  has  issued  an  order  allowing  drawback  at  the  rate 
of  10«.  per  proof  gal.  on  spirits  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
Scott's  Emulsion,  provided  that  before  drawback  is 
allowed,  the  Collector  is  satisfied  that  it  is  properly  due. 
-Messrs.  Scott  &  Bowne,  Ltd.,  the  manufacturers  of  Scott's 
Emulsion,  since  the  establishment  of  their  Sydney  factory, 
have  opened  up  an  export  business  with  New  Zealand  and 
other  countries  adjacent  to  Australia,  which  is  worked  from 
their  New  South  Wales  branch. 

Pure  Food  ani>  Drugs  Act. — A  number  of  drugs  is  to  be 
added  to  the  regulation  calling  for  the  declaration  of  the 
presence  of  certain  substances.  The  following  will  bring 
the  New  South  Wales'  regulation  into  line  with  the  pro- 
posed Commonwealth  regulation  :  Adrenalin,  arsenic, 
barium,  belladonna,  bromide,  bromoform,  carbolic  acid, 
copper,  creosote,  cresylie  acid,  cotton  root,  cantharides, 
■ergot,  hydrocyanic  acid,  iodine,  lead,  lobelia,  mercury, 
nitroglycerin,  mix  vomica,  oil  of  pennyroyal,  oil  of  rue, 
oil  of  savin,  oil  of  tansy,  oil  of  parsley,  or  any  other  reputed 
emmenagogue  or  abort  ifacient  substance,  paraldehyde, 
phenacetin,  phenazone,  phosphorus  (free),  stramonium, 
sulphonal,  trional,  veronal,  allied  synthetic  substances. 

Wages  Board. — The  award  of  the  Shop-assistants'  (Phar- 
maceutical) Board,  an  abstract  of  which  was  given  in  the 
<7.  t&  1>. ,  October  2.  p.  532,  was  gazetted  on  September  15. 
The  first  effects  of  the  Board  have  been  felt. 
About  half-a-dozen  young  assistants  have  received 
notice  to  leave,  although  in  each  instance  the  employer 
and  assistant  parted  on  a  friendly  footing.  Master 
as  well  as  assistant  acknowledges  that  the  assistant  is  not 
worth  the  minimum  wage.  The  difficulty  will  be  for  these 
assistants  to  find  employment  with  other  pharmacists. 
They  are  all  young,  not  yet  registered,  but  out  of  their 
apprenticeship.  1  f  they  get  a  certificate  as  slow  or  inexpe- 
rienced workers  from  the  Registrar  of  the  Arbitration 
Court,  their  position  will  not  be  much  better. 

Victoria. 

Poisons  Act  Amendment.— On  August  25  the  Attorney- 
General  obtained  leave  in  the  Legislative  Council  to  intro- 
duce a  Bill  to  amend  the  Poisons  Act.  The  Bill  has  not 
yet  been  circulated,  lint  the  Hon.  R.  Bloomfield  Rees, 
M.L.C.,  states  that  it  is  a  short  measure,  of  two  clauses 
only,  designed  to  exempt  sheep-dips  from  the  operation 
■of  the  Act. — The  Bill  which  has  been  introduced  by  the 
Hon.  F.  Hagelthorn,  member  of  the  Legislative  Council 
for  the  North-West  Province,  consists  virtually  of  the 
following  clause  : 

Tho  Poisons  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  any  pre- 
paration whatsoever  for  use  as  a  sheep-wash  or  for  agri- 
cultural  or  horticultural  purposes  if  such  preparation  is 
vontained  in  a  closed  vessel  distinctly  labelled  with  tho 
word  "  poison  "  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller, 
and  a  notice  of  the  special  purpose  for  which  the  prepara- 
tion is  intended. 
The  Bill,  with  slight  amendments,  passed  all  stages  in  the 
Legislative  Assembly  on  September  15.    The  exemption  of 
sheep-dips  and  agricultural  and  horticultural  preparations 


was  limited  to  proprietary  preparations.  They  are  to  be 
sold  in  closed  vessels  distinctly  labelled  with  the  word 
"poison"  in  clear  type.  "Sheep-wash"  was  altered  to 
"  sheep-dip." 

Western  Australia. 

Proprietary  Medicines. — A  consolidating  and  amend- 
ing Health  Bill  of  304  clauses  passed  its  second  reading  on 
September  1.  Amended  clauses  were  introduced  dealing 
with  the  sale  of  food  and  drugs  and  patent  medicines.  The 
Board  is  to  be  given  power  to  obtain  samples  of  patent 
medicines,  submit  them  for  analysis  and  report,  and  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  of  such  as  are  considered  dangerous  to  health. 
Standards  are  to  be  established  for  disinfectants. 

Health  Act. — A  Bill  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law 
relating  to  public  health  was  read  a  first  time  in  the  Legis- 
lative Council  on  August  3.  The  Committee  stage  was 
reached  on  September  15.  "  Drug  "  is  defined  as  meaning 
any  substance,  organic  or  inorganic,  used  as  medicine,  or 
in  the  composition  or  preparation  of  medicines,  whether  for 
external  or  internal  use,  and  includes  tobacco  and  per- 
fumes. "Trade-description"  in  relation  to  any  food  or 
drug  means  any  description,  statement,  indication,  or  sug- 
gestion, direct  or  indirect,  as  to  nature,  quantity,  size,  or 
weight,  country  of  production,  manufacturer  or  producer, 
method  of  manufacturing  or  preparing,  materials  or  ingre- 
dients, and  as  to  the  article  being  the  subject  of  an  existing 
patent,  privilege,  or  copyright.  By  Clause  190  no  person 
who  is  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacture,  handling,  storage,  or  sale  of 
food  or  drugs,  and  "infectious  disease"  includes  tuber- 
culosis, although  the  Chief  Secretary  has  stated  that  this 
is  to  be  limited  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  following 
is  the  clause  dealing  with  proprietary  medicines  : 

The  Central  Board  may,  from  time  to  time,  in  its  discre- 
tion, prohibit  the  sale  of  any  patent  or  proprietary  medi- 
cine which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  is  deleterious  or 
dangerous  to  health.  Any  person  who  sells,  or  offers  to 
sell,  or  advertises  for  sale,  or  has  in  his  possession  for  sale, 
any  patent  or  proprietary  medicine  the  sale  of  which  has 
Ihmmi  so  prohibited  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this 
Act.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  "  patent  or  proprie- 
tary medicine  "  means  and  includes  any  medicine  or  medi- 
cinal preparation  for  external  or  internal  use  which  the 
maker  or  vendor  has  any  exclusive  right  to  make  under  the 
authority  of  Letters  Patent,  or  which  is  recommended  to 
the  public  by  advertisement,  price-list,  handbill,  or  label 
for  the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  any  malady  or  disorder 
incident  to  or  otherwise  affecting  the  human  body. 
A  Consolidated  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  has  also 
been  prepared.  An  Opium-smoking  Prohibition  Bill  has 
been  introduced,  taken  from  the  Act  passed  in  Victoria  in 
1905. 


Canadian  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

Quicksilver  in  Sask. — Two  prospectors  have  arrived 
from  the  Far  North  at  Prince  Albert,  Saskatchewan,  with 
a  quantity  of  quicksilver,  saying  that  the  deposit  whence 
the  samples  came  is  extensive  and  very  rich.  The  find  has 
aroused  a  good  deal  of  interest. 

A  New  Secretary. — The  Council  of  the  Quebec  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  have  appointed  Mr.  S.  Lachance 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Association,  in  place  of  Mr. 
Muir,  who  recently  resigned.  Mr.  Muir  held  the  office  for 
some  thirty  years,  and  i6  now  getting  well  advanced  in  life. 
An  annuity  has  been  granted  to  him  by  the  Council. 

The  Druggists  of  Montreal  have  been  a  good  deal 
stirred  up  of  late  owing  to  the  fact  that  several  of  them 
have  been  summoned  for  keeping  open  their  shops  after 
hours.  Some  time  ago  the  City  Council  passed  a  by-law 
eompelling  all  stores  to  close  at  a  certain  hour  for  the 
benefit  of  the  clerks.  In  the  cases  which  have  been  before 
the  Recorder's  Court  three  druggists  pleaded  guilty,  and 
sentence  was  reserved.  The  Pharmaceutical  Association 
have  taken  the  matter  up,  and  united  action  will  result  with 
the  purpose  of  having  drug  stores  exempt  from  the  by-law. 
It  is  claimed  by  the  druggists  ih  it  the  bulk  of  their  trade 
is  done  in  the  prohibited  hours,  and  they  say  that  they  may 
as  well  close  up  altogether  as  do  so  during  the  evening 
hours. 
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Legal  Reports. 


High  Court  Cases. 

"Orlwoola"  Teade-maek. 
In  the  Court  of  Appeal,  before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
and  Lords  Justices  Moulton  and  Farwell,  on  November  3, 
the  case  of  in  re  the  Trade-marks  Act  and  the  Trade- 
marks Nos.  224,722,  230,405,  230,406,  and  230,407,  was 
heard  on  the  appeal  of  the  applicants,  H.  N.  Brock  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  from  a  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Eve  in  the  Chancery 
Division.  It  was  in  respect  to  the  registration  of  the  word 
"  Osowoolo  "  as  a  trade-mark,  and  removal  of  the  word 
"Orlwoola"  from  the  register  upon  the  ground  that  the 
words  "all  wool"  or  their  equivalents  were  common  to 
the  trade.  The  matter  was  reported  in  the  C .  tfe  D.  at  the 
time,  and  now  after  argument  the  Court  reserved  judg- 
ment on  the  appeal. 

A  Candle  Teade-maek. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  October  29,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Joyce,  Mr.  A.  J.  Walter,  K.C.,  applied  to  his  Lordship  in 
the  case  of  an  appeal  from  the  Comptroller  of  Trade-marks 
refusing  Messrs.  Ogston  &  Tennant's  application  to  register 
a  certain  trade-mark  (figure  of  a  teapot,  for  candles)  on  the 
opposition  of  Price's  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.  He  asked 
for  a  month's  postponement  of  the  hearing  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  necessary  to  call  witnesses  from  Morocco.  The 
subject  of  the  application  was  with  regard  to  a  special  make 
of  candles  sent  to  Morocco. — After  hearing  Mr.  Hughes, 
K.C.,  for  the  respondents,  his  Lordship  allowed  applicants 
time  to  obtain  the  further  evidence. 

"  Perfection  "  Teade-maek. 
In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  Friday,  October  29,  before  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices  Fletcher  Moulton 
and  Farwell,  the  hearing  was  continued,  for  the  third  day, 
of  the  appeal  by  Messrs.  Joseph  Crosfield  &  Son,  Ltd.,  for 
the  registration  of  the  word  "  Perfection  "  as  a  trade-mark 
for  their  soap. 

Mefsrs.  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  were  the  respondents,  and 
Mr.  Astbury,  K.C.,  now  opened  their  case,  submitting 
that  the  decision  of  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady  and  the 
Registrar  not  to  register  the  word  as  a  mark  was  right. 
He  thought  it  was  plain  that  on  Section  9  the  mere  fact 
that  a  word  has  direct  reference  to  character  or  quality  is 
not  in  itself  sufficient  to  prevent  the  word  being  registered 
as  a  mark;  but  the  Act  gives  the  Court  a  discretion,  and 
the  appellants,  he  said,  had  not  offered  any  assistance  as 
to  when  that  discretion  should  be  exercised.  "  Perfection  " 
merely  meant  what  it  said — that  the  article  was  perfect — 
and  was  not,  he  submitted,  a  word  which  the  Court,  exercis- 
ing discretion,  would  allow  to  be  registered. 

Lord  Justice  Fletcher  Moulton  said  he  thought  that  where 
there  is  a  descriptive  word  a  question  may  arise  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  use  of  that  word  has  gone  so  far  as  to 
become  largely  distinctive  as  contrasted  with  description, 
such  as  would  entitle  the  Court  to  say  that  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  an  existing  trade  it  may  be  registered.  In 
his  opinion  it  is  a  failure  of  our  laws  that  they  cannot 
protect  an  article  which  i6  connected  with  a  definite  trade. 

Mr.  Astbury  said  that  it  is  impossible  to  bring  oneself 
to  the  frame  of  mind  to  suppose  that  the  word  "  perfec- 
tion "  is  not  in  constant  use  in  the  trade,  as  it  is  used  in 
practically  every  trade.  Messrs.  Lever  were  not  contesting 
the  case  for  any  personal  advantage.  In  the  course  they 
were  pursuing  they  were  supported  by  some  of  the  largest 
soap-makers  in  the  Kingdom,  including  Pears. 

Mr.  Walter  pointed  out  that  Messrs.  Pears  do  not  make 
any  household  soap. 

Mr.  Astbury  submitted  that  that  did  not  matter.  They 
make  soap,  and  know  a«  much  about  the  trade  as  Messrs. 
Croefields.  The  soap  world  is  divided  into  two  classes — 
those  who  wish  to  have  these  adjectival  words  registered  as 
trade-marks  and  those  who  do  not.  The  latter  class,  which 
supported  the  respondents,  believed  that  the  registration  of 
these  adjectival  words  would  load  to  confusion.  Most  of 
the  supporters  of  Messrs.  Lever  had  got  adjectival  words 
ready  for  registration  if  the  appellants  succeeded  in  this 
appeal. 

Mr.  Cutler,  K.C.,  followed  on  the  same  side. 


Mr.  Sargant,  who  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Registrar, 
said  that  a  number  of  manufacturers  have  a  number  of 
laudatory  words  which  are  not  trade-marks  and  have  ar- 
ranged to  partition  them  out  among  themselves.  They 
were  met  by  a  number  of  manufacturers  who  have  no  marks 
of  that  description. 

Lord  Justice  Fletcher  Moulton  said  that  it  seemed  to 
him  they  were  all  tarred  with  the  same  brush. 

Mr.  Sargant  continued  his  argument  on  Saturday,  and 
was  followed  by  Mr.  Walter,  K.C. ,  in  reply,  for  the 
appellants,  after  which  judgment  was  reserved. 

Califoenia  Fig  Syeup. 
The  case  of  in  re  the  Trade  Marks  Act,  1905,  and  in  re  an 
application,  No.  305877,  by  the  California  Fig  Syrup  Co.  of 
the  registration  of  a  trade-mark  came  before  the  Court  of 
Appeal  on  October  30,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  and  Lords 
Justices  Fletcher  Moulton  and  Farwell  constituting  the 
Court.  It  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice 
Warrington  [0.  d.-  I).,  1909,  1.  (May  8),  722].  The  case 
raised  an  important  question  of  principle  under  Section  9, 
Sub-section  5,  of  the  1905  Act  as  to  the  registration  of 
geographical  names  as  trade-marks.  In  this  case  the  com- 
pany, which  carries  on  business  at  San  Francisco,  applied, 
to  register  in  respect  of  a  medicinal  preparation  the  words 
"  California  Syrup  of  Fig6."  It  appeared  that  the  appli- 
cants about  twelve  or  thirteen  years  ago  introduced  the 
preparation  in  question  into  this  country  which  was  sold 
under  the  name  "  California  Syrup  of  Figs."  That  name 
is  on  the  bottles  and  is  used  in  the  advertisements  of  the 
company.  The  question  in  the  case  was  whether,  having 
regard  to  the  fact  that  "  California  "  is  a  wide  geographical 
term,  the  name  "  California  Syrup  of  Figs  "  could  be  said 
to  be  a  distinctive  mark,  taking  into  consideration  the  de- 
finition of  "  distinctive  "  given  in  Section  9  of  the  Trade- 
marks Act,  1905,  and  the  other  conditions  of  that  section. 
The  case  for  the  Registrar  was  that  the  registration  would 
give  to  the  applicants  a  monopoly  of  describing  their  goods 
m  a  way  that  was  equally  applicable  to  a  number  of  other 
manufacturers,  and  that  the  registration  ought  not  to  be 
allowed.  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  in  giving  judgment  held 
that  the  case  was  not  one  in  which  the  Court,  upon  the 
construction  of  the  Act,  ought  to  say  that  the  trade-mark 
which  was  sought  to  be  registered  was  one  which  was- 
adopted  to  distinguish  the  goods  of  the  applicants  from 
those  of  other  persons.  His  Lordship  accordingly  held  that 
the  application  failed,  and  dismissed  it,  with  costs.  Hence 
the  present  appeal  of  the  company. 

Mr.  Astbury,  K.C. ,  in  opening  the  case  for  the  appellants, 
said  that  they  had  for  many  years  been  manufacturing  a. 
medicinal  compound  called  "  California  Syrup  of  Figs" — a. 
medicinal  aperient  drug  composed  principally  of  senna  and, 
he  understood,  slightly  flavoured  with  fig-juice.  He  did  not 
suggest  that  the  figs  were  California!!  figs.  He  supposed 
that  figs  were  grown  in  California,  but  he  did  not  think  that 
California  was  ever  celebrated  for  figs.  But  "  Syrup  of 
Figs  "  with  the  word  "  California  "  meant  a  drug.  He  did 
not  mean  the  essence  of  stewed  figs  with  the  juice  squeezed 
out  of  figs,  or  anything  of  that  kind.  It  had  been  so  long 
in  use  that  it  was  now  prescribed  in  this  country  and  in 
Europe  by  medical  men  as  a  drug.  The  company  had 
many  years  ago  brought  a  passing-off  action  in  this  country 
against  a  firm  who  were  selling  "American  Syrup  of 
Figs,"  and  the  late  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  found  that  the 
plaintiffs'  goods  were  so  widely  known  that  to  put  "  Ameri- 
can "  instead  of  "  California!!  "  was  not  a  sufficient  distinc- 
tion, and  granted  an  injunction;  but  the  Court  of  Appeal 
did  not  agree  with  the  learned  Judge,  mainly  on  the  ground 
that  "California  Syrup  of  Figs"  was  the  distinctive  title 
of  the  plaintiffs'  goods,  and  that  putting  "  American  Syrup 
of  Figs  "  was  an  indication  that  it  was  something  different 
from  the  more  limited  and  complex  name  that  had  passed 
into  the  English  language  of  drugs.  His  learned  friend 
Mr.  Sargant,  in  the  court  below,  succeeded  in  a  most  extra- 
ordinary manner  in  getting  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  to 
overrule  his  own  decision  in  the  Oswego  case.  The  learned 
Judge  found  that  the  title  "California  Syrup  of  Figs" 
was  not  descriptive,  but  that  it  was  distinctive.  There- 
fore he  had  no  longer  any  discretion  under  the  Act.  He 
had  taken  away  his  own  discretion,  and  on  that  short  point 
his  Lordship's  judgment  was  plainly  wrong.    Sub-section  5 
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of  the  Act  contains  the  words  "  any  other  distinctive  mark," 
and  the  learned  Judge  not  only  deemed  it  a  distinctive  mark, 
but  found  that  it  was  as  a  fact.  He  had,  therefore,  no 
longer  any  discretion. 

The  hearing  was  at  this  point  adjourned  until  Monday, 
when,  owing  to  t he  illness  of  Lord  Justice  Fletcher  Moulton, 
it  was  postponed. 

Mr.  Astbury,  in  continuing  his  address  on  behalf  of  the 
appellants  on  Wednesday,  said  that  what  he  wanted  to  do 
was  to  inquire  into  what  the  Board  of  Trade  or  the  Court 
had  to  do  under  Sub-section  5  of  Section  9  on  the  pre- 
liminary matter,  and  he  submitted  to  their  Lordships  with- 
out fear  of  contradiction  that  all  the  Board  or  the  Court 
could  do  on  the  preliminary  application  was  to  say  "  ay 
or  no,  is  the  thing  distinctive?  "  If  it  was  distinctive  and 
was  so  found,  then  that  tribunal  was  finished  with.  It  had 
no  further  discretion  or  power  to  do  anything,  because  as 
soon  as  it  was  found  to  be  distinctive  it  fell  within  the 
registrable  class,  and  all  the  discretion  that  remained  to 
s  ty  that  it  was  or  was  not  to  be  registered  was  in  the  regis- 
trable tribunal  and  not  in  the  preliminary  tribunal.  He 
submitted  that  after  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  had  held  as  a 
fact,  and  upon  the  evidence  before  him  that  this  was  a 
distinctive  word,  and  after  Mr.  Sargant  on  behalf  of  the 
Registrar  admitted  that  it  was  a  distinctive  compound 

word  

Mr.  Sargant  :  Never. 

Mr.  Astbury  replied  that  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  had 
found  as  a  fact  that  the  compound  word  was  a  distinctive 
word,  and  Mr.  Sargant  had  admitted  that  finding  as  a 
question  of  fact. 

Mr.  Sargant  said  he  admitted  that  at  the  present 
moment,  and  on  the  present  evidence  that  it  was  distinc- 
tive. 

Mr.  Astbury  adopted  what  his  learned  friend  had  said, 
and  contended  that  there  was  nothing  which  allowed  the 
.Judge  to  take  the  place  of  the  Registrar  and  prevent  dis- 
cussion before  the  tribunal,  which  was  the  only  tribunal 
under  the  Act  in  this  matter. 

Lord  .Justice  Farwell  said  that  the  only  question  for 
the  Court  was  whether  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  was  right 
in  his  decision.  He  could  not  see  the  necessity  of  the 
learned  counsel  pressing  the  point  he  was  on. 

Lord  Justice  Moulton  said  the  application  before  the 
Court  was  simply  whether  there  was  merit  enough  in  the 
word  to  allow  it  to  be  registered.  Mr.  Justice  Warrington 
had  held  that  there  was  no  merit  in  the  word,  and  the 
question  was  whether  he  was  right  or  not.  Therefore 
the  issue  before  the  Court  was  whether  there  was  enough 
merit  in  the  thing  to  allow  the  registration  to  proceed. 

Mr.  Sargant  :  Yes.  Has  the  applicant  made  a  case  for 
a  rule  nisi  ? 

Mr.  Astbury  :  In  deciding  whether  there  is  merit  or  not 
and  whether  there  is  a  prima  farie  case  to  get  a  rule  nisi 
surely  it  is  relevant  to  consider  that  the  learned  Judge 
has  found  as  a  fact  that  it  is  a  distinctive  mark.  1  contend 
that  the  Judge  should  have  held  that  the  word  was  a 
distinctive  compound  word  and  that  the  registration  should 
be  allowed  to  proceed. 

Mr.  Sebastian  followed  on  the  same  side. 

During  the  learned  counsel's  address  Lord  Justice 
Moulton  paid  he  did  not  think  that  honest  traders  objected 
to  specialty  names.  He  thought  that  they  objected  to  names 
which  interfered  with  other  people,  but  specialty  names 
which  they  as  lawyers  objected  to,  he  did  not  think  that 
traders  did  object  to.  He  said  that  in  the  appellant's 
favour. 

Mr.  Sargant,  on  behalf  of  the  Registrar  of  Trade-marks 
contended  that  geographical  names  were  dealt  with  in  ju«t 
the  same  way  as  descriptive  names.  He  submitted  that 
"adapted  to  distingush  "  meant  "suitable  to  distinguish, 
and  to  define  that  one  had  to  look  at  the  evidence  as  to 
the  actual  user.  He  thought  that  the  evidence  and  the 
.statement  of  the  case  by  the  applicants  showed  that  the 
name  of  "  Syrup  of  Figs  "  was  a  generic  term.  There  were 
a  number  of  persons  making  syrup  of  figs,  but  syrup  of 
figs  did  not  in  any  way  denote  the  applicants'  prepara 
tion,  but  it  was  stated  g'enerally  a  particular  sort  of  medi 
cinal  preparation. 

Mr.  Astbury  :  I  agree. 

Lord  Justice  Moulton  did  not  think  that  there  was  any 


yrup  of  figs  before  the  applicants  made  it.    "Was  it 
not,"  said  the  Lord  Justice,  "because  they  started  Cali- 
ornia  Syrup  of  Figs  and  other  people  avoided  the  name  ?  " 
Mr.  A6tbury  :  That  is  the  evidence. 

Mr.  Sargant  said  he  thought  the  applicants  were  the 
originators.  The  fact  was  that  "  Syrup  of  Figs  "  wa6  some- 
thing generic — a  compound  capable  of  being  made  by  other 
people  who  made  a  compound  of  that  character.  "  Cali- 
fornia "  was  the  only  constituent  of  that  name  which 
purported  to  distinguish  that  which  was  prepared  or  manu- 
factured by  the  applicants  from  a  similar  medicinal  pre- 
paration made  by  others. 

Lord  Justice  Moulton  :  Call  it  "  Calif ornian  black 
draught." 

Mr.  Sargant  said  that  the  question  was  whether  certain 
persons  should  be  at  liberty  to  appropriate  to  themselves 
a  geographical  term  which  was  of  a  descriptive  or  a  more 
or  less  laudatory  or  attractive  character,  and  which  might 
be  equally  applied  to  the  particular  goods  of  any  trader  in 
future  carrying  on  business  in  California. 

Mr.  Astbury  having  replied  on  behalf  of  the  appellants, 
their  Lordships  reserved  judgment. 

Cocaine  in  Tooth-extraction. 
Mr.  Justice  Bucknill  and  a  common  jury  were  engaged 
in  the  King's  Bench  Division  from  Monday,  November  1, 
t:>  Wednesday,  November  3,  in  hearing  evidence  in  an 
action  by  Archibald  David  Taylor  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
Anna  Taylor,  Stour  Road,  Loughborough,  Leicester, 
against  the  London  Hygienic  Institute,  of  90  and  92  Oxford 
Street,  W.,  to  recover  damages  for  injuries  sustained  by 
Mrs.  Taylor,  owing,  it  was  alleged,  to  the  negligence  of 
the  defendants'  servants  by  administering  cocaine  to  her 
during  teeth-extraction.    Defjndants  denied  negligence. 

Mr°F  E.  Smith,  K.C.,  M.F.,  and  xMr.  Abinger  appeared 
for  the  plaintiffs;  and  Mr.  George  Elliott,  K.C.,  and  Mr. 
Bitch  represented  the  defendants. 

The  evidence  for  the  plaintiffs  was  largely  directed  to 
show  that  cocaine  is  an  unsafe  local  annesthetic  Amongst 
the  expert  witnesses  for  the  plaintiffs  were  Dr.  Fnce, 
Harley  Street;  Dr.  Leakey,  Cricklewood ;  Mr.  J.  C.. 
Turner,  L.D.S.,  F.R.C.S.,  Wimpole  Street;  and  Dr. 
W  H  Willcox,  F.I.C.  The  defendants'  case  was  opened 
on  Wednesday,  when  evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Edmund 
Varlev,  the  operator,  and  Dr.  William  H.  Martindale  and 
others  Dr.  Martindale  stated  that  for  some  time  he  had 
supplied  the  defendants  with  a  preparation  of  cocaine  for 
the  purpose  of  its  being  administered  in  dental  operations  as 
an  anajsi  hetic.  He  denied  that  there  was  any  secrecy  about 
his  preparation,  which  contained  cocaine,  iodine,  arid  car- 
bolic acid.  It  contained  1  per  cent,  of  cocaine.  He  had 
-■old  the  preparation  in  large  quantities  all  over  the 
country  and  in  the  Colonies,  and  had  never  had  a  single 
p,vx  i„us  complaint  as  to  the  effect  of  that  solution  If  he 
had  had  any  complaints,  he  should  have  stopped  the  pre- 
paration emanating  from  his  business.  He  added  that 
cocaine  was  one  of  the  commonest  things  asked  tor  by 
dentists  and  medical  men.  It  was  in  his  opinion  one  ot 
the  best  ansesthetics,  and  held  its  own  against  all  comers. 
\\  it,  ,  -  r,  irded  the  application  of  1  grain  of  cocaine  as 
the  safety-limit.  While  the  evidence  for  defendants  was 
proceeding  counsel  conferred  with  the  Judge  in  his  private 
room,  and  in  the  end  Mr.  Smith  announced  that  a  settle- 
ment had  been  arrived  at,  and  plaintiffs  claim  would  be 
settled  on  terms.    The  amount  did  not  transpire. 

Thermos  Patent  Challenged. 
The  case  of  Thermos,  Ltd.  v.  The  British  Caloris  Co.,  in 
which  the  validity  of  the  plaintiffs'  patent  is  challenged, 
came  before  Mr.  justice  Joyce  in  the  Chancery  Division  on 
\...  ,  ml  er  2.  on  an  applh  ation  by  the  plaintiffs  for  further 
particulars  of  the  defence.  Mr.  Fletcher  Moulton,  who  re- 
presented the  plaintiffs,  said  that  the  defendants  had  stated 
that  thev  would  contend  at  the  trial  that  plaintiffs  patent 
was  invalid  under  the  new  Act  on  the  ground  that  the  ar- 
ticle which  was  the  subject-matter  of  the  patent  was  mainly 
manufactured  abroad.  Counsel  contended  that  he  was 
therefore,  entitled  to  particulars  of  the  extent  of  the  alleged 
manufacture  outside  the  United  Kingdom  and  of  the  places 
where  the  articles  were  said  to  be  manufactured,  and 
whether  it  was  alleged  that  the  whole  of  the  article  was 
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manufactured  outside  the  United  Kingdom,  and,  if  not, 
what  parts  of  it  were.  The  question  to  be  tried  in  the 
action  was  whether  the  manufacture  here,  as  compared  with 
the  manufacture  abroad,  was  on  the  proper  basis,  consider- 
ing the  commercial  position  of  the  various  countries.  His 
contention  was  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to 
properly  prepare  for  trial  unless  the  defendants  were 
ordered  to  supply  these  particulars. 

Mr.  Justice  Joyce  said  it  might  be  very  convenient  and 
desirable  for  the  plaintiffs  to  know  what  the  other  side  were 
going  to  prove,  but  he  did  not  think  they  were  entitled  to 
know  all  the  details  of  the  defendants'  case. 

Mr.  Moulton  said  that  since  this  action  was  started  ap- 
plication was  made  to  the  Comptroller  to  revoke  the  patent 
on  the  same  grounds.  This  was  supported  by  the  de- 
fendants, but  when  the  evidence  was  filed  for  the  patentees 
the  application  was  abandoned  and  dismissed  with  costs. 
In  the  course  of  the  proceedings  one  of  the  points  en- 
deavoured to  be  raised  by  the  applicants  for  revocation 
was  that  they  went  to  plaintiffs1  works,  and  that  they  were 
incapable  of  carrying  out  the  whole  process  of  manufac- 
ture, and  that  only  some  trifling  thing  was  done.  Counsel 
submitted  that  he  was  entitled  to  know  whether  the  same 
point  was  going  to  be  raised  in  this  case,  and,  if  so,  what 
stages  of  the  manufacture  defendants  said  were  earned  on 
here. 

Mr.  Colefax,  for  the  defendants,  opposed  the  application. 

Mr.  Justice  Joyce  thought  this  was  an  attempt  to  limit 
the  defendants'  evidence  more  than  plaintiffs  were  entitled 
to.  and  refused  the  application. 

Mr.  Moulton  asked  for  leave  to  appeal. 

Mr.  Justice  Joyce  :  You  can  appeal  as  long  as  you  like, 
and  I  wish  you  joy.  (Laughter.) 

Vitaloids. 

An    action    was    heard    on    Tuesday    and  Wednesday, 
November  2  and  3,  by  Mr.  Justice  Walton,  sitting  in  the 
King's  Bench  Division.    It  was  a  sequel  to  the  advertising 
of  a  patent  medicine  by  means  of  a  limerick  competition, 
the  plaintiffs  being  Smith's  Advertising  Agency  of  Fleet 
Street,  London,  and  the  defendants  Messrs.  Arthur  S. 
Fryer,  Albert  Fryer,  and  Frank  McDowell,  trading  as  the 
Leeds  Laboratory  Co.,  of  Concord  Street,  teeds.  The 
claim  was  for  1,835Z.  for  advertising  defendants'  goods. 
Mr.  Eldon  Bankes,  K.C.,  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  while 
Messrs.  Fryer  were  represented  by  Mr.  Gore  Browne, 
K.C.,  and  Mr.  Sidney  Scott,  K.C.,  was  for  Mr.  McDowell. 
The  onus  was  upon  the  defendants  to  prove  their  case,  and 
Mr.  Gore  Brown  said  that  Messrs.  Fryer  were  still  partners 
in  the  defendant  company,  but  Mr.  McDowell  dissolved 
partnership  shortly  after  the  first  date  relevant  to  the 
action.    The  firm  carried  on  business  as  sellers  of  patent 
medicines,  and  particularly  one  called  "  Vitaloids."  They 
advertised  considerably  through  the  plaintiffs,  and  in  1907, 
when  the  Limerick  competitions  became  the  rage,  they 
decided  to  utilise  them  as  a  means  of  bringing  "  Vitaloids  " 
more  prominently  before  the  public.     They  advertised  in 
London  and  the  provinces  and  offered  large  sums  of  money 
to  winners  of  their  Limericks.    In  the  early  part  of  1908 
they  became  behindhand  in  the  payment  of 'their  account, 
and  Messrs.  Smith,  not  being  able  to  get  any  money  from 
them,  stopped  all  the  advertisements  and  went  so  far  as 
to  cancel  the  appearance  of  an  advertisement  containing 
the  names  of  certain  winners.     The  company  resented 
that  and  alleged  breach  of  contract,  counter-claiming  for 
damages  for  injury  to  their  business  and  their  reputation. 
Their  defence  was  that  Limerick  competitions  had  been 
held  to  be_  illegal,  and  Messrs.  Smith,  knowing  that  and 
being  parties  to  the  issuing  and  publication  of  the  adver- 
tisements containing  those  competitions,  could  not  succeed 
in  their  claim.    The  question  which  would  come  before  his 
Lordship  was  whether,  if  the  competitions  were  a  lottery, 
the  plaintiffs  knew  them  to  be  such,  and  if  so  whether 
their  claim  could  succeed.     He  contended  that  plaintiffs 
did  know  that  the  competitions  were  illegal. 

Mr.  Eldon  Bankes,  K.C.,  for  plaintiffs,  said  that  the 
question  in  this  case  was  not  whether  a  certain  com- 
petitor was  entitled  to  a  prize,  but  whether  his  clients, 
who  had  expended  about  2,500Z.  on  the  representations 
made  by  the  defendants,  were  entitled  to  recover.    It  had 


a  very  peculiar  feature  in  it.  Some  of  the  advertisements 
were  page  ones,  and  usually  about  three-quarters  of  the 
matter  was  pure  advertisement,  and  possibly  only  a  quarter 
was,  perhaps,  lottery  ;  yet  it  lay  in  the  mouth  of  those 
gentlemen  to  say  that  all  that  expenditure  for  genuine 
advertisements,  as  well  as  for  what  was  called  lottery, 
should  be  borne  by  the  plaintiffs.  If  the  law  said  so  it 
would  have  to  be  so,  but  it  is  a  very  strong  proposition. 

His  Lordship  :  You  do  not  say  that  if  these  competitions 
are  lotteries  you  can  recover  all  your  claim  ? 

Mr.  Bankes  :  I  am  not  saying  that  I  can.  I  am  not 
disputing  that  perhaps  there  are  some  words  in  the  statute 
which  do  cover  this  case,  but  it  must  be  proved  that  the 
case  comes  within  those  words. 

After  hearing  further  arguments,  his  Lordship  reserved 
judgment. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Conviction  under  Section  17. 
At  the  Nottingham  Shire  Hall,  on  October  30,  William 
Higgott,  described  as  a  chemist,  Daybrook,  was  at  the 
instance  of  the  police  summoned  under  Section  17  for 
selling  laudanum  contrary  to  the  section.  Inspector 
Bishop  stated  that  a  young  man  went  to  the  police- 
station  on  the  night  of  October  3  and  said  he  had 
taken  laudanum.  Two  bottles  which  had  contained 
the  poison  were  found  in  his  possession,  one  bearing 
a  proper  label  and  the  name  of  another  druggist  named 
Wood.  The  other  bottle  which  had  been  procured  from 
the  defendant  containing  laudanum  had  no  proper  label, 
as  was  required  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  defendant 
admitted  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  an  offence,  but  pleaded 
that  he  sold  laudanum  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  in 
1868,  and  being  in  an  agricultural  district  he  thought  he 
was  entitled  to  continue  to  do  so.  He  was  not  registered, 
and  although  he  was  permitted  to  sell  laudanum  for  other 
people — Boots,  for  instance — he  was  not  entitled  to  do  so 
on  his  own  account,  or  to  stick  his  own  label  on  to  the 
bottles.  The  Chairman  of  the  Bench  said  the  magistrates 
considered  it  a  serious  offence,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  21. 

The  Society's  Method  of  Purchasing. 
At  the  Bradford  County  Court,  before  Judge  Graham,  on 
Tuesday,  November  2,  Albert  Nice  was  summoned  at  the 
instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  selling  a 
poisonous  substance,  he  not  being  registered  under  the  Act. 
Mr.  Beldon,  of  Messrs.  Beldon  &  Ackroyd,  Bradford, 
appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  the  defendant  was  not  legally 
represented. 

Mr.  Beldon  explained  that  the  defendant  was  an  assistant 
in  the  shop  at  the  junction  of  Gaythorne  Road  and 
Bowling  Old  Lane,  Bradford,  over  which  was  a  sign  bear- 
ing the  name  "  Hall's  Drug  Stores."  As  far  as  could  be 
ascertained  there  was  no  one  connected  with  the  shop  who 
bore  the  name  of  Hall ;  but  a  person  who  resided  on  the 
premises  was  employed  as  a  traveller  by  Messrs.  Brook, 
Parker  &  Co.,  Leeds  Road,  Bradford.  In  July  an  officer 
of  the  Society  visited  the  shop  and  made  a  purchase  of 
laudanum  from  the  defendant,  whose  name  he  thought  was 
Peace.  The  Society  sent  a  letter  to  "  Peace."  Defendant 
opened  and  returned  it,  stating  that  there  was  no  person 
of  that  name  at  the  shop  Subsequently  it  was  found 
that  the  defendant's  name  was  Nice,  and  correspondence 
resulting  in  the  present  action  ensued. 

Arthur  Foulds  then  deposed  to  visiting  Hall's  drug- 
stores, as  stated  by  counsel,  and  asking  defendant  for  a 
pennyworth  of  peppermint  and  a  pennyworth  of  laudanum, 
handing  him  a  bottle  which  defendant  put  stuff  into  and 
labelled.  On  July  16,  two  days  later,  he  sent  the  bottle 
by  registered  post  to  Mr.  Thomas  Tickle.  In  cross- 
examination  by  defendant  witness  stated  that  he  had  not 
tampered  with  the  bottle  between  its  receipt  over  the 
counter  and  its  despatch  to  Mr.  Tickle ;  nor  had  anyone 
else  handled  it.  He  locked  it  up  in  a  case  specially  for  the 
purpose  which  he  has  had  for  twenty  years.  "Would  it 
be  possible,"  again  asked  the  defendant,  "  for  you  without 
connivance  to  purchase  the  ingredients  of  that  mixture  and 
add  laudanum,  and  thus  ensure  a  conviction  ?  " — "  It  would 
[?not]  be  possible  for  me  to  do  so,"  replied  the  witness, 
who  also,  in  answer  to  Mr.  Beldon,  said  it  would  certainly 
be  possible  for  him  to  get  the  same  mixture  from  a  chemist 
as  that  which  he  had  obtained  from  the  defendant,  but,  as 
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a  matter  of  fact,  he  specifically  asked  the  defendant  for 
laudanum. 

Thomas  Tickle,  B.Sc  F.I.C.,  deposed  to  receiving  the 
bottle  and  finding  0.46  grain  of  morphine  in  it. 

The  defendant  called  Mr.  Horner,  who  deposed  that  on 
several  occasions  defendant  had  refused  to  supply  him 
with  a  mixture  containing  opium  as  he  was  not  a  registered 
pharmacist.  This  was  in  September,  Mr.  Beldon  elicited, 
and  he  pointed  out  that  this  was  after  the  letter  had  been 
sent  to  the  defendant  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

Mr.  Joseph  Stanley  also  gave  evidence.  He  stated  that 
lie  was  manager  for  Brook,  Parker  &  Co..  wholesale 
druggists,  Bradford,  and  he  "ran  "  the  shop  in  Gaythorne 
Road,  where  the  defendant  was  employed.  The  only  supply 
•of  laudanum  which  had  been  sent  to  the  shop  was  on 
April  23,  when  4  oz.  were  delivered,  and  that  was  in  the 
shop  when  defendant  was  engaged  as  assistant.  He 
(witness)  took  it  awav  and  put  it  in  the  house  cupboard, 
and  if  the  defendant  had  got  it  out  of  there  it  was  his  own 
fault,  because  he  had  no  business  to  go  there  at  all.  He 
personally  impressed  upon  him  when  he  was  engaged  that 
he  must  on  no  account  sell  a  scheduled  poison,  and  if  he 
did  so  he  would  do  it  at  his  own  risk.  In  cross-examina- 
tion witness  said  he  had  been  with  Brook.  Parker  &  Co.  for 
about  eleven  years.  He  declined  to  say  that  he  was  the 
proprietor  of  the  shop,  but  acknowledged  that  he  paid  the 
rates. 

The  defendant  Mated  that  it  seemed  as  though  it  was  a 
case  of  his  word  against  that  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
official,  for  there  was  no  law  to  compel  the  official  to  leave  a 
sample  of  the  mixture  he  had  got  at  the  shop.  Another 
significant  fact  was  that  at  the  present  time  there  was 
•exactly  the  same  amount  of  laudanum  in  the  bottle  received 
from  Brook,  Parker  &  Co. — namely.  4  oz.  It  appeared 
to  him  tlmt  there  was  an  element  of  doubt  in  the  case,  and 
he  thought  he  should  have  the  benefit  of  it. 

His  Honour  said  the  evidence  had  put  him  in  the  awkward 
position  of  having  to  say  either  that  Mr.  Nice  was  guilty 
■of  committing  perjury  or  else  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
official  was  guilty. 

Mr.  Beldon  said  he  did  not  think  it  did.  because  laudanum 
had  been  asked  for  and  laudanum  had  been  supplied. 

His  Honour  said  he  was  only  pointing  out  that  the  system 
adopted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  getting  samples 
left  him  to  decide  between  the  direct  evidence  of  one  witness 
and  that  of  another. 

Mr.  Beldon  replied  that  if  a  sample  was  left  with  the 
salesman  suspicions  were  aroused  at  once. 

His  Honour  said  that  wad  not  the  only  course  they  could 
take,  because  if  the  official  had  suspicions  he  could  get 
supplied  and  then  suggest  that  they  should  both  go  to  the 
city  analyst  with  the  mixture. 

Sir.  Beldon  having  pointed  out  that  the  system  was  one 
which  had  been  carried  on  for  a  large  number  of  years,  his 
Honour  said  he  would  like  to  consider  the  question  which 
he  had  raised  as  to  the  method  of  obtaining  samples,  and  he 
would  be  pleased  if  in  the  meantime  Mr.  Beldon  would 
communicate  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr. 
Beldon  agreed  to  do  this,  and  the  case  was  adjourned  until 
.November  16. 

Dentists  Act. 

A  Summons  Dismissed. 
At  Bournemouth  on  October  27.  Joseph  Bertram  Holmes. 
Alumhurst  Road,  was  summoned  at  the  instance  of  the 
British  Dental  Association  for  a  breach  of  Section  3.  The 
ease  arose  out  of  the  prosecution  by  the  defendant  of  a 
man  for  stealing  dental  instruments,  in  the  course  of  which 
it  was  alleged  that  defendant  described  himself  as  a  dentist : 
but  it  now  transpired  that  he  said  he  was  an  adapter  of 
artificial  teeth.  The  Bench,  by  a  majority,  dismissed  the 
summons.    The  prosecutors  may  appeal. 

County  Court  Cases. 

A  DVF.ItTISIXG. 

At  Grantham  County  Court  on  October  29,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Xcedham,  on  behalf  of  the  "Grantham  Advertiser," 
which  is  no  longer  published,  recovered  61.  7s.  from  Leslie 
Martyn,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Dalston  Lane.  Lon- 
don, N.E.,  for  advertising  in  that  paper  from  1903  to 
1906.    Mr.  J.  W.  Davis,  director  of  the  defendant  com- 


pany, explained  that  he  gave  an  order  in  October,  1902,  for 
fifty-two  insertions  at  11.  for  the  lot,  and  sent  the  money. 

Cash  Register  Dispute. 
In  Glasgow  Sheriff  Court.  Sheriff  Mackenzie  on  November  2 
dismissed  an  action  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  David  Beatson, 
Maryhill,  against  the  National  Cash  Register  Co.,  Ltd.,  for 
damages  for  breach  of  contract  of  sale.  The  pursuer  alleged 
that  in  purchasing  a  cash  register  from  defenders  a  condition 
of  the  sale  was  that  the  price  of  similar  registers^  should 
never  be  reduced  below  42/.,  and  that  notwithstanding  this 
condition  the  price  had  6ince  been  considerably  reduced. 
Sheriff  Mackenzie  sustained  the  defenders'  plea  that  the 
pursuer's  averments  were  irrelevant,  and  in  the  course  of 
a  note  he  remarked  that  in  his  averments  pursuer  admitted 
signing  a  document  after  the  completion  of  the  contract, 
and  in  response  to  the  agents  representation  that  it  was 
a  formal  document  for  the  protection  of  the  company  from 
dishonest  purchasers.  That  document  bore  to  be  an  order 
for  a  43^  cash  register  to  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser 
on  hire,  but  with  an  option  of  purchase,  and  it  set  forth  in 
detail  the  conditions  by  which  the  parties  were  to  be  bound 
if  the  order  was  accepted  ;  but  it  did  not  contain  the  con- 
ditions upon  which  the  pursuer's  case  was  founded.

Westminster  Wisdom. 

A  Record  of  Parliamentary  Progress. 


"  Not  British." 
The  Bill  which  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  Wednesday,  November  3,  by  Mr.  Staveley-Hill, 
to  amend  the  Merchandise-marks  Act,  proposes  to  abolish 
the  gratuitous  advertisement  afforded  by  the  familiar 
words,  "  Made  in  Germany,"  and  to  substitute  the  phrase 
"  Not  British."  It  also  proposes  to  prevent  the  passing- 
off  of  foreign  goods  as  British  by  requiring  that  where 
there  is  applied  to  such  goods  the  name  by  which  the 
patented  article  has  become  known,  such  name  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  definite  and  prominent  indication  of 
the  foreign  origin. 

Restraint  of  Trades  (Shops)  Bill. 

_  Notwithstanding  the  uncertainty  of  the  political  situa- 
tion, a  number  of  private  Bills  have  already  been  pre- 
pared in  readiness  for  next  Session.  Among  these  is  Mr. 
J.  A.  Seddon's  Restraint  of  Trades  (Shops)  Bill,  which 
proposes  to  render  null  and  void  certain  provisions  in  shop 
assistants'  agreements.  The  Bill  provides  that  any  agree- 
ment whereby  a  person  employed  in  a  shop  shall  be  re- 
strained after  the  termination  of  such  employment  from 
being  engaged  as  servant,  assistant,  manager,  or  traveller, 
wholesale  or  retail,  in  any  trade  or  business,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  shall  be  null  and  void  in  so  far  as  the  same 
imposes,  or  purports  to  impose,  such  restraint,  and  not 
otherwise.  The  Bill  is  backed  by  Mr.  Shackleton,  Mr. 
Price,  Mr.  Clem.  Edwards,  Mr.  Tyson  Wilson,  and  Mr.  A. 

Henderson. 

Retailing  Benzine. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  he  was  unable  to  be  in  his  place 
on  Friday,  October  29,  when  the  report  stage  of  the 
Finance  Bill  was  concluded,  the  addition  to  Clause  86  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Charles  Craig,  relating  to  the  retail  sale  of 
benzine  and  other  preparations,  wa6  not  moved.  Mr.  Craig 
was  in  the  House,  but  had  been  informed  that  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  also  had  a  motion  on  the  paper 


which  covered  the  matter.  Mr.  Craig's  motion  on 
Clause  86  was  as  follows  : 

Nothing  in  this  or  the  preceding  section  shall  apply  to 
the  sale  by  retail  of  benzine,  benzoline,  or  similar  hydro- 
carbons the  vendors  of  which  do  not  keep  in  stock  more 
than  three  gallons  at  one  time,  in  securely  stoppered 
vessels  each  containing  not  more  than  one  pint. 
Mr.  Harold  Pearson  moved  to  omit  the  whole  of  Clause  85, 
which  deals  with  the  duty  on  motor-spirit.  The  hon.  mem- 
ber in  the  course  of  hLs  speech  referred  to  the  collection  of 
the  tax,  and  asked  if  the  Excise  authorities  would  visit 
gasworks  throughout  the  country,  or  take  any  notice  of  the 
manufacture  of  benzol.  Benzol,  he  added,  is  an  active  com- 
petitor with  petroleum  spirit ;  it  is  nearly  as  efficient  as 
ordinary  motor-spirit,  and  can  be  produced  by  any  gas 
company  which  cares  to  instal  a  simple  plant.  Therefore, 
if  preferential  treatment  is  given  to  it  it  will  rapidly  oust 
petroleum  spirit  from  the  market.  Since  the  introduction 
of  the  Budget  there  have  been  many  instances  where  regular 
customers  have  cancelled  running  orders  for  petroleum  spirit 
in  favour  of  benzol.  In  many  parts  of  the  country  during 
the  last  few  months  the  output  of  benzol  has  increased 
30  per  cent. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  defended  the  tax,  and 
said  that  Mr.  Pearson  was  wide  of  the  mark  in  asserting 
that  the  cost  of  collection  would  be  l^d.  ;  something  like  grf. 
would  be  the  figure. 

Mr.  Harold  Pearson  :  Does  that  include  the  cost  with 
respect  to  benzol  ? 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  :  I  am  not  quite  sure  what  my  hon. 
friend  means.  The  whole  cost  of  collection  is  30,000Z. 
That  is  the  sum  which  will  be  added  to  the  expenditure 
of  the  Revenue  Department  in  consequence  of  this  tax. 

The  Chancellor  then  moved  the  addition  of  the  following 
to  Clause  85  : 

At  the  end  of  Sub-section  (2),  to  insert  the  words  :  "  But 
a  person  may  sell  motor  spirit  in  a  quantity  not  exceeding 
one  pint  at  one  time  to  one  person  without  taking  out  a 
licence  as  a  dealer  in  motor  spirit." 

At  the  end  of  Sub-section  (7),  to  insert  the  words  :  "  and 
the  regulations  may  provide  for  the  sale  and  delivery  by 
duly  licensed  persons  of  motor  spirit  from  vans  at  the 
premises  of  persons  who  are  dealers  therein,  and  buy  it  to 
sell  again." 

This  was  agreed  to  without  a  division. 

Dentists  and  Anesthetics. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Departmental  Committee  on 
Coroners'  Law,  which  has  been  considering  the  whole  ques- 
tion of  the  administration  of  anaesthetics,  is  likely  to  re- 
commend that  dentists  should  be  allowed  without  restric- 
tion to  administer  nitrous-oxide  gas  in  the  course  of  their 
professional  work. 

Anesthetics  Bill. 
We  are  informed  that  the  Anaesthetics  Bill  of  the  late 
Dr.  Cooper  is  likely  to  be  re-introduced  early  next  Session 
by  one  of  its  original  supporters,  who  included  Sir  William 
Collins,  Sir  Walter  Foster,  Mr.  Acland  Allen,  Mr.  J.  N. 
Barnes,  Sir  J.  Williams  Benn,  Dr.  Rutherford,  Mr.  B.  S. 
Straus,  and  Mr.  Carr-Gomm.  It  is  probable,  however, 
that  before  this  is  done  the  proposals  as  now  before  the 
House  will  be  carefully  re-examined  by  medical  and 
scientific  experts,  so  as  to  widen  the  proposals  contained 
in  the  Bill  with  a  view  to  meeting  all  possible  objections 
that  may  be  raised. 

Imported  Lymph. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  November  3,  Mr.  A. 
Lupton  asked  the  President  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  whether  the  recent  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease  in  America  was  due  to  the  use  of  vaccine  lymph 
impregnated  with  the  disease  and  imported  from  Japan, 
and  whether,  if  there  were  no  means  known  to  science  to 
ascertain  whether  lymph  was  free  from  infection,  he  would 
legislate  for  the  purpose  of  prohibiting  the  importation  of 
foreign  lymph  into  this  country  and  the  sale  of  lymphs 
manufactured  in  England  until  a  scientific  and  con- 
clusive test  had  been  discovered. — Mr.  Burns  replied  that 
he  was  aware  that  the  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth  disease 
referred  to  had  been  attributed  to  the  cause  suggested.

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

FOURTEEN  is  the  total  of  poisoning  fatalities  reported  during 
the  xveok,  of  which  four  were  by  misadventure.— Death  by 
misadventure  was  the  verdict  returned  by  the  jury  at  the 
inquest  on  Thomas  Moyser,  of  Streatham,  who  died  from  the 
effects  of  cyanide  of  potassium  poisoning.    The  Coroner  dis- 
agreed  with  the  verdict.— Dr.  Noel  C.  E.  Ward  ended  his  life 
at  liognor  liy  taking  pnissic  arid  on  account  of  financial  diffi- 
culties.—Margaret  Scott  (64),  widow,  Ilulme,  who  was  in  a 
•  lying  condition,  hastened  her  end  by  taking  a  liniment  con- 
taining laudanum  and  turpentine.    At  the  inquest  the  cause 
of  death  was  slated  to  he  opium  poisoning. — Oxalic  acid 
poisoning  caused  the  death  of  Edith  w.  Ronald  at  Highgate, 
London,  N. —  Jane  M.  Ablelt,  an  Islington  domestic  servant, 
committed  suicide  with  the  same  poison.— Carbolic  acid  ad- 
ministered in  mistake  for  medicine  caused  the  death  of  Carrie 
Wigglesworth  (39).  the  wife  of  a  Batley  cloth-fuller.  The 
husband  emptied  the  remains  of  a  quantity  of  the  acid  into  a 
medicine  bottle  as  he  wished  to  obtain  a  further  supply.  By 
some  means  the  poison  got  into  the  sick-room,  where  it  was 
administered  to  the  invalid  by  a  neighbour. — The  same  poison 
was  taken  with  suicidal  intent  by  a  Bradford  widow  named 
Clara  Ininan  (46).    It  was  stated  at  the  inquest  that  four 
ounces  of  the  corrosive  fluid  was  taken. — Edward  Ifawkes 
(73).  a  Cambridge  army  pensioner,  committed  suicide  by 
taking  veronal.    At  the  inquest  the  Coroner  slated  that  the 
bottle  produced  contained  "  compressed  tabloids  of  veronal," 
and  elicited  that  it   would  contain  twenty-five  tabloids  of 
5  gr.  each,  but  only  one  was  left,  although  he  purchased  the 
drug  from  a  chemist  two  days  previously.— Clara  Jasper  died 
at  Uamsgate  from  an  overdose  of  veronal. — An  excessive  dose 
of  the  same  narcotic  caused  the  death  of  Charles  Bramley. 
barrister-at-law,  Harley  Street,  London,  W.    Deceased  stated 
that  he  had  taken  15  gr.  of  the  drug.    At  the  inquest  the 
Coroner  stated  some  action  ought  to  be  taken  to  prevent 
5>crsons  obtaining  supplies,  as  cases  were  getting  too  familiar 
to  him.    The  jury  recommended  that  veronal  should  only  be 
supplied  on  a  physician's  order. — Clara  Lewis  (43),  nurse, 
Cardiff,  also  died  from  an  overdose  of  veronal.    At  the  in- 
quest it  was  stated  that  deceased,  who  took  the  drug  for 
insomnia,  must  have  taken  a  bottle ful  of  tablets,  or  perhaps 
even  two  phials.    The  Coroner  said  he  thought  there  should 
be  some  legislation  which,  without  interfering  with  the  legiti- 
mate trade  of  the  chemist,  should  form  a  protection  for  the 
public,  particularly  the  ignorant.    The  jury  returned  a  ver- 
dict of  "Death  from  misadventure."  and  asked  the  Coroner 
to  write  to  the  Home  Secretary  pointing  out  the  desirability 
of  the  law  being  amended  so  that  such  drugs  as  these  could 
not  bo  obtained  so  easily. — Spirit  of  salt  was  used  for  suicidal 
purposes  by  Elizabeth  Edwards  (27),  of  Lambeth.  London, 
S.E.— Mary  Ann  Potts  (31).  the  wife  of  a  baker,  died  in  the 
Kidderminster  Infirmary  from  lead  poisoning,  the  effect  of  an 
nbortefacient. — A    Kingston-on-Thames    seedsman  named 
II.  I.  Mitcham  committed  suicide  by  taking  ''XL-All  Fumi- 
gating Compound  "  (p.  699).

Observations  and  Reflections. 

By  "Xravser  " 


The  Mercer  "Pharmacy"  Case 

is  likely  to  be  .a  prominent 
and  by  no  means  a  pretty  landmark  in  our  pharmaceutical 
history.    Less  than  a  year  ago  we  fondly  fancied  we  had 
squared  the  legal  juggle  of  1880  which  handed  over  our 
statutory  title  to  any  seven  jockeys  who  chose  to  form 
themselves  into  a  drug  company.    The  compromise  em- 
bodied in  the  1908  Act  did,  in  fact,  ensure  a  moderately 
respectful  recognition  of  our  property  in  the  descriotion 
of  "  chemist  and  druggist,"  and  secured  for  us  that  of 
■"pharmacist"   unequivocally  as  a  personal  p.jssefsion. 
But  "  chassez  le  naturel,  il  revient  au  galop  "  :  and  appa- 
rently the  tendency  to  appropriate  our  clothing  is  inherent 
in  unqualified  human  nature,  so  we  have  no  sooner  made 
good  our  defences  in  one  direction  than  we  find  an  alarm- 
ing breach  made  in  them  in  another  part.     In  some 
respects  this  invasion  is  worse  than  its  predecessor,  for  if 
"the  judgment  of  the  King's  Bench  Division  should  be 
maintained  in  the  higher  courts  there  will  be  nothing  to 
prevent  every  shop  in  the  land  being  called  a  pharmacy 
without  any  company  formality  whatever.    The  pharma- 
ceutical!}' rejected,  the  apothecaries'  assistants,  the  ex- 
Army  compounders,  and  the  newly  licensed  poison-vendors 
will    run    "high-class    pharmacies,"    "West-end  phar- 
macies," and  "pure-drug  pharmacies,"  and  will  shoot  at 
us  from  fresh  vantage  ground.    This  risk  must  be  pre- 
vented if  possible,  and  if  necessary  the  contest  must  be 
carried  to  the  highest  tribunal. 
The  Pivot  of  the  Controversy 

was  indicated  in  Mr.  Justice 
Darling's  semi-jocular  inquiry  whether  we  are  bound  to 
suppose  that  an  eagle  is  to  be  found  in  a  house  designated 
"Eagle's  Nest."    The  Judge  showed  a  little  later  that 
lie  appreciated  the  distinction  of  motives  between  the 
drug-dealer  who  describes  his  shop  as  a  pharmacy,  and  the 
city  clerk  who  denominates  his  suburban   villa  "The 
Oaks,"  or  "Melrose,"  or  "Eagle's  Nest."    But  the  ques- 
tion indicated  that  the  difficulty  then  passing  through  the 
judicial  mind  was  the  undoubtedly  puzzling  one  of  trans- 
ferring the  signification  of  the  name  of  a  place  to  a 
person.     Mr.  Vaughan  Williams  chose  that  moment  to 
add  to  the  intricacy  of  the  problem  by  insisting  that  the 
use  of  any  word  derived  from  "  pharmakon  "  would  suggest 
to  the  public  mind  that  the  person  employing  it  was  a  phar- 
macist.   The  claim  looks  bigger  than  it  really  is,  for  there 
are  very  few  English  words  in  actual  use  derived  from 
"  pharmakon,"  and  probably  any  one  of  them  would  carry 
the  suggestion  Mr.  Vaughan  Williams  attributes  to  it.  But  it 
may  be  doubted  whether  it  was  politic  to  submit  this  large 
meal  to  the  Court  which  was  finding  the  one  word  too  big 
a  mouthful.  Now 
The  Pharmaceutical  Council, 

having  landed  the  trade  in  this 
awkward  corner  by  what  seems  to  have  been  a  serious 
lapse  of  discretion,  must  spare  no  effort  to  get  a  correct, 
or  at  the  worst  an  ambiguous,  judgment.  There  are  two 
more  Courts  to  appeal  to,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  try 
both.  The  task  is  not  an  easy  one.  A  place  is  not  a 
person,  and  "  Bellerby  "  is  up  against  them  formidably. 
On  the  other  hand,  judges  can  be  persuaded  occasionally 
to  lay  aside  their  legal  spectacles  and  see  things  with  their 
own  eyes.  They  must  know  that  in  ordinary  English  a 
■"pharmacy"  is  understood  to  be  a  specially  scientific 
place,  presided  over  by  a  learned  person — a  pharmacist  at 


least.  Mr.  Mercer  may  have  adopted  the  designation  in 
all  good  faith ;  but  we  may  be  sure  that  if  the  Courts 
finally  decide  against  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  prin- 
cipal result  will  be  to  benefit  the  persons  who  are  glad  to 
have  the  public  believe  them  to  be  something  they  are  not. 
Is  a  slavish  adherence  to  precedent  worth  the  price  which 
sometimes  has  to  be  paid  for  it  ? 
As  a  Memorial 

to  Professor  Kahlbaum,  of  Basle,  a  German 
chemist  who  had  made  a  trgh  reputation  by  his  historical 
and  other  studies,  and  who  died  in  1905  at  the  age  of  fifty- 
two,  a  novel  and  valuable  volume  has  been  published  by 
Franz  Deuticke,  of  Leipzig,  containing  articles  all  treating 
some  point  of  the  history  of  chemistry,  contributed  by 
more  than  sixty  men  of  international  reputation  from  Ger- 
many, France,  England,  the  United  States,  Italy,  Spain, 
Greece,  Holland,  Norway,  and  several  other  countries. 
Most  of  the  essays  are  in  German,  but  several  are  in  Eng- 
lish, French,  and  Italian.  They  are  of  varying  degrees  of 
importance,  and  are  all  unconnected.  Apparently  each 
author  chose  his  own  subject.  The  contributions  in  English 
arc  a  sketch  of  the  life  and  work  of  Joseph  Black  by  Sir 
W.  Ramsay,  a  review  of  the  genesis  of  Dalton's  Atomic 
Theory  by  Sir  H.  E.  Roscoe,  and  records  of  the  work  of 
J.  Lawrence  Smith  and  of  H.  Carrington  Bolton  by  F.  P. 
Venables,  of  Chapel  Hill,  U.S.A.  The  following  is  a  very 
abbreviated  notice  of  a  subject  which  has  been  a  puzzle  to 
scientific  historians  for  centuries.  How  did  the  ordinary 
water-bath,  the  vessel  of  heated  water  in  which  other 
vessels  were  placed  for  purposes  of  distillation  or  digestion, 
acquire  its  ancient  and  curious  designation  of 

"  Balneum  Maria?," 

"balneum  maris,"  or,  as  it  is  usually 
termed  in  old  books,  "  bain-Marie, "  sometimes  translated 
"St.  Mary's  bath"?    The  term  is  found  in  the  medical 
and  chemical  writings  of  Arnold  of  Villa  Nova  and  Ray- 
mond Lully,  who  were  famous  six  hundred  years  ago,  and 
they  employ  it  without  any  explanation  and  as  if  it  was 
well  understood.    The  thing  itself  is  described,  but  the 
name  is  not  used  by  Albertus  Magnus,  a  century  earlier. 
The  obvious  theory  is  that  the  apparatus  was  for  some 
reason  named  after  the  Virgin  Mary.    Another  view  which 
has  no  known  historic  foundation  is  that  sea-water  was 
originally  employed  as  the  bath  ;  hence  the  term  "  balneum 
maris."    More  happy  is  the  suggestion  that  it  was  named 
after  an  ancient  alchemistress  of  the  name  of  Maria,  who 
is  supposed  to  have  written  some  scientific  treatises  in  the 
second  or  third  century.    Littre  says  rather  dogmatically, 
and  Murray  adopts  his  explanation,  that  the  bath  was 
called  "bain-Marie"  because  it  provided  a  gentle  heat; 
which  strikes  the  student  as  a  somewhat  lame  piece  of 
etymology.    Why  should  a  gentle  heat  become  known  as 
a  Mary?  The  article  on  this  subject  in  the  Kahlbaum  book 
is  by  Edmund  O.  v.  Lippmann,  who  is  described  as  "  Fabrik- 
Direktor  "  of  Halle.    He  deals  with  the  problem  exhaus- 
tively and  learnedly.    He  believes  in  the  existence  of 
Maria  the  alchemistress,  but  shows  tha'v  the  bath  she  re- 
commended was  either  an  ash  or  a  sand  bath.      But  the 
water-bath  is  evidently  referred  to  by  Pliny,  Dioscorides, 
Theophrastus,  and  as  far  back  as  Hippocrates.  Then 
he  traces  it  back  to  the  Egyptian  temples  and  supposes 
that  in  the  processes  used  in  them,  a  similar  apparatus 
was  known  as  the  bath  of  Isis,  that  goddess  having  special 
authority  over  water.     The  legends  of   Isis  not  only 
found  their  way  into  Greek  mythology,  but  many  of 
them,  coming  via  Alexandria,  were  adopted  by  some  of 
the   sects  of    the  early    Christian   Church.     Thus,_  to 
quote  one  example,  the  verbena  was  known  to  the  Egyptians 
as  the  tears  of  Isis,  later  to  the  Greeks  as  the  tears  of 
Artemis,  and  in  old  German  it  was  sometimes  called 
Marienkraut.    By  a  similar  transference  of  legends  Mr.. 
Lippmann  suggests  that  among  the  Alexandrian  Christian 
scientists  the'  bath  of  Isis  came  to  be  called  the  Balneum 
Marias,  that  under  this  name  it  became  familiar  to  the  Arab 
chemists,  and  that  from  their  schools  in  Spain  it  became 
known  again  to  the  Western  Christians  of  Europe.

E&ttorial  Comments* 


The  Agri-Horticultural  Position. 

Sinxe  wo  commented  a  fortnight  ago  on  the  apparent 
inaction  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  regarding  the  ad- 
ministration by  local  authorities  of  Section  2  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  the  Council  has  received  further 
stimulus  to  "be  up  and  doing."  In  September  we  pub- 
lished an  exhaustive  analysis  of  the  statistics  then  avail- 
able, which  showed  that  certain  counties  in  Scotland  have 
been  treated  with  excessive  generosity  in  numbers  of  poison 
licences.  The  Executive  of  the  North  British  branch  has- 
sinco  prepared  an  even  more  detailed  statement  of  the 
facts,  which  was  submitted  to  the  Council  on  Wednesday. 
This  statement  show6  conclusively  that  the  spirit  and  the 
letter  of  tho  Act,  and  regulations  made  under  it,  have  been 
grossly  violated  by  some  local  authorities,  as,  for  instance, 
by  several  licences  being  granted  to  one  individual  in 
respect  to  premises  widely  apart.  On  Wednesday  also  the 
Council  received  a  deputation  from  the  Cumberland  and 
Westmoreland  Chemists'  Association,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Ridley  (Carlisle),  Townley  (Keswick),  Heap  and  Irvine 
(Kendal),  and  Edmondson  (Penrith).  These  gentlemen 
were  able  to  give  the  Council  facts  at  first  hand.  They 
spoke  on  behalf  of  chemists  who  have  been  doing  busi- 
ness in  agricultural  poisons  all  the  time  they  have  been 
in  business  on  their  own  account,  and  who  have,  in  some 
instances,  since  April  1,  had  their  next-door  neighbours 
licensed  to  do  the  very  thing  they  have  for  years  been 
doing  as  a  statutory  duty  requiring  a  statutory  qualifica- 
tion. They  were  thus  able  to  bring  direct  to  the  Council 
the  grievance  felt  by  those  chemists  who  relied  upon  the 
reservation  in  the  Act  to  the  effect  that  where  the  reason- 
able requirements  of  the  public  are  provided  for,  there  local 
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authorities  should  not  grant  licences.  The  particulars  sub- 
mitted in  a  conference,  which  lasted  all  the  afternoon, 
should  be  of  service  in  the  Council's  administration,  and 
we  understand  that  the  Law  Committee  will  consider 
them,  as  well  as  the  Executive's  statement,  with  a  view 
to  an  early  report. 


The  Opium-market. 

The  prospects  for  a  twenty-shilling  opium-market,  which 
were  hinted  at  in  our  Smyrna  cable  la6t  week,  are  becoming 
healthier  daily,  as  it  will  be  seen  from  our  latest  advices 
that  the  tone  is  very  "  bullish  "  and  that  up  to  the  equivalent 
of  19s.  per  lb.  has  been  paid  this  week  for  "extra" 
Karahissar  in  Smyrna  by  United  States  buyers  and  specu- 
lators. When  we  wrote  on  the  position  of  opium  in  June 
last  it  was  confidently  anticipated  that  the  yield  of  the  new 
crop  would  be  between  7,000  and  8,000  cases,  but,  as 
subsequent  events  proved,  this  estimate  was  quite  wide  of 
the  mark,  and  by  July  the  expected  output  was  reduced  to 
6,000  cases  and  again  in  September  to  5,000  cases.  Since 
then  it  has  transpired  that  the  crop  has  barely  reached  this 
figure,  so  that  finally  it  may  be  placed  at  between  4,500  and 
5,000  cases.  Practically  the  whole  of  this  crop  consisted 
of  spring  sowings,  and  just  at  a  critical  period  when  the 
capsule  was  maturing  in  June  and  July,  hot  winds  and 
drought  prevailed,  which  brought  about  the  drastic  reduc- 
tion in  crop  estimates.  This,  following  on  a  small  crop  in 
1908  (about  3,500  cases)  and  extremely  low  stocks  in  ?11 
the  world's  markets,  forms  the  key  to  the  present  situation. 
It  is  difficult  to  state  with  exactitude  what  the  stock  in 
Smyrna  was  at  the  commencement  of  the  season  in  June, 
but  it  was  given  out  by  interested  parties  at  slightly  over 
one  thousand  cases.  A  Smyrna  correspondent,  however, 
wrote  us  at  the  time  that  there  were  only  480  cases  in 
6tock,  and  he  gave  us  full  particulars  of  the  quantity 
deposited  in  each  bank,  adding  that  if  his  figures  were 
proved  to  be  incorrect  he  woidd  forfeit  100/.  This  by  the 
way,  as  showing  how  the  stock  figures  are  manipulated, 
buyers  over-estimating  and  native  dealers  under-estimating 
them.  It  is  generally  agreed,  however,  that  the  carry-over 
must  have  been  comparatively  small.  At  the  beginning  of 
a  new  season  everybody  naturally  expected  to  be  able  to 
buy  at  lower  prices,  and,  as  a  consequence,  consumers  mostly 
held  aloof  from  the  market  during  July,  only  150  casee 
changing  hands  in  primary  markets  that  month  at  the 
lower  range  of  between  9s.  6d.  and  10s.  6d.  ;  and  it  was  not 
until  August,  when  the  truth  in  regard  to  the  diminished 
yield  of  opium  became  known,  that  buyers  began  to  realise 
that  a  material  and  6udden  change  had  taken  place  in  thf 
situation  and  that  the  prospects  of  cheap  opium  this  season 
were  remote.  The  United  States,  always  the  predominant 
factor  in  the  opium-market,  commenced  buying  in  August 
(when  400  cases  were  turned  over  in  Smyrna  alone),  paying 
between  9,s.  6d.  and  13,s.,  and  they  have  consistently  sup- 
ported the  market  6ince,  thus  indicating  that  they  were 
badly  in  want  of  opium.  They  bought  largely  in  September 
(over  300  cases)  at  from  12s.  8d.  to  15s.,  and  at  this  period 
the  American  demand  was  augmented  by  that  of  some 
good-sized  European  orders.  Consequently  prices  advanced 
from  one  day  to  another,  a  halt  being  called  in  the  middle 
of  September,  and  prices  before  the  end  of  the  month  eased 
slightly ;  but  this  was  merely  temporary,  as  October  again 
witnessed  strong  American  buying,  upwards  of  300  cases 
being  6old  for  that  account,  up  to  lis.  per  lb.  being  paid  foT 
rich  druggists'  grades.  Should  this  demand  continue,  it 
is  fully  anticipated  that  20s.  will  be  eventually  reached,  as 
the  stocks  of  Karahicsar  and  other  richer  qualities  are  now 


becoming  exhausted,  and  holders  do  not  hesitate  to  ask 
higher  figures  with  each  new  transaction.  There  is, 
however,  always  the  danger  of  driving  up  prices  to  a  level 
which  restricts  consumption,  and  the  feeling  in  some- 
quarters  is  that  the  advance  in  Smyrna  is  being  "  over- 
done." As  regards  Persian  opium,  a  large  business  has  been 
done  to  arrive  at  prices  advancing  in  sympathy  with  the 
Turkey  drug.  It  is  estimated  that  since  the  beginning  of 
September  between  600  and  700  cases  of  Persian  have  been 
sold  to  arrive  in  various  positions,  and  while  such  is  avail- 
able it  serves  in  a  measure  to  counteract  the  extreme  prices 
of  Turkey.  The  crop  of  Persian  is  always  an  unknown 
quantity,  and  no  figures  are  available,  but  in  view  of  the 
disturbed  condition  of  the  country  it  is  held  the  crop  mu6t 
be  6mall.  The  element  of  strength  about  the  general  position 
to-day  is  that  the  stocks  in  consumers'  and  dealers'  hands 
are  extremely  small,  and  this  is  particularly  the  case  with 
America,  as  she  is  still  a  buyer. 

Retailing:  Benzine. 

We  reported  last  week  that  through  the  action  of  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  notice  of  an 
amendment  to  Clause  85  of  the  Finance  Bill  providing  for 
the  retail  sale  of  benzine,  benzoline,  and  similar  hydro- 
carbons without  a  motor-spirit  vendor's  licence.  Mr. 
Gibson,  President  of  the  Society,  requested  us  to  draft  the 
amendment,  which  we  did,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  (to  whom  Mr.  Gibson 
had  also  written)  accepted  the  principle,  and  himself  moved 
an  amendment  to  Clause  85  providing  the  desired  relief. 
Sub-clause  2  and  the  addition  to  it  (here  given  in  italics) 
are  as  follows  : 

(2)  As  from  the  first  day  of  June  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine  there  shall  be  charged,  levied,  and  paid  on  motor 
spirit  made  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  an  Excise  duty  at 
the  rate  of  threepence  per  gallon,  and  there  shall  be  charged 
on  a  licence  to  be  taken  out  annually  by  a  manufacturer  of 
motor  spirit  and  by  a  dealer  in  motor  spirit  an  Excise 
duty  of  one  pound  and  an  Excise  duty  of  five  shillings 
respectively,  but  a  'person  may  sell  motor  spirit  in  a  quan- 
tity not  exceeding  one  pint  at  one  time  to  one  person 
without  taking  out  a  licence  as  a  dealer  in  motor  spirit. 
This  is  substantially  the  amendment  which  we  suggested  on 
June  26,  when  we  said  : 

"  The  simplest  way  to  exempt  retailers  of  small  quantities 
from  the  licence  would  be  to  amend  Sub-clause  (2)  of  Clause  64 
[now  85]  by  adding  to  it  the  words  in  italics  : 

.  .  .  There  shall  be  charged  on  a  licence  to  be  taken  out  annually 
by  a  manufacturer  of  motor  spirit  and  by  a  dealer  in  motor  spirit 
(except  retailers  of  less  than  one  pint  per  diem  to  one  person)  an 
Excise  duty  of  one  pound  and  an  Excise  duty  of  five  shillings 
respectively. 

This  would  relieve  retailers,  and  would  not  interfere  in  the 
slightest  with  the  motor-duties,  for  a  pint  of  petrol  is  prac- 
tically useless  to  a  motorist,  and  he  would  not  dream  of 
buying  it  in  such  small  quantities,  while  a  pint  is  a  fair  top 
limit  for  retail  sales  of  benzine  and  petroleum  spirit  for 
cleaning-purposes. 

The  Chancellor's  acceptance  of  the  suggestion  at  the 
eleventh  hour  is  not  only  gratifying  in  itself,  but  is  a  lesson 
in  the  value  of  "keeping  at  it."  It  is  to  the  credit  of 
Belfast  druggists  that  the  point  was  not  lost  sight  of,  and 
one  wonders  how  far  amendments  in  other  parts  of  the  Bill 
which  affect  the  drug-trade  could  have  been  secured  if 
persistency  rather  than  capitulation  had  been  the  order 
of  the  day. 

The  Spirit  Surtax. 

Speculation  is  rife  among  all  users  and  consumers  of  spirit 
as  to  the  outcome  of  thft  3s.  9d.  Budget  surtax  in  the  event 
of  the  rejection  of  the  Finance  Bill  by  the  House  of  Lords. 
Will  the  money  be  returned  or  the  extra  duty  cease  from  the 
date  of  the  rejection?  In  our  opinion  neither  course  will 
happen,  but  the  surtax  will  continue  to  be  charged  and  paid. 
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To  refund  the  large  amount  already  collected,  something 
like  400,000?.,  would  involve  too  serious  a  drain  upon  the 
national  exchequer  at  this  juncture,  and  would  be 
strenuously  opposed  by  the  Treasury  authorities.  Nor 
would  the  other  alternative  answer — namely,  that  of  ceasing 
to  charge  the  surtax  after  the  Bill's  rejection  by  the  House 
'if  Lords — inasmuch  as  questions  would  immediately  arise 
as  to  the  legality  of  the  previous  duty  charged  by  the 
Customs  and  Excise,  and  endless  litigation  ensue.  Budget 
increases  become  leviable  by  resolution  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  the  faith  that  the  procedure  in  the  one 
-Chamber  will  be  countenanced  later  on  by  the  Second 
Chamber.  Expediency  dictates  this  premature  course 
being  adopted  in  order  to  prevent  advantage  being  taken  of 
the  national  revenue  by  forestalments.  If,  however,  a 
House  of  Commons  resolution  does  not  eventually  crystallise 
'into  a  law  (the  only  authority  of  taxation),  the  resolution 
becomes  null  and  void.  But  there  is  the  greatest  improba- 
bility of  this  particular  legislative  abortion  happening,  for 
rejection  of  the  whole  Bill  not  only  means  refund  of  all  the 
surtaxes  and  the  new  motor-duty,  but  it  would  also  mean 
the  rejection  of  the  tea-duty  and  income-tax.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  tea-duty  expired  on  July  1,  1909.  Neither  the 
surtaxes  on  spirit  nor  the  motor-duty  already  collected 
concerns  the  House  of  Lords  so  much  as  those  duties  con- 
tained in  the  Bill  which  are  not  yet  collected — land-taxes 
and  licence  increases.  If  this  line  of  demarcation  be  recog- 
nised the  course  likely  to  be  followed  in  the  event  of  "  rejec- 
tion" becomes  a  little  clearer.  The  "revenue"  portion  of 
the  Bill  must  go  through,  and  therefore  it  becomes  almost 
a  mere  question  of  expediency  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
this  result  will  be  achieved.  Thus  the  Finance  Bill  may  be 
Ihung  up  until  the  House  of  Commons  sends  up  an  amending 
Bill  containing  this  "revenue  portion"  in  question,  which 
■will  be  allowed  to  pass  and  become  law,  and  then  the  rejec- 
tion of  the  original  offending  Bill  will  occur.  Whatever 
course  may  be  taken  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the 
national  exchequer,  the  hope  of  any  cessation,  much  less  a 
return,  of  the  spirit  surtax  is  indeed  a  slender  one. 

Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

At  a  well-attended  meeting  on  Monday  evening,  the 
Association  of  Apothecaries'  Assistants  resolved  to  appeal 
to  the  Apothecaries'  Society  to  do  something  to  compel  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  to  make  haste  in  the  matter  of 
■registering  apothecaries'  assistants  as  pharmaceutical 
hemists.  Mr.  Mowbray  Upton.  Clerk  to  the  Apothecaries' 
Society,  was  present,  and  unofficially  encouraged  the 
assistants  in  their  notion  that  they  have  a  grievance  against 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  He  in  a  fine  declamatory 
manner  threatened  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with  opposi- 
tion in  its  peculiar  business  of  registration,  even  stating 
that  fresh  Parliamentary  powers  might  be  sought  for.  How 
far  Mr.  Mowbray  Upton's  utterances  were  judicious  we  do 
not  venture  to  say ;  he  made  it  clear  that  he  did  not  speak 
'ior  the  Apothecaries'  Society  oi  its  Governors  ;  but  a  subse- 
■  pient  speaker  told  the  meeting  that  Mr.  Mowbray  Upton 
is  "  the  power  behind  the  throne  "  at  Blackfriars,  and  it 
will  be  generally  agreed  that  what  he  says  has  weight.  We 
■consider  it  a  matter  of  real  regret  that  a  lawyer  in  Mr. 
Mowbray  Upton's  position  should  encourage  hopes  such  as 
apothecariea'  assistants  have,  without  reference  to  the 
origin  of  the  enactment  to  which  they  have  succeeded  in 
attaching  themselves.  Its  history  goes  back  a  quarter  of  a 
century  or  more,  but  it  was  not  until  Colonial  pharmacists 
-succeeded  in  getting  Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain  to  move  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  provide  for  reciprocity  of 
pharmaceutical  qualifications  that  the  thing  came  within 


the  range  of  practical  politics.  The  Society  agreed  to 
Mr.  Chamberlain's  representations,  and  made  it  perfectly 
plain  that  the  basis  of  reciprocity  would  be  (1)  prac- 
tical experience  in  retail  pharmacy,  (2)  a  curriculum 
of  study,  and  (3)  examination  in  the  subjects  of  practical 
experience  and  the  curriculum.  The  proposition  was  well 
discussed,  and  the  general  principles  agreed  upon  before 
the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  were  reduced  to  writing  and  embodied  in  one  of  the 
Society's  Pharmacy  Bills.  No  secret  was  made  of  the 
terms,  and  nobody  who  gave  the  matter  attention  was 
unaware  of  the  fact  that  the  conditions  upon  which 
Colonial  pharmacists  would  be  admitted  to  the  register  of 
chemists  and  druggists  or  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  in 
Great  Britain  would  be,  if  anj'thing,  more  stringent  than 
the  Minor  and  Major  examinations  of  the  present  time. 
The  War  Office  without  invitation  chose  to  ask  Parliament 
to  tack  on  Army  dispensers  to  the  proposal,  and  the  Apothe- 
caries' Society  did  the  same  for  its  assistants.  The  latter, 
ignoring  the  genesis  of  the  reciprocity  proposal,  eeem  to 
think  that  registration  should  have  come  to  them  forth- 
with, and  it  is  this  foolish  notion  that  Mr.  Mowbray  Upton 
has  encouraged.  We  do  not  in  the  slightest  object  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  expediting  its  draft  of  the  by-laws 
which  will  give  effect  to  Section  4,  and  with  the  experience 
of  five-and-twenty  years  of  genesis  the  draft  may  come 
sooner  than  later,  but  when  it  does  come  it  will  be  based 
upon  the  original  purpose  of  the  section,  and  not  upon 
aspirations  of  Army  dispensers  and  apothecaries'  assist- 
ants, who  thought  that  the  proposal  was  an  opportunity 
for  securing  the  benefits  of  a  statute  to  which  their  quali- 
fications otherwise  do  not  entitle  them. 


White  Cross  Congress. 

Mr.  Loudon  M.  Douglas,  Hon.  Secretary  in  the  United 
Kingdom  of  the  White  Cross  Society  of  Geneva,  has  issued 
a  printed  statement  entitled  "  Impressions  on  the  Second 
International  Food  Congress,"  in  which  he  gives  a  concise 
account  of  the  proceedings  already  reported  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.  "The  Times"  of  November  1 
contained  a  half-column  report  on  the  Congress,  and  some- 
what longer  comments  by  "A  Critic,"  in  which  official 
participation  of  Great  Britain  in  the  work  is  deprecated, 
as  it  seems  impossible,  in  the  writer's  opinion,  for 
British  hygienists  and  administrators  to  step  in  at  this 
stage  for  the  first  time,  since  the  Congress  is  already  com- 
mitted definitely  to  a  large  number  of  conclusions,  which 
are  perfectly  intolerable  and  impossible  for  Great  Britain. 
It  is  suggested  that  the  Congress  is  to  meet  in  London 
next  year,  but  there  is  little  hope  of  chemical  and  phar- 
maceutical authorities  supporting  the  suggestion. 

"Progressive"  Pharmacy. 
Mr.  Arthur  Machen,  writing  in  "Vanity  Fair"  on  the 
progressive  movement,  tells  in  humorous  style  what  might 
happen  if  it  applied  to  chemists.    He  says  : 

It  was  pointed  out  that  this  chemist's  shop  was  full,  by 
common  knowledge,  of  the  most  valuable  drugs  and  the 
most  precious  and  salutary  medicaments.  Why,  it  was 
asked,  should  all  these  rare  things  be  dispensed  at  the  sole 
pleasure  and  discretion  of  Tomkins,  the  chemist,  a  member 
of  a  privileged  caste?  And  nobody  could  deny  thai-, 
Tomkins  held  documents  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
which  pretended  to  confer  on  him  certain  privileges  and 
exemptions.  Here,  they  said,  was  the  villainy;  for  all 
privilege  is  essentially  undemocratic.  So  a  man  who  did 
odd  jobs,  and  a  scavenger,  and  a  cobbler  (all  of  them  plain, 
practical  men)  were  elected  by  the  people  to  dispense  drugs 
in  the  place  of  the  privileged  Tomkins.  And,  since 
laudanum  is  good  for  insomnia,  they  gave  the  sleepless 
laudanum  in  pint  doses;  as  a  tonic— in  mild  cases— they 
prescribed  sulphuric  acid  by  the  tumbler,  hot,  with  two 
lumps  of  sugar;  serious  debility  and  "that  tired  feeling" 
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were  treated  by  the  exhibition  of  3  oz.  of  strychnine,  to  be 
taken  three  times  a  day ;  and  old  John,  who  was  always 
bored,  was  advised  to  try  a  wineglassful  of  cyanide  of 
potassium  with  his  supper-beer.  For  the  people,  being 
educated,  were  no  longer  ignorant  slaves,  and  consequently, 
they  knew  that  laudanum  was  a  hypnotic,  and  that  cyanide 
of  potassium  was  good  for  accidia.  These  are  undeniable 
positions ;  and  yet  the  democratic  movement  in  the  town 
came  to  an  end  very  soon  after  this  remarkable  step  against 
drug-craft  had  been  taken.  The  stupid  old  squire  and  the 
pompous  old  parson  returned  to  their  places;  and  Tomkins, 
a  dense  man  enough,  in  all  conscience,  weighed  out  once 
more  his  beggarly  minims  and  his  pitiful  scruples. 

We  do  not  invite  Progressives  to  knock  the  bottom  out  of 
this  expose.  We  reprint  it  solely  for  the  higher  moral 
attached — namely,  that  the  qualification  of  the  vendor,  as 
formulated  by  Parliament  in  1868,  is  essential  for  the  safety 
of  the  public.

New  Books. 


This  engraving  is  reproduced  from  a  sketch  by  Mr.  James 
Haddock,  jun.  (Liverpool),  who  is  still  in  his  teens,  and  was 
suggested  after  perusal  of  the  Divisional  Court  of  King's 
Bench  decision  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  r.  Mercer 
appeal.  The  feeling  in  regard  to  it  is  very  warm  in  the 
Liverpool  district.  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter,  of  Dublin,  writing 
to  us  on  November  1,  says  :  "  The  recent  decision  apparently 
decides  that  the  pharmacist  or  the  quack  can  call  his  place 
The  Surgery,  Blank  Street,  with  impunity?  "  The  doctor  is 
an  apothecary,  pharmacist,  physician,  surgeon,  and  barrister, 
so  he  might  enlighten  his  pharmaceutical  confreres  a  little 
more  on  the  question.

Leaf-alkaloids.— Dr.  O.  Tunmann  (Berne)  has  found  as  a 
result  of  investigations  on  the  alkaloidal  content  of  Pilocarpus 
pennatifolius  and  Erythroxylon  Coca  that  the.  alkaloids  are 
present  in  greatest  amount  in  the  cells  containing  little  or 
no  chlorophyll,  while  cells  containing  oxalates  are  always  free 
from  alkaloids.  During  the  growth  of  jaborandi-leaves  it 
was  ascertained  that  although  the  absolute  amount  of  alkaloid 
present  in  the  leaflets  increased  the  percentage  decreased. 
Thus  50  leaflets  measuring  up  to  8  cm.  yielded  0.235  per  cent, 
of  alkaloid,  50  leaflets  up  to  10  cm.  gave  0.226  per  cent.,  so 
decreasing  with  increase  in  size  of  the  leaf.  The  alkaloidal 
content  of  pilocarpus-leaves  decreased  by  50  per  cent,  within 
six  weeks  when  kept  in  damp  rooms.  The  alkaloidal  content 
of  coca-leaves  also  decreases  with  storage.  The  author  ob- 
serves that  alkaloids  contained  in  seeds  are  removed  in  the 
vising  sap,  the  proportion  depending  on  the  relative  solu- 
bility of  the  alkaloids.  Coca-seeds  during  germination  lost 
almost  the  whole  of  their  alkaloids  in  ten  weeks,  while  in  nux 
vomica  seeds  only  0.168  per  cent,  was  removed.

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COUNCIL-MEETING. 


A MEETING  of  the  Council  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  November  3.  Grants  were 
made  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  amounting  to  182?.  The 
Manchester  scholar  having  passed  the  Minor  shortly  after 
holding  t  he  scholarship,  it  is  proposed  to  alter  the  condi- 
tions under  which  the  exhibition  can  be  held.  Mr.  Hills 
commented  on  the  success  of  the  School,  which  is  quite 
full,  students  having  been  refused.  Mr.  Neathercoat  re- 
ported on  the  divisional  meeting  of  members  at  Spalding, 
which  was  a  success  in  every  way.  Mr.  Gifford  thought 
the  Organising  Committee  should  have  been  informed  on 
the  matter,  and  stated  that  the  committee  has  not  met 
once  this  year.  Mr.  White  presented  a  report  regarding 
an  interview  with  Deputy-Warden  MacMahon  on  the  ques- 
tion of  chemists'  scales.  This  was  to  the  same  effect  as 
the  interview  reported  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  the  previous  week. 
The  new  Boards  of  Examiners  appointed  included  Mr. 
F.  W.  Gulliver,  Mr.  E.  S.  Peck,  and  Mr.  R.  Wright  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  Mr.  Boa  for  the  Scottish  Board 
Complaints  were  made  as  to  the  apathy  of  local  associations 
regarding  nominations  for  divisional  secretaries.  "  The 
need  for  organisation  has  not  passed  away  by  any  means," 
said  Mr.  Harrison.  The  President  announced  that  he 
had  arranged  for  the  Council  to  receive  a  deputation  of 
chemists  on  the  poison-licence  question  that  afternoon.  A 
long  report  has  been  received  on  the  same  matter  from 
Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  ;  this  is  to  be  summarised  and  dis- 
cussed at  the  December  meeting. 

The  Councillors  present  were  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  (Pre- 
sident), Mr.  Walter  Hills  (Treasurer),  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen, 
Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin,  Mr.  W.  G.  Cross,  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff, 
Mr.  F.  J.  (;ibson,  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  .Mr.  11.  L.  Gifford, 
.Mr.  D.  Gilmour,  Mr.  A.  Hagon,  Mr.  J.  Harrison,  Mr. 
A.  E.  Hobbs,  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
Mr.  E.  White,  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Young.  In  the  absence  of 
Mr.  Carrie,  through  illness,  Mr.  Walter  Hills  occupied  the 
vice-chair. 

The  President  announced  that  letters  of  thanks  had 
been  received  from  Mrs.  Ekin  and  Mrs.  Gostling  in  reply 
to  the  condolences  of  the  Council. 

Elections  and  Restoration's. 

Ten  members  and  four  student-associates  were  elected, 
and  four  persons  were  restored  to  their  former  positions  in 
the  Society.  Ten  names  were  restored  to  the  register  of 
chemists  and  druggists.

Mr.  Gibson  said  that  a  donation  of  507.  had  been  received 
from  Mrs.  Mai-y  Yates,  and  subscriptions  of  ten  guineas 
from  the  committee  of  the  Junior  Pharmacy  Ball,  five 
guineas  from  the  British  Drug  Houses,  and  four  guineas 
from  the  Leed6  Association.  Mr.  Gibson  said  the  com- 
mittee approved  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Library 
Committee  to  purchase  two  balances  and  two  fire  extincteurs 
for  use  in  the  School. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolence. 

After  a  consideration,  in  camera,  of  the  report  of  the 
Benevolent  Fund  Committee, 

Mr.  Campkin  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  He 
6aid  there  is  a  balance  of  2687.  on  the  Benevolent  Fund, 
and  that  the  payment  of  annuities  due  before  the  end  of 
the  year  will  take  400/.  The  committee  on  the  previous  day 
had  voted  182/.  in  grants,  the  applicants  for  relief  including 
eleven  widows  of  registered  chemists  and  six  chemists.  A 
special  issue  of  the  "Journal,"  of  which  2,500  copies  were 
sent  to  persons  not  connected  with  the  Society,  had  not 
brought  a  large  response,  but  the  Fund  has  received  over 
200/.  during  the  month.  Mr.  Campkin  went  on  to  refer 
to  some  remarks  said  to  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Jones,  of 
Hanley,  and  stated  that  it  is  not  in  contemplation  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  the  annuities. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Cross  moved  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorised  to 
pay  to  the  London  Orphan  Asylum  a  sum  not  exceeding  30/. 
from  the  Orphan  Fund  for  the  support  of  Herbert  L. 
Lowther. 

Library  Committee. 
Mr.  White  presented  the  report  of  the  Library,  Museum, 
School,  and  House  Committee,  which  contained  the 
following  items  :  Messrs.  Parkinson '6  account  for 
51/.  2?.  3c/.,  for  work  done  during  the  past  three  months, 
was  approved  of,  and  also  Mr.  Nettley's  account  for 
24/.  7s.  8c/.  An  estimate  of  35/.  for  repairs  to  the  skylights 
and  ventilators  was  recommended  for  acceptance.  The 
Dean  reported  that  the  School  is  quite  full,  and  that  he 
had  had  to  refuse  several  applications  for  admission. 
Professor  Crossley  informed  the  committee  that  new  bottles 
at  a  cost  of  65/.  had  been  presented  by  old  scholars  towards 
refitting  the  new  laboratory.  The  Dean  submitted  to  the 
committee  a  communication  from  the  Royal  Commission 
on  Univensity  Education  in  London,  asking  for  particulars 
as  to  the  value  of  the  Society's  property  and  endowments 
The  reply  is  to  be  drawn  up  by  the  Dean.  Professor  Crossley, 
and  the  Secretary.  Alterations  in  the  lighting-arrangements 
of  the  laboratories  were  sanctioned,  and  the  purchase  of 
new  balances  and  fire  extincteuis  approved  of.  An  applica- 
tion was  received  from  the  Manchester  scholar  for  permis- 
sion to  utilise  the  balance  of  6/.  1.?.  of  his  scholarship,  after 
paying  fees,  for  the  purchase  of  books,  etc.,  and  the  com- 
mittee decided  to  accede  to  his  request.  The  committee 
then  considered  the  advisability  of  amending  the  conditions 
relating  to  the  Manchester  Scholarship  so  as  to  bring  them 
in  accord  with  those  relating  to  the  Jacob  Bell  Scholarships 
as  to  a  scholar  holding  the  scholarship  after  passing  the 
Minor  examination.  This  wa6  generally  approved  by  the 
committee,  and  the  actual  wording  of  the  regulations  was 
left  to  the  Chairman  and  the  Secretary,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  committee  at  its  next  meeting.  Mr.  Parker,  Iron- 
bridge,  was  given  permission  to  exhibit  at  the  evening 
meeting  of  the  Society  a  6et  of  weights  and  measures  of  a 
new  system. 

The  Treasurer  referred  to  the  prosperous  condition  of 
the  School,  and  said  he  understood  that  some  of  the  benches 
are  engaged  for  twelve  months  ahead.  He  thought  the 
thanks  of  the  Council  were  due  to  Professor  Crossley  for 
his  assistance  in  bringing  the  new  laboratory  to  its  present 
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state  of  perfection.  He  had  acted  as  a  sort  of  expert  clerk 
of  the  works,  and  his  advice  had  been  of  the  greatest  value. 

Mr.  Young  :  We  must  remember  that  the  scheme  of 
remodelling  is  largely  due  to  the  persistency  and  foresight 
of  the  Treasurer.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Examination  Report. 

The  Registrar  presented  the  report  of  the  examiners  in 
Edinburgh,  which  showed  that  of  sixty-three  candidates 
at  the  October  Minor  thirty  passed. 

Apprentices  Registered. 

The  Registrar  also  reported  that  he  had  placed  the  names 
of  thirty  persons  on  the  register  of  apprentices  or  students. 
District  Meeting. 

Mr.  Neathercoat  reported  on  the  district  meeting  of 
members  of  the  Society  held  recently  at  Spalding.  It  was, 
he  said,  a  success  in  every  way,  and  although  those  present 
were  loyal  to  the  interests  of  the  Society,  this  did  not 
prevent  a  little  justifiable  criticism.  The  policy  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  fully  explained.  He  had  also 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Association,  and  was 
convinced  of  the  usefulness  to  the  Society  of  such  meetings. 
He  hoped  the  Council  would  consider  the  advisability  of 
extending  these  meetings  so  as  to  embrace  the  whole 
country. 

Organisation. 

Mr.  Gifford  asked  whether  a  report  would  be  presented 
f  rom  the  Organisation  Committee. 

The  President  replied  that  that  committee  had  not  met 
for  a  long  time. 

Mr.  Gifford  said  he  put  his  question  because  he  saw  it 
stated  by  Mr.  Campkin  that  the  meeting  was  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Organisation  Committee.  He  was  not  aware 
that  the  committee  had  met  this  year. 

The  President  explained  that  the  meeting  entailed  no 
expense  to  the  Society,  the  Councillors  who  went  paying 
their  own  expenses. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  he  did  not  recollect  making  any  refer- 
once  to  the  Organisation  Committee. 

Mr.  Gifford  :  I  should  like  to  say  that  I  mean  no  reflec- 
tion on  the  members  of  the  Council  who  attended  the 
meeting  :  I  only  suggest  that  the  system  of  the  Society  is 
siot  absolutely  perfect.  (Laughter.) 

Examiners  Appointed. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  constitution  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for 
1910  were  that  the  retiring  examiners,  Messrs.  Farr, 
Finnemore,  and  Goldby,  be  replaced  by  Messrs.  Gulliver, 
Peck,  and  Wright.  Mr.  Finnemore  was  appointed  to  assist 
when  necessary.  These  were  approved  of,  as  also  were  the 
recommendations  of  the  North  British  Executive,  Mr. 
Peter  Boa  being  the  new  member  of  the  Scottish  Board  of 
Examiners.  The  approximate  dates  of  the  examinations 
in  1910  were  arranged. 

Scale  s  -rec  ulati  on  s . 

Mr.  White  reported  on  an  interview,  on  October  15, 
with  the  Deputy-Warden  of  the  Standards  regarding  the 
r.ew  scales-regulations.  Major  MacMahon  explained  that 
the  object  in  view  when  the  regulations  were  drafted  was 
to  provide  that  the  sensitiveness  and  accuracy  of  weighing- 
instruments  should  be  regulated  in  accordance  with  the 
value  and  importance  of  the  substances  to  be  weighed ;  in 
other  words,  the  intention  is  not  that  certain  classes  of 
traders  shall  be  compelled  in  every  instance  to  use  scales 
of  a  given  degree  of  sensitiveness  and  accuracy,  but  that 
special  classes  of  goods  shall  only  be  weighed  upon  scales 
of  a  particular  character.  Thus,  the  stipulation  that 
■weighing-instruments  used  in  the  trade  of  retail  chemists 
or  druggists  shall,  at  least,  satisfy  the  requirements  for 
Class  B  instruments  is  not  intended  to  apply  especially 
to  persons  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  but  is 
intended  rather  to  compel  the  use  of  instruments  satisfying 
the  requirements  of  Class  B  when  drugs  and  medicinal 
chemicals  are  sold  by  any  retailer  of  such  articles.  It 
follows  that  retail  chemists  or  druggists  are  not  compelled 
to  use  Class  B  instruments  for  weighing  such  articles  as 
linseed,  beeswax,  borax,  etc.;  for  this  purpose  •  ordinary 
counter  machines  (of  a  lesser  degree  of  sensitiveness  than 
either  Class  B  or  Class  C  instruments)  may  be  used,  but 


the  onus  is  thrown  upon  the  seller  of  satisfying  inspectors 
of  weights  and  measures  that  these  counter-machines  are 
never  used  for  weighing  substances  which  ought  to  be 
weighed  upon  more  sensitive  instruments.  As  regards  the 
pattern  of  weighing-instruments,  it  is  incorrect  to  assume 
that  only  beam-scales  may  be  used  in  the  trade  of  retail 
chemists  or  druggists  for  the  sale  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and 
other  articles  retailed  for  medicinal  purposes,  since  box- 
scales  of  French  or  other  type  may  also  be  used,  provided 
they  satisfy  the  requirements  for  Class  B  instruments. 
With  regard  to  French  box-scales,  in  particular,  while  there 
is  no  doubt  that  many  existing  machines  of  that  type 
cannot  be  made  to  satisfy  the  requirements  for  Class  B 
instruments,  Major  MacMahon  stated  that  such  machines 
of  the  French  type  as  did  satisfy  the  requirements  would 
be  passed,  and  he  added  that  he  understood  it  was  now 
possible  to  obtain  French  box-scales  of  the  necessary  degree 
of  sensitiveness  and  accuracy.  The  Deputy-Warden  also 
paid  tribute  to  the  care  with  which  chemists  and  druggists 
treat  their  scales  by  saying  that,  as  a  class,  they  gave  no 
trouble  to  the  officers  in  his  Department. 

Divisional  Officers. 

This  was  part  of  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and 
General  Purposes  Committee,  which  also  dealt  with  the 
appointment  of  divisional  secretaries.  The  Secretary 
reported  that  of  ninety-six  associations  communicated 
with  and  invited  to  make  nominations,  only  thirty-eight 
had  replied.  Many  divisional  secretaries  had  also  failed 
to  answer  the  office  letters.  In  these  circumstances  it  was 
recommended  that  the  appointments  be  deferred  till  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council.  The  committee  also  discussed 
the  question  of  the  administration  of  Section  2  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act. 

Mr.  Harrison  thought  that  chemists  were  indebted  to 
Mr.  White  for  his  report,  which  would  allay  the  anxiety 
of  members  regarding  the  effect  of  the  new  regulations. 
Referring  to  the  apathy  of  members  as  to  the  appointment 
of  divisional  secretaries,  Mr.  Harrison  said  the  present  is 
no  time  for  apathy  :  the  need  for  organisation  has  not 
passed  away.  Chemists  must  hold  themselves  in  a  high 
state  of  preparation  for  anything  that  arises.  There  may 
be  a  General  Election  in  the  coming  year  and  Parlia- 
mentary candidates  to  interview. 

Mr.  Row  sell  said  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  French 
box-scales  of  the  necessary  sensitiveness  can  be  obtained 
to  comply  with  the  scales-regulations.  This  pattern  of 
scales  is  much  more  useful  than  others. 

Mr.  Gifford  added  that  there  was  no  reference  to  action 
in  regard  to  poison-licences. 

Mr.  Hagon  said  that  scales  tested  in  chemists'  own 
shops  are  allowed  a  larger  error  than  those  sent  to  the 
office  of  the  inspector  of  weights  and  measures.  It  is 
therefore  best  to  wait  till  that  official  calls. 

Mr.  Young  :  The  better  way  would  be  to  put  the  scales 
in  good  condition,  not  to  wait  to  get  them  condemned. 

Mr.  Hobbs  complained  of  the  want  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  local  associations  and  divisional  secretaries.  These 
could  be  kept  in  touch  by  some  system  of  monthly  reports. 

Mr.  Gilmour  said  the  organisation  is  complete  in  Scot- 
land. (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Hobbs  confessed  that  he  was  speaking  parochially, 
and  did  not  refer  to  Scotland. 

Poison-licences. 
The  President  reported  that  he  had  arranged  for  a 
deputation  of  chemists  from  Westmoreland  and  Cumber- 
land to  wait  on  the  Council  that  afternoon.  The  request 
for  an  interview  came  too  late  for  the  last  Council- 
meeting. 

A  long  report  was  received  from  the  Executive  of  the 
North  British  Branch  regarding  the  granting  of  poison- 
licences  in  Scotland.  It  was  arranged  to  send  the  report 
to  the  Law  Committee,  and  to  make  a  resume,  for  circula- 
tion among  the  Councillors. 

Mr.  Gifford  objected  to  the  proposal,  which  would  still 
further  delay  action  in  regard  to  the  poison-licence  scandal. 

The  President  explained  that  the  report  was  only 
received  on  the  previous  day,  and  it  had  been  quite  im- 
possible to  consider  such  a  long  report  at  once. 

Mr.  Gilmour  recommended  the  report  to  the  careful 
consideration  of  the  Council.    It  has  been  drawn  up  very 
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carefully,  but  it  would  not  be  possible  to  discuss  it  until 
it  has  been  well  digested.  The  report  discloses  glaring 
breaches  in  the  law,  not  only  in  the  spirit  but  in  the 
letter.  Hundreds  of  licences  have  been  granted  without 
any  reason  being  assigned,  and  specific  information  of  that 
kind  is  needed  before  the  Law  Committee  can  proceed. 
Mr.  Gilmour  then  gave  as  an  instance  the  state  of  affairs 
in  his  own  town  (Dunfermline),  and  asked.  When  can  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  the  public  be  said  to  be 
satisfied?  In  that  town  the  chemists  had  not  to  prepare 
themselves  for  the  sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural 
poisons,  but  had  all  along  been  seedsmen.  Is  the  weakness 
of  which  chemists  complain  due  to  the  Act  or  to  the  men 
who  administer  it?  Interviewing  the  Provost,  he  was 
told  that  the  Act  is  a  weak  one  in  that  while  telling 
authorities  to  obtain  certain  information  they  are  not  told 
to  act  upon  it.  The  town  Treasurer  also  stated  that  the 
.Vet  is  weak,  as  it  gives  no  guidance  as  to  what  may  be  con- 
sidered the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  public,  and  he 
(the  Treasurer)  did  not  feel  called  upon  to  take  the  respon- 
sibility. The  senior  Bailie,  on  the  other  hand,  said  they 
must  have  free-trade  in  poisons.  That  is  a  distinct  issue. 
These  case?  show  that  there  is  weakness  both  in  men  and 
the  Act.  If  there  could  be  an  appeal  to  the  Sheriff,  many 
of  these  wrong.;  would  be  put  right.  He  considered  it 
also  a  serious  matter  to  have  conceded  the  principle  that  it 
is  safe  to  sell  poison  in  sealed  packages. 

Mr.  ROWSEIX  said  that  the  granting  of  poison-licences 
was  a  subject  he  had  at  heart,  and  he  hoped  the  Council 
would  give  careful  consideration  to  the  report. 

The  PRESIDENT  said  it  would  be  discussed  at  the  next 
meeting.    He  added  that  he  hoped  chemists  would  not 
run  away  with  the  idea  that  nothing  is  being  done  ;  on  the 
contrary,  the  matter  is  receiving  serious  attention. 
Mr.  OiFFOim  :  That  is  queried. 
Mr.  Young  :  Only  by  yourself. 

Railway  Rates. 
The  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  submitted  copies  of 
a  memorial  to  the  Associated  Railway  Companies  urging 
a  re-classification  of  drugs  and  chemicals  carried  by  rail, 
and  asked  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Society  in  obtaining 
signatures. 

Mr.  ALLEN  moved  that  the  President  sign  the  memorial 
on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  ROWSELL  seconded  this. 

Mr.  HARRISON  questioned  whether  the  wording  of  the 
memorial  did  not  preclude  signing  in  a  corporate  capacity. 

Eventually  it  was  agreed  that  all  the  members  of  the 
Council  should  sign. 

Correspondence. 

Letters  were  received  regarding  poison-licences  from  the 
chemists  of  Kendal,  the  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  and 
the  Oldham  Chemists'  Associations,  which  were  referred 
to  the  Law  Committee. 

The  Scotch  Education  Department  sent  their  report  for 
1909  on  the  Leaving  Certificate  examination. 

The  Women  Pharmacists'  Association  thanked  the 
Council  for  the  use  of  the  lecture-theatre  on  October  8. 

The  Salters'  Company  approved  of  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  Charles  ( Idling  as  Salters'  Research  Fellow. 

The  Guildford  Association  urged  the  Society  to  take 
action  to  secure  the  amendment  of  the  scales-regulations. 

The  Colonial  Office  forwarded  a  copy  of  an  Act  for 
amending  the  Medical.  Dental,  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance 
of  the  Transvaal.  This,  said  the  SECRETARY,  contains 
nothing  of  interest  to  the  Council. 

The  organisers  of  the  Congres  International  de  Phar- 
macie  invited  the  concurrence  of  the  members  in  the  Con- 
gress which  is  to  be  held  in  Brussels  in  September,  1910. 
This  letter  was  sent  to  the  Library  Committee  for  obser- 
vations. 

The  National  Union  of  Assistant  Pharmacists  forwarded 
a  resolution  on  the  Shop  Hours  Bill. 

The  North  British  Executive  sent  a  report  of  their  meet- 
ing of  October  22. 

The  Barnslcy  Association  suggested  that  the  Society 
should  send  an  officer  to  visit  each  association  every  year. 
This  was  sent  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee,  as  the 
Organisation  Committee  does  not  meet  very  often. 

This  ended  the  public  business. 


Apothecaries'  Assistants. 


A MEETING,  convened  by  the  Association  of  Certificated 
Dispensers,  was  held  in  the  Apothecaries'  Society's 
Hall,  Blackfriars,  on  Monday  evening,  November  1,  to 
consider  what  action  should  be  taken  in  regard  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council's  delay  in  promulgating  by-laws- 
to  give  effect  to  Section  4  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act.  Over  100  dispensers  were  present,  and  Mr.  Montagu 
G.  Smith  presided,  being  supported  by  the  leading  officers 
of  the  Association,  Mr.  Mowbray  Upton,  Clerk  to  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries,  and  Dr.  F.  Sherman  Toogood. — 
The  Secretary,  Mr.  Albert  Howell,  read  the  notice  calling 
the  meeting,  embodying  the  resolution  referred  to,  which 
was  in  the  following  terms  : 

That  this  meeting  desires  to  express  its  regret  that  the- 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  not  yet  taken  any  effective  step 
to  make  by-laws  under  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  4 
of  (lie  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  relative  to  the  registration  of 
those  holding  the  Assistants'  Certificate  and  others  as  Phar- 
maceutical Chemists,  and  respectfully  begs  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  to  use  its  best  endeavours  to  see  that  the  inten- 
t  ion  of  the  Legislature  in  this  respect  is  carried  out  without 
further  delay. 

Mr.  Trayner  moved  the  resolution  in  a  brief  speech  and) 
Mr.  Hickman  (Strand  Union)  seconded  it. 

Mr.   Mowbray  Upton,  in  supporting  the  motion,  re- 
marked that  what  he  said  was  not  to  be  regarded  as  in 
any  sense  official.    He  was  not  there  to  speak  as  a  servant 
or  as  Clerk  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries.      Nor  would' 
anything  he  said  bind  that  Society.    He  was  there  simply 
in  his  capacity  as  a  private  citizen.    They  were  present  to. 
register  a  dignified,  a  very  real,  protest  against  the  actiorr 
— or,  rather,  inaction — of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
dealing  with,  he  might  almost  say  in  refusing  to  put  into 
force,  the  powers  which  had  been  conferred  upon  them 
by  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.    He  recalled  the 
fact  that  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  had  in  the  early 
summer  forwarded  a  formal  application  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  urging  upon  it  the  desirability  of  passing, 
the  necessary  by-laws  for  the  admission  of  apothecaries' 
assistants  to  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists.  He 
believed  he  was  betraying  no  secret  when  he  said  that  evert 
at  an  earlier  period  the  War  Office,  on  behalf  of  the  Army 
compounders,  forwarded  a  similar  application.  Pressure 
had  been  used,  questions  had  been  asked,  he  believed,  in 
both  Houses  of  Parliament,  certainly  in  the  Lower  House, 
but  without  effect.    The  wise  men  of  Bloomsbury  Square- 
were  still  sitting  upon  those  applications,  like  a  hen  upon  a 
nest  of  eggs,  in  the  hope  that  they  would  become  stale  and' 
addled  by  long  waiting.    But  if  they  thought  this,  they 
were  very  much  mistaken.    (Hear,  hear,  and  applause.) 
He  could  quite  understand  and  appreciate  that  an  applica- 
tion of  the  nature  to  which  he  had  referred  required  time 
for  consideration,  but  whether  it  required  all  the  time 
and  consideration  which,  apparently,  had  been  given  to  it 
he  very  much  doubted.    While  he  desired  to  throw  no 
doubt  upon  the  bona  fides  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
lie  was  confronted  with  a  document  which  filled  him  with 
the  most  profound  misgivings.    Mr.  Upton  then  referred 
to  the  official  notes  and  announcements  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  as  published  in  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal  " 
of  July  31,  and  quoted  from  them  the  following  extract  : 

The  now  Act,  which  gives  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
the  power  to  make  by-laws  for  the  admission  of  certain- 
persons  without  examination,  may  possibly  not  be  exer- 
cised, or,  if  it  he  exercised,  it  will  certainly  not  be  likely 
that  any  person  will  be  admitted  to  tho  Register  who 
cannot  produce  evidence  of  as  high  a  degree  of  technical 
and  scientific  training  as  the  ordinary  successful  candidate 
for  tho  Minor  or  Qualifying  examination.  It  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  it  is  the  Society  which  has  to  make  the  by- 
law and  not  tho  Council,  and  that  the  sanction  of  the  Privy 
Council  is  necessary  before  any  by-law  can  become  effective. 
It  is  inconceivable  that  the  Privy  Council  would  ever 
sanction  a  by-law  which  in  effect  lowered  the  standard  of 
technical  and  scientific  education  required  for  carrying  on 
the  semi-professional  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist. 
At  any  rate,  it  is  well  that  persons  who  are  contemplating- 
an  early  formulation  of  bv-laws  to  enable  them  to_ avoid  the 
Minor  examination  should  realise  that  their  waiting  may 
be  futile  and  their  patience  wasted. 
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I  cannot  condemn  too  strongly  a  body  which  can  dare 
to  issue  a  pamphlet,  an  official  announcement,  of  this 
kind  (Mr.  Upton  went  on  to  say,  indignantly  throwing 
down  on  the  table  the  paper  from  which  he  quoted),  when 
it  has  before  it  a  formal  application  not  only  from  his 
Majesty's  War  Office  on  behalf  of  the  Army  compounders, 
and  from  this  Society  on  behalf  of  the  dispensers.  I  call 
it  an  attempt  to  poison  the  wells,  to  prejudge  the  ques- 
tion. (Applause.)  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  after  reading 
that,  what  conclusion  am  I  forced  to  ?  Coupling  that 
declaration  put  forward  by  official  authority  with  the 
(studied  easiness  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  we  are 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  their  intention,  by 
delays,  and  by  casting  difficulties  in  our  way,  to  balk 
the  legitimate  aspirations  of  the  dispensers  of  this 
Society.  If  I  am  wrong,  let  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
give  me  their  answer  and  pass  their  by-laws.  (Applause.) 
It  may  be  objected  to  me  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
is,  by  the  terms  of  the  Act,  under  no  compulsion  to  pass 
these  by-laws  to  admit  the  dispenser  to  the  Register — ■ 
that  the  powers  which  are  conferred  upon  them  are 
simply  discretionary.  This  is  no  doubt  so  in  the  terms 
and  words  of  the  Act,  but  it  certainly  is  not  so  in  fact. 
This  clause,  this  section  inserted  in  the  Act,  is  what  the 
Sawyers  call  an  enabling  clause.  It  is  a  clause  inserted, 
I  may  tell  you,  into  the  Act  at  the  very  direct  sugges- 
tion of  the  War  Office  and  of  this  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries, to  enable  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  do  some- 
thing which  it  could  not  do  before.  Do  you  think,  when 
the  Legislature  directly  inserts  an  enabling  clause  of  this 
kind,  that  it  means  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is 
to  take  no  notice  whatever  ?  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  this 
is  a  hint  which  is  given  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
carry  out  the  intentions  of  the  Legislature  by  passing 
these  by-laws  and  admit  the  assistants  of  this  Society. 
I  venture  to  tell  you  that  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
cannot  find  their  way  to  mend  their  ways  by  making 
these  by-laws,  then  you  and  I  must  show  them  the  way, 
and  I  venture  to  say  we  shall  find  a  way,  to  use  the  lan- 
guage of  an  eminent  statesman,  by  which  to  ginger  them. 
(Laughter  and  applause.)  Mr.  Upton  proceeded  to  speak 
of  the  yelping  of  certain  obscure  bodies  of  persons  who 
have  sent  objections  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  as  to 
the  addition  of  apothecaries'  assistants  to  the  Register, 
and  pointed  out  that  under  no  circumstances  would  the 
number  be  very  excessive.  He  thought  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  might  disregard  "the  barking  at  their 
heels."    Proceeding,  he  said  : 

"  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  time  shall  come  when  we 
shall  not  have  to  go  to  any  alien  body  for  our  rights.  We  shall 
get  them  for  ourselves.  I  believe — it  is  my  firm  opinion,  in 
fact — that  the  dispenser  of  this  Society  is,  or  should  bo  at 
any  rate,  the  sole  representative  of  what  I  should  call  scientific 
dispensing.  The  chemist  and  druggist  has,  unfortunately  and 
from  circumstances  for  which  he  is  not  responsible,  developed 
into  a  vendor  of  all  sorts  of  things — soent-bottles,  silver-backed 
brushes,  sponges,  photographic  apparatus — I  do  not  know  all, 
almost  anything  in  the  world  except  medicine.  (Laughter 
and  applause.)  But  I  look,  and  look  with  confidence,  _  to 
holders  of  this  Society's  diploma  maintaining  the  pristine 
purity,  power,  and  dignity  associated  with  the  skilful  and 
artistic  dispensing  of  drugs— (applause)— work  second  only,  if 
I  may  say  so,  to  that  of  the  medical  men  who  prescribe  them. 
I  look  to  the  holders  of  this  diploma,  to  this  Association— 
and  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  they  will  do  60— to  win 
their  place  on  the  Register  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
that  they  will  merely  regard  this  as  the  first  step  in  the 
advance  which  we  must  make  towards  a  perfect  recognition  of 
our  rights  and  claims  and  dignity.  (Applause.)  I  believe, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  there  is  a  great  future  before  this 
Association  of  dispensers,  before  the  holders  of  the  certificate, 
if  they  will  only  organise  themselves  together,  and  keep  on, 
Oliver  Twist  like,  asking  for  more.  And  when  they  have  got 
more  they  must  not  be  content.  We  must  begin  from  the 
start,  we  must  begin  with  our  examination.  We  must  improve 
that.  (Applause.)  We  must  strengthen  it.  We  must  go 
further  if  necessary.  We  must  get  further  statutory  power, 
establishing,  if  you  will,  a  Register,  procuring  a  proper  title, 
•obtaining  a  Council  with  proper  power  such  as  a  body  as  our 
own  demands  and  has  a  right  to  look  for."  (Applause.) 

Dr.  F.  Sherman  Toogood,  as  hon.  counsel  to  the  Associa- 
tion, also  spoke.  He  contrasted  the  qualifications  of 
registered  chemists'  and  of  apothecaries'  assistants  to  the 
advantage  of  the  latter,  especially  in  regard  to  the  number 


of  prescriptions  which  could  be  dispensed  in  an  hour. 
Speaking  directly  to  the  subject  of  the  motion,  he  expressed 
the  belief  that  the  movement  would  succeed,  and  hoped  they 
would  take  some  further  step  towards  having  for  them- 
selves an  independent  Register  and  authority.  (Applause.) 
They  were  not  asking  for  anything  more  than  they 
originally  possessed.  Originally  they  were  the  only 
pharmacists.  It  was  one  of  those  periods  of  social  decay, 
such  as  the  apprenticeship  system  was  now  undergoing, 
which  allowed  their  diploma  to  fall  into  disuse,  and  enabled 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  occupy  the  position  which 
was  rightfully  theirs. 

_  Mr.  Frederic  Bullen  entered  a  protest  against  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution,  and  said  that,  if  he  were  permitted, 
he  proposed  to  move  an  amendment. 

The  Chairman  :  Are  you  a  member  of  the  Association  ? 

Mr.  Bullen  :  I  am  not,  but  I  am  a  holder  of  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall  certificate  and  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

The  Chairman  intimated  that  he  could  not  allow  Mr. 
Bullen  to  move  an  amendment,  but  would  permit  him  to 
speak  to  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Bullen  then  outlined  the  pharmaceutical  position  in 
a  forcible  speech,  and  was  followed  by  Mr.  Smith,  who 
supported  the  motion,  and  Mr.  Udale,  who,  a6  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  opposed  it,  describing  it  as  an  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  Dispensers'  Association  to  hit  the 
pharmaceutical  chemist  below  the  belt.  To  this  warm 
protest  Mr.  Trayner  briefly  replied  ;  then  Mr.  Gardner  pub 
in  a  diplomatic  speech,  in  which  he  denied  that  most  of 
the  public  appointments  are  held  by  apothecaries'  assistants. 
He  said  :  "I  have  been  for  three  years  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Dispensers'  Association,  and  during  that  time  have 
been  in  touch  with  all  the  largest  hospitals  in  London.  If 
I  had  known  that  this  point  would  have  cropped  up,  I 
would  have  brought  documentary  evidence  from  the  Secre- 
taries of  these  hospitals  to  prove  that  they  employ  none  but 
registered  chemists.  I  do  not  say  anything  against  the 
Hall  qualification  :  it  may  be  all  right.  I  would  only 
touch  on  the  question  of  fairness.  Is  it  fair  that  the  little 
dog  should  go  and  grab  the  big  dog's  bone?" 

The  motion  was  then  put  to  the  meeting  and  carried. 


Dreg  Stores  Association. 

THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Drug  Stores  Association  of 
Great  Britain  was  held  at  the'  Mitre  Hotel,  Man- 
chester, on  Thursday,  October  28,  Mr.  Walter  Huntrods 
in  the  chair.    The  following  were  also  present  : 

Messrs.  R.  W.  Barnett,  J.  Bedford,  A.  Kirkman,  A.  Farley, 
Geo.  Childe,  J.  Escrett,  J.  J.  Chambers,  A.  Wadsworth,  and 
W.  Atkinson,  of  Leeds;  C.  H.  Hassall,  of  Farnworth;  Jas. 
Rutter  and  E.  B.  Newton,  of  Winsford  ;  W.  L.  N.  Woods 
and  R.  L.  Smith,  of  Liverpool ;  E.  Walters,  of  London ; 
J.  S.  Simpson,  A.  O.  Balshaw,  J.  G.  Tomlinson,  and  W. 
Clapham,  of  Manchester;  M.  Chambers,  C.  E.  Donelby,  Chas. 
Crane,  and  T.  Stephenson,  of  Bolton  ;  R.  Hunt,  A.  Hooley, 
and  C.  Manf nil,  of  Nottingham  ;  S.  Lewis,  of  Openshaw  ;  C. 
Crompton,  of  Bury;  and  A.  Dobson  (Gen.  Sec).  A  number 
of  apologies  for  absence  were  intimated. 

Annual  Reports. 
The  Secretary  submitted  the  accounts  certified  by  the 
auditor  (Mr.  'H.  Bedford),  which  were  passed  and 
approved.— The  Treasurer  (Mr.  J.  B.  Clarkson)  presented 
the  balance-sheet,  which,  he  said,  was  the  most  satisfactory 
during  his  term  of  office.  It  showed  a  balance  in  the  bank 
of  64?.  5s.  8d.  He  believed  that  with  the  future  prospects 
of  an  increased  membership  they  would  be  in  a  much 
better  position  next  year. — The  Secretary  gave  an  outline 
of  the  work  of  the  Association  during  the  past  year,  and 
of  the  policy  of  organisation  to  be  pursued  in  the  coming 
year,  which  were  discussed  by  the  meeting.  He  stated 
that  the  only  persons  eligible  for  membership  are  drug- 
store proprietors  who  had  served  a  bond-fide  apprentice- 
ship to  a  registered  chemist  or  apothecary,  or  as  dispensers 
to  surgeons,  or  in  the  Army  and  Navy. 

A  discussion  then  took  place  on  the  membership  of  the 
Association,  and  it  was  resolved  that  in  future  the  Secretary 
should  report  to  the  Council  twice  a  year  on  those  who  did 
not  pay  up. 
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Mr.  Huntrods  then  delivered  his 

Presidential  Address. 
In  this  he  first  referred  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908,  saying  that  up  to  the  present  it  has  had  very 
little  effect  on  the  business  of  the  unregistered  chemist, 
but  he  expected  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would 
make  an  attempt  to  crush  out  the  unregistered  chemist  for 
the  benefit  of  the  registered.  He  regretted  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  continues  to  draw  [for  infringements 
of  the  Act]  something  like  1,000?.  per  annum  from  the  re- 
tailers throughout  the  country,  the  majority  of  whom  pay 
on  demand.  Mention  was  made  of  three  cases  affecting  the 
members  dealt  with  during  the  year.  In  the  first  case 
the  un-English  methods  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  judge.  He  deferred 
judgment  until  he  made  inquiries.  In  the  second  case 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  took  proceedings  under  the 
Merchandise-marks  Act.  The  hollowness  of  this  prosecu- 
tion was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Magistrates,  with 
the  result  that  only  a  small  fine  was  inflicted,  and  the 
principal  witnesses'  costs  were  disallowed.  The  third  case 
was  a  demand  for  101.  from  one  of  the  members  on  meagre 
information,  and  the  D.S.A.  wrote  to  the  prosecutors  in 
such  a  manner  as  almost  to  goad  them  into  action,  but 
they  let  the  case  drop.  "  This  is  not,"  said  Mr.  Huntrods, 
"the  first  case  of  the  kind.  The  lesson  we  can  deduce 
from  these  cases  is  that  we  ought  as  a  trade  to  be 
thoroughly  united  and  to  be  in  a  position  to  take  up 
cudgels  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  I  am  not  with- 
out hope  that  the  day  is  near  at  hand  when  we  shall  be 
able  to  prove  that  the  administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  an  independent  authority. 
These  cases  will  help  us,  and  eventually  it  will  be  a  case 
of  the  biter  being  bit."  Mr.  Huntrods  next  discussed  the 
granting  of  licences  for  the  sale  of  agricultural  and 
horticultural  poisons,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
percentage  of  accidental  and  suicidal  deaths  would  be  con- 
siderably less  under  the  new  conditions,  adding  : 

"  The  pity  of  it  is  that  we  as  a  class  who  have  spent  the 
whole  of  our  lives  in  the  trado  and  have  illegally  conducted 
thousands  of  sales  in  our  capacity  as  apprentices,  assistants,  or 
managers,  have  not  received  duo  consideration.  I  am  afraid 
that  not  only  the  registered  but  the  unregistered  chemist  also 
will  regret  cro  long  that  t ho  Pharmaceutical  Society  did  not 
bring  about  a  similar  condition  as  exists  in  Ireland,  because 
now  that  these  new  poison-sellers  are  licensed  they  will  not  be 
long  in  adding  veterinary  medicines  to  their  stock,  to  the 
detriment  of  both  classes  of  chemists.  We  cannot  disguise  the 
fact  that  during  the  passage  of  the  Poisons  Pill  wo  missed 
a  golden  opportunity  of  gaining  official  recognition." 

Mr.  Huntrods  elaborated  this  statement  by  showing 
what  the  Association  had  done  during  the  year,  such  as 
writing  2,910  letters,  Council  meetings,  interviewing  mem- 
bers of  Parliament,  and  other  work  which,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Secretary's  salary,  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council  voluntarily.  He  next  referred  to  "Secret 
Remedies,"  remarking  on  the  absence  of  P.A.T.A.  articles 
from  it,  the  chief  exceptions  being  Daisy  and  Kaputine. 

"  Wo  havo  formula?  of  Beecham's  and  Bile  Beans,  but  no 
Cockle's  or  Scott's;  Blair's  pills,  but  no  Eade's;  Zambuk, 
but  no  Holloway's  ointment;  Gloria  Tonic,  but  no  Phos- 
phcrino;  Owbridgc's,  but  no  C.  B.  Chlorodyne.  This  list 
is  a  remarkable  one,  and  will  no  doubt  as  a  trade  do  us 
some  good,  but  ono  cannot  help  expressing  the  opinion  that 
the  attitude  of  attempting  to  undermine  business  in  which 
the  proprietors  havo  devoted  their  lifelong  service,  invested 
their  capital,  and  built  up  a  perfectly  legitimate  business  is 
a  mean,  despicable  action  unworthy  of  any  honourable  society. 
Since  the  1882  decision  we  havo  year  by  year  approached 
proprietors  of  medicines  containing  a  scheduled  poison, 
setting  beforo  them  certain  facts  and  figures  with  a  view  to 
inducing  them  to  omit  tho  poison.  One  by  one  the  proprietors 
have  given  way  until  now  the  number  of  poisonous  proprie- 
taries having  a  good  demand  is  reduced  to  a  minimum.  Our 
greatest  acquisition  up  to  two  years  ago  was  Fennings'  Fever 
Cure.  You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  we  have  succeeded 
in  inducing  tho  proprietors  of  an  equally  well-known  medi- 
cine to  withdraw  tho  poison.  Next  week  you  will  bo  able  to 
order  Winslow's  Syrup  which  will  be  henceforth  free  from 
poison."    (L,-ud  applause.) 

The  President  then  gave  a  detailed  account  of  the  work 
carried  out  during  the  year.    Mr.  J.  H.  Barnett,  the  senior 


Vice-President,  took  the  chair  while  the  President's 
address  was  discussed,  and  gave  members  present  the 
opportunity  of  electing  a  President  for  the  year  and  trans- 
ferring the  power  of  influence  to  either  Manchester  or  anv 
other  town.  There  being  no  response,  Mr.  Barnett  said 
he  thought  they  had  acted  wisely.  The  President  was 
unanimously  re-elected,  together  with  the  whole  of  the 
orhcers  and  Secretary. 

Discussion  followed  on  such  matters  as  Inland  Revenue 
Parliamentary,  issuing  of  certificates,  incorporation  and 
examinations.  Mr.  Hunt  gave  a  report  on  the  work  and 
organisation  of  the  Nottingham  branch.  Mr  Smith  of 
Liverpool  Mr.  Crompton,  of  Bury,  and  Mr.  Chambers,  of 
liolton,  also  submitted  reports. 

Agri-Horticultural  Poisons. 

Notices  of  Application 

for  licences  under  Section  2  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  AcS 
have  been  lodged  with  the  local  authorities  named 
Bexley  Heath.— A.  Parris  &  Sons,  nurserymen. 
Consideration  of  Applications. 

Dublin. — A  deputation  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Soviet* 
of  Ire  and,  consisting  of  the  President  (Mr.  John  Smith), 
Mr.  W.  I .  Wells,  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh-,  and  Mr.  D.  M.  Watson 
waited  on  the  Corporation  on  November  1.  Mr.  Wells  who 
acted  as  spokesman,  outlined  the  origin  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  and  their  amendments,  and  pointed  out  the  non-necessity 
for  poison-licensees  in  Dublin,  giving  parallel  lists  of  ad- 
dresses of  seedsmen  and  chemists.  He  mentioned  that  a 
hundred  chemists  carried  on  business  within  the  city  boun, 
daries,  of  whom  a  number  were  agricultural  and  horticul 
tural  druggists.  The  Pharmacy  Acts  are  primarily  to  safe- 
guard the  public,  and  the  chemist  is  required  thereby  to 
undergo  a  searching  qualifying  examination.  The  Council 
were  asked  to  issue  licences  to  persons  who  were  not  educated 
in  any  way  to  handle  poisonous  substances.  The  only  reason 
for  which  the  seedsmen  made  applications  was  to  bring  grist 
to  the  mill.  The  Corporation  were  strong  in  regard  to  every- 
thing of  Irish  manufacture,  yet  they  were  asked  for  licences 
to  sell  preparations  manufactured  in  England.  Many  Irish 
chemists  made  their  own  insecticides  and  sheep-dips,  and 
the  issue  of  licences  would  not  be  fair  to  them.  After  the 
deputation  had  withdrawn,  the  matter  came  before  the 
Council  for  decision.  The  discussion  was  characterised  by 
plentiful  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  law  regulating  the  sale 
of  poisons.  One  member  based  his  plea  for  the  seedsmen  on 
the  ground  that  chemists  were  "  blood-suckers  who  charged 
2s.  6c?.  for  a  bottle  of  coloured  water."  The  Council  decided 
to  delegate  the  duties  under  the  Act  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  with  permission  to  grant  licences,  by  twenty-two 
votes  to  sixteen.  The  Public  Health  Committee  will  pro- 
bably deal  with  the  matter  on  November  16. 

Middlesex. — The  County  Council  on  October  28  adopted 
by  thirty-five  votes  to  twenty-five  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Purposes  Committee  to  grant  four  applications 
(C.  tt-  D.,  October  30,  Col.  Supp.).  Mr.  Wild  urged  that 
tho  Council  should  be  exceedingly  careful  in  their  move- 
ments, and  he  hold  that  the  Act  was  never  intended  to  apply 
in  the  way  tho  Council  was  using  it.  Chemists  could  supply 
weed-killers,  the  nature  of  their  calling  being  to  sell  such 
materials.  Alderman  Wright,  the  Chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, said  the  committee  might  have  gone  slightly^ outside 
the  limits  laid  down  under  the  Act  upon  this  occasion,  but 
they  found  abundant  evidence  that  nurserymen  were  the 
people  applied  to  for  information  as  to  the  best  weed  and 
pest  exterminators,  and  it  was  on  this  evidence  "that  the 
decision  was  based.  A  motion  to  refer  the  report  back  for 
ro-consideration,  on  the  ground  of  several  chemists  being  in 
business  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  two  of  the  applicants, 
was  not  carried. 

Reading. — The  Town  Council  on  October  28  received  the 
report  of  the  Watch  Committee,  which  recommended  that 
the  decision  of  the  Council  not  to  grant  the  applications  be 
rescinded,  as  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  district  were 
not  satisfied.  A  motion  disapproving  of  the  recommendation' 
was  rejected  by  nineteen  votes  to  five.  All  the  applications 
were  granted. 

Applications  Granted. 

Suffolk.— The  application  of  Mr.  E.  W.  O'Dell,  of  Leiston. 
was  granted  by  the  East  Suffolk  County  Council  on  Novem- 
ber 2.  Mr.  G.  J.  Gostling,  chemist  and  druggist,  Stowmarker,, 
made  an  emphatic  protest  against  a  licence  being  issued, 
adding  that  in  the  last  suicidal  case  at  Stowmarket  one  of  the 
poisonous  preparations  in  question  was  used. 
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Association  Presidents.

Public  Pharmacists'  and  Dispensers'  Association.— 

The  opening  meeting  of  the.  winter  session  was  held  at  St. 
Bride.  Institute,  E.C.,  on  October  28,  Mr.  R.  W.  Lindsey, 
F.C.S.,  presiding,  and  among  those  present  were  Messrs. 
L'dale,  Miller.  Welford,  M.  Evans,  Elias,  Gardner,  and  S.  H. 
Leadboater  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  chief  business  of  the 
meeting  was  a  paper  on  "  Progressive  Medicine  and  its 
Elfect  upon  the  Pharmacist,"  by  Mr.  T.  Ashcroft  Ellwood, 
M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  in  which  lie  reviewed  the  various 
developments  of  medical  science  and  treatment.  lie  pointed 
out  where,  in  his  opinion,  these  developments  widened  the 
sphere  of  the  pharmacist,  who,  ho  contended,  as  a  former 
pharmacist,  must  be  a  man  of  high  ability  and  training. 
Ho  must  keep  himself  informed,  anil  be  capable  and  ready, 
if  required,  to  investigate  and  prepare  many  of  those  agents 
to  procure  which  the  present  tendency  is  to  go  to  certain 
special  sources  of  supply.  The  vast  held  of  antitoxin  and 
vaccine  treatment  opens  up,  he  sai<l.  great  possibilities.  The 
taking  of  radiographs,  treatment  by  Finsen  light,  x  and 
other  rays,  radium,  Faradism,  etc.,  were  instanced  as 
properly  coming  within  the  knowledge  and  scope  of  the 
pharmacist.  It  is  often  impossible  for  the  busy  medical  man 
himself  to  apply  these  remedies;  but,  desiring  to  use  such 
treatment,  lie  can  often  prescribe  definitely  as  to  situa- 
tion, frequency  of  application,  and  so  on,  and  the  phar- 
macist is  the  person  to  whom  the  physician  can  naturally 
look  as  l>eing  best  qualified  to  carry  out  his  instructions  with 
skill  and  intelligence.  A  better  position  of  the  pharmacist 
in  relation  to  the  medical  profession  is  desirable.  The  ideal 
is  that  doctors  should  not  dispense  nor  chemists  prescribe. 
They  arc  in  distinct  professions,  though  so  closely  associated. 
The  instruction  in  pharmacy  under  the  medical  curriculum 
is  small  indeed  compared  with  that  received  by  the  phar- 
macist, who,  while  faithfully  performing  his  duties  of  carry- 
ing out  the  instructions  of  the  prescriher,  is  able  to  suggest 
and  advise  on  matters  especially  his  own. — Dr.  Ellwood  was 
very  cordially  thanked  for  his  valuable  paper.  A  new 
member  was  elected. 


West  Riding;  Federation. 

Tnr.  Annual  Meeting  of  the  West  Riding  Federation 
of  the  Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Grand 
Restaurant,  Leeds,  on  Tuesday  evening.  Nov.  2,  Mr.  F. 
Pilkington  Sergeant  (President)  in  the  chair. 

Annual  Report. — The  Secretary  (Mr.  It.  Broatfhead) 
read  this,  which  stated  with  regret  that  two  associations, 
Bradford  and  Harrogate,  had  seceded.  Events  in  con- 
nection with  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1903.  were 
reviewed,  and  a  word  of  warning  was  given  as  to  its 
influence  on  the  craft.  A  statement  was  presented  which 
showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  81.  18s.  The  report  and 
balance-sheet  were  adopted. 

Officers  Elkcted. — President,  Mr.  F.  Pilkington 
Sergeant:  Vice-Presidents,  .Mr.  \V.  H.  Smithies  and  Mr. 
Pickard  :  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  li.  Broadhead. 

Other  Business.-  Mr.  J.  H.  Peacock  reported  on  the 
work  of  the  Formulary  Committee,  and  a  sub-committee 
was  appointed  to  complete  the  Formulary  for  publication. 
Upon  consideration  of  the  question  of  poison-licences,  Mr. 
Broadhead  stated  that  lie  had  been  in  correspondence  with 
the  divisional  secretaries  in  many  parts  of  the  AY  est  Riding 
on  the  matter.  At  Skipton  he  reported  that  one  such 
licence  had  been  opposed  because1  the  applicant  had  sent  a. 
man  round  to  ask  for  c  ertain  commodities  to  all  the  chemists' 
shops,  and  had  tailed  to  get  them  everywhere. — Mr. 
Worfolk  said  that  he  had  got  assurances  from  the  chemists 
of  his  district  that  they  would  keep  all  these  poisons,  but, 
eventually  it  turned  out  that  he  was  the  only  one  who  had 
stocked  them. — The  President  did  not  see  that  anything 
further  could  be  done. — Mr.  Pickard  proposed  that  a  protest 
should  be  sent  to  the  Home  Office  against  the  indiscriminate 
granting  of  licences. — The  President  said  the  only  thing 
that  they  could  do  was  to  let  the  thing  work  itself  out,  and 
presently  many  of  the  people  who  had  got.  licences  might 
find  that,  when  they  were  forced  to  comply  with  the  letter 
of  the  Act,  the  licences  would  not  be  worth  having.  Protests 
to  the  Home  Office  were  simply  passed  on  to  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  who,  having  determined  that  horticultural 
dealers  should  have  licences,  whether  chemists  or  not, 
simply  treated  such  protests  as  waste  paper.  All  they 
could  do  was  to  press  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to  insist 
on  compliance  with  the  letter  of  the  Act.— The  question  of 


Parliamentary  representation  was  then  discussed,  but  no 
action  was  taken  in  the  matter. — It  was  resolved  that  the 
annual  dinner  should  be  held  at  Leeds. 
Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices* 
Association. 

The  Opening  Meeting  of  the  thirty-second  session  was  held 
at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  Wednesday  evening, 
October  27,  Mr.  Edward  J.  Brown,  Ph.C.  (President),  in 
the  chair.  Mr.  Henry  Stout  (Hon.  Sec.)  read  the  report  on 
the  summer  session,  which  had  been  very  successful.  Mr. 
J.  Douglas  Watson,  58c  Morningside  Drive,  Edinburgh,  was 
appointed  Hon.  Secretary,  in  room  of  Mr.  Stout,  who  is- 
leaving  the  town.  In  the  absence  of  the  donors,  Mr.  Peter 
Boa  presented  the  Dick  Botanical  and  the  Dott  Physics 
prizes — the  former  to  Miss  Jeannie  Livingston,  Dun- 
fermline (Squire's  "  Companion,"  "  Pharmaceutical  Pocket 
Book,"  and  "Art  of  Dispensing"),  and  the  latter  to  Mr. 
J.  It.  Hamilton.  Edinburgh  ("British  Pharmacopoeia,'' 
White's  "Latin  Dictionary,"  Pilley's  "Analysis,"  and 
Perkin  and  Kipling's  "Organic  Chemistry"). 
Mr.  Brown  then  delivered  his  presidential  address,  taking 

Enzymes 

as  his  subject.  In  the  course  of  it  he  made  the  following 
remarks  : 

Fermentation,  along  with  digestion,  has  been  the  subject 
of  investigation  for  centuries.  Hippocrates  believed  that 
digestion  is  a  process  of  cooking  effected  by  the  heat  of  the. 
stomach.  In  the  time  of  Paracelsus  the  controller  of  diges- 
tion was  believed  to  bo  a  spirit  centred  m  the  stomach. 
Mcoholic  fermentation  was  classed  along  with  putrefaction, 
and  none  of  the  writers  in  the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth 
century  who  mention  ferments  give  any  idea  of  what  was 
understood  by  the  term.  However,  a  now  era  was  opened 
ui)  by  the  researches  of  Pasteur,  and  amid  the  heat  of  con- 
troversy which  raged  between  Liebig  and  Pasteur  concerning 
the  "Vitalistic  Theory  of  Fermentation  '  formu  ated  by 
the  latter,  a  series  of  discoveries,  including  the  isolation  ot 
non-living  substances  (diastase  and  pepsin)  capable  of  setting 
up  fermentation,  threw  new  light  upon  the  subject,  leading 
to  the  modern  conception  that  "  Life  is  a  series  of  fcrmenta_ 
tions  "  The  old  classification  of  ferments  into  organised 
and  'non-organised  has  broken  down  since  Buchner  ex- 
tracted zymase  from  the  yeast  cell,  and  to-day  the  terms 
"  ferment'"  and  "enzyme"  are  used  synonymously.  Metch- 
nikoff  considers  that  in  living  tissue  degeneration  results 
from  bacterial  putrefaction  of  the  fermentation,  and  he  advo- 
cates the  soured-milk  treatment,  which,  by  replacing  the 
flora  of  the  intestinal  canal,  is  said  to  bo  the  sine  qua  non 

for  longevity.  .  ,,    ,,    ,    .  , 

To  the  question.  "What  is  an  enzyme  .'  all  that  can  b© 
said  is,  "  It  is  highly  complex  in  composition,  and  appears  to 
be  protein  in  nature,"  but  more  is  known  of  its  effects.  An 
inactive  form,  known  as  proferments  or  zymogens,  precedes 
the  production  of  enzyme  in  the  living  cell,  while  a  stimula- 
tion is  necessary  before  its  secretion  takes  place.  Inns  a 
secretion  of  the  small  intestine,  named  onterokmasc,  converts 
trypsinogen  into  the  enzyme  trypsin,  and  some  workers  con- 
sider enterokinase  is  also  a  ferment.  In  many  cases  dilute 
acids  can  change  tho  zymogens  into  enzymes.  Zymogens 
for  nearly  all  the  enzymes  have  now  been  established,  and 
preparations  of  them,  such  as  duodenal  powder  and  liquor, 
are  now  used  in  medicine  to  stimulate  pancreatic  secretion. 
These  preparations  contain  the  active  principle  or  secretin, 
belonging  to  a  class  of  bodies  termed  hormones,  A  modern 
method  of  nomenclature  is  to  affix  "  ase  "to  the  root  of  the 
substance  upon  which  the  enzyme  acts.  The  better-known 
enzymes  are:  Amylase  (ptyalin,  amylopsm,  diastase),  winch 
digests  starch;  lactase,  maltase  (glucose),  sucrase  (invertase. 
invertin),  which  hydrolyse  milk  sugar,  maltose,  and  can© 
sugar  respectively;  amygdalase  (synaptase,  emulsin)  acts 
upon  the  ducosido  amygdalin;  simgraso  (myrosin)  attacks 
the  glucoside  sinigrin;  urease  converts  urea  into  ammonium 
carbonate;  while  acid  proteinase  (pepsin)  and  alkali  pro- 
teinase (trypsin)  digest  proteins,  breaking  them  down  into 
proteoses  and  peptones.  Caseinase  (rennet,  rennin)  curdles 
milk;  pectase  acts  upon  pectin,  forming  vegetable  jellies, 
and  zymase  induces  alcoholic  fermentation.  Lipases  (steapsm. 
pialyn)  are  fat-splitting  enzymes.  Under  the  name  of 
oxiciases  are  classed  a  large  number  of  widely  distributed 
individual  enzvmes  which  assist  in  the  oxidation  of  various 
substances.  The  gelatinisation  of  tincture  of  kino  and  other 
tannin  tinctures,  the  ropincss  of  mucilage  of  acacia,  the 
various  flavours  and  tho  odours  which  constitute  the 
bouquet  of  different  wines  are  attributed  to  such  agents. 
At  present  the  action  of  enzvmes  is  generally  accepted  as 
chemical,  since  they  show  a  distinct  analogy  to  certain  slow 
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chemical  reactions.  Th©  action  may  bo  hydrolytic,  adding 
one  or  more  molecules  of  water,  or  autolytic,  in  effecting 
decomposition  without  the  absorption  of  water.  Further, 
the  action  may  be  oxidising,  reducing,  or  coagulating. 
In  addition  to  their  catalytio  nature,  enzymes  have  a 
selective  power,  and  there  is  good  proof  for  believing 
that  the  latter  is  due  to  the  complementary  configura- 
tion of  the  reacting  molecules  of  enzyme  and  affected  sub- 
stance. As  Fischer  says,  enzyme  and  glucoside  must  lit  each 
other  like  key  and  lock  in  order  that  one  may  exercise  a 
chemical  action  on  the  other.  That  enzymes  are  catalytic 
ngents  has  been  confirmed  from  the  interesting  fact  that  the 
influence  of  finely  divided  platinum  is  in  many  cases 
analogous  to  that  of  enzymes  ;  thus  the  fermentation  of  sugar 
can  be  effected  by  finely  divided  metals.  Colloidal  solutions 
or  "  sols"  of  platinum,  gold,  and  silver  are  catalysts  affected 
in  the  same  manner  as  organic  ferments  by  mineral  salts  and 
poisons.  Enzyme  actions  are  rarely  if  ever  complete  unless 
the  products  of  the  reactions  are  removed  as  formed.  In 
other  words,  the  reaction  is  reversible,  being  determined 
solely  by  the  ordinary  laws  of  chemical  equilibrium.  Enzymes 
are  very  sensitive  to  heat ;  the  velocity  of  their  action,  which 
is  slight  at  0°  C,  gradually  increases  as  the  temperature  rises 
until  an  optimum  is  reached,  usually  about  40°  C. ;  beyond 
this  it  decreases.  Modern  investigation  on  the  effect  of  heat 
points  to  a  change  of  configuration  of  the  molecule  as  ex- 
hibited by  optically  active  chemical  substances  becoming 
optically  inactive  under  the  influence  of  heat.  The  metallic 
"  sols"  show  similar  behaviour  towards  heat.  The  presence 
of  acids,  bases,  and  salts  affects  the  condition  of  working 
of  enzymes,  but  in  different  ways.  Pepsin  can  only  carry 
out  its  specific  decomposition  in  the  presence  of  acid,  but 
alkalies  are  less  destructive  in  the  presence  of  proteins,  since 
the  alkali  combines  with  the  latter.  Ammonium  sulphate 
and  sodium  chloride  exhibit  the  greatest  inhibitory  action 
among  salts,  while  the  following  also  show  some  similar 
property :  _  Alcohol,  tannic  acid,  alkaloids,  carbohydrates, 
and  bile  juice.  Meixuric  chloride  inhibits  the  action  of  many 
enzymes,  and  the  activity  can  bo  again  restored  by  agents 
which  precipitate  mercury  from  solutions.  Caffeine  and 
theobromine,  on  the  other  hand,  increase  the  activity  of 
pepsin.  Inorganic  enzymes  are  similarly  affected  ;  thus  a 
mere  trace  of  sodium  phosphate  causes  an  immediate  fall  in 
its  velocity  constant  when  added  to  "platinum  sol."  The 
effect  of  the  various  acids  on  the  activity  of  pepsin  is  in 
accordance  with  their  degree  of  dissociation,  being  a  measure 
of  the  number  of  hydrogen  ions  present.  The  optimum  con- 
centration of  hydrochloric  acid  has  been  shown  to  vary  with 
the  protein  being  acted  upon.  Proteolytic  enzymes  convert 
proteins  into  proteoses  and  peptones,  and  the  knowledge 
acquired  in  the  last  few  years  of  the  decomposition-products 
of  proteins  disproves  the  former  view  that  protein  is  a  sub- 
stance of  definite  composition  and  properties.  There  are 
many  forms  of  protein  differing  greatly  in  physical  and 
chemical  characters,  the  majority  being  amorphous,  but 
some  are  crystalline.  Recently  Fischer  has  synthetically 
'prepared  compounds  related  to  peptones,  called  polypep- 
tides, which  show  the  characteristics  of  peptones  in  their 
behaviour  towards  enzymes  and  chemical  reagents.  Wein- 
land's  discovery  of  antiproteinase  has  answered  satisfac- 
torily the  question,  "  Why  do  not  the  proteolvtic  enzymes 
present  in  the  alimentary  tract  digest  it?"  The  immunity 
of  the  living  tissue  is  explained  by  the  presence  of  an  anti- 
enzyme ;  thus  pepsin  or  acid  proteinase,  for  example,  has 
associated  with  it  anti-proteinase.  Such  anti-enzymes  are 
examples  of  the  negative  catalysers  of  chemical  processes 
which  retard  chemical  action.

Thomas  Stephenson,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
was  awarded  to  the  President.

THERE  is  a  fairly  good  undertone  to  the  drug  and 
chemical  markets,  and  business  in  the  aggregate  is 
satisfactory  in  most  quarters.  Quicksilver  has  provided  the 
excitement  this  week,  and  after  two  advances,  amounting  in 
all  to  7s.  6d.,  the  Baron  withdrew  his  quotation  for  some  in- 
scrutable reason,  and  in  second-hands  a  premium  of  5  s.  has 
been  paid  on  the  nominal  official  price.  Mercurials  were 
advanced  Id.  immediately  on  the  news  of  the  first  rise,  but 
makers  now  prefer  to  wait  a  more  definite  market  before 
deciding  on  further  action.  The  upward  trend  in  opium  con- 
tinues in  primary  and  spot  markets,  the  feature  still  being 
important  American  buying ;  while  Persian  to  arrive  has 
also  been  active  at  rising  prices.  No  further  change  has 
taken  place  in  morphine,  makers  selling  in  limited  quantities 
only  ;  but  a  further  rise  is  expected  in  codeine.  Rumour  has 
it  that  the  santonin  monopoly  has  at  last  fixed  the  price,  but 
no  confirmation  is  obtainable.  Other  changes  among  the 
alkaloidal  group  include  a  slight  reduction  in  pilocarpine, 
eserine,  and  atropine.  Quinine  has  been  in  good  demand  for 
export  to  India,  but  the  interest  principally  centres  in  the 
large  bark  auction  at  Amsterdam  to-day.  In  drugs  and 
miscellaneous  articles  agar -agar  is  dearer,  and  higher  prices 
are  reported  for  Russian  aniseed  and  fennel.  Guinea 
grains  are  firmer.  Sweet  almond  oil  has  been  reduced  2d. 
Castor  oil  is  firmer.  Croton  oil  i6  dearer,  and  chamomile 
is  cheaper.  French  lavender  and  spike  are  firm.  Cod-liver 
oil  is  quiet  but  steady.  Rumour  is  busy  with  regard  to 
lemon  oil,  it  being  said  that  the  Camera  is  to  exercise 
control.  Soy  is  dearer,  and  cocoa-butter  easier.  The  prin- 
cipal alterations  have  been  as  follows  :

Nineteen  bags  Zanzibar  sold  at  6/.  lis.  3c/.  for  fair  slightly 
mixed  block,  and  three  bags  were  acquired  at  6/.  10s.  ; 
15  bags  East  African  sold  at  61.  10s.  subject  for  fair 
slightly  drossy  mixed  colours.  Fair  Madagascar  block  was 
held  at  6/.  12s.  6c/ ;  good  Chilian  was  retired  at  8/.  5s.,  and 
Tahiti  ditto  at  8/.  10s. 
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Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Aniseed. — This  year  Russian  crops  were  favoured  by  good 
weather  at  harvesting,  and  it  was  hoped  that  low  prices  would 
rule.  This  supposition  has,  however,  proved  incorrect.  At 
the  first  sales  which  took  place  in  the  production  centres  high 
prices  were  asked  from  the  beginning,  the  buyers  outbidding 
each  other.  After  delivery  of  some  180  wagon-loads  in  the 
various  markets  the  stock  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
peasants  is  calculated  at  about  9,000  poods.  The  yield  of  oil 
from  this  year's  seeds  is  poor,  amounting  only  to  2.7  per  cent. 

Balsam  Peru  shows  a  steadier  tendency,  and  the  increased 
prices  range  between  13m.  and  13.50m.  per  kilo. 

Canthaeides. — Owing  to  unfavourable  reports  concerning 
the  Russian  crop  there  was  an  improved  demand.  Spot 
(Hamburg)  stocks  were  taken  off  the  market  at  between 
625m.  and  640m.  per  100  kilos;  small  lots  could  probably  be 
had  at  650m 

Citric  Acid  has  excited  more  interest,  as  spot  (Hamburg) 
goods  are  scarce.  No  one  has  much  supply  on  hand,  so  that 
they  take  advantage  of  the  fall  in  prices  anticipated.  The 
prospect  of  a  fall  is  argued  from  the  fact  that  the  Camera 
Agrumaria  has  a  stock  of  3,500,000  to  4.000,000  kilos,  of  raw 
material,  while  the  annual  world's  consumption  does  not 
exceed  3,000,000  kilos.  The  stocks  are  still  in  the  depot,  but 
the  fall  in  price  is  expected  to  take  place  as  soon  as  new  goods 
come  on  the  market. 

Ergot. — The  prices  for  Russian  declined,  as  the  crop  has 
not  only  been  good  but  very  large.  Immediate  delivery  from 
Russia  is  quoted  2.55m.  per  kilo.,  but  consumers  are  not  yet 
prepared  to  pay  this  rate,  as  they  look  for  still  lower  prices 
should  Spain  come  on  the  market  with  cheap  offers.  Mean- 
while a  few  lots  of  new  crop  have  arrived  in  Hamburg,  and 
were  sold  immediately  at  2.60m.  per  kilo. 

Ipecacuanha. — There  is  more  demand  in  Hamburg,  and  as 
the  stocks  on  spot  are  somewhat  scarce  higher  prices  may  be 
reckoned  with.  Carthagena  is  9.25m.  to  9m.,  Rio  13.50m.  to 
13.25m.  per  kilo. 

Oxalic  Acid. — A  number  of  contracts  are  said  to  have  taken 
place  at  the  prices  fixed  for  1910  by  the  sales  office.  Dealers, 
however,  announce  much  lower  export  prices,  with  small 
lots  at  56m.  and  larger  quantities  at  52.30m.  per  100  kilos. 
The  basis  price  should  therefore  lie  between  50m.  and  51m. 
per  100  kilos. 

Potash  Bichromate. — Some  time  ago  the  most  important 
makers  at  home  and  abroad  agreed  to  form  a  convention  and 
observe  uniform  prices.  Before  that  date  large  stocks  were 
in  dealers'  hands,  and  are  still  appearing  occasionally  on  the 
market  at  prices  below  those  of  the  Syndicate.  Makers  who 
formerly  abstained  from  joining  the  convention  have  now 
adhered. 

Santonin. — The  monopoly  continues  to  hold  aloof  from  the 
market,  and  dealers  are  practically  sold  out ;  offers  of  70m. 
per  kilo,  are  being  refused,  holders  asking  73m.  to  75m.  for 
a  few  kilos.  For  the  time  being  it  is  impossible  to  foresee 
how  long  the  monopoly  will  be  unable  to  satisfy  the  demand. 

Vanillin. — Once  again  cheaper  offers  are  on  the  market 
from  various  quarters,  29m.  being  quoted,  and  28.50m.  for 
orders  of  from  25  to  50  kilos.  This  depression  is  a  natural 
result  of  the  long  competition,  which  still  continues. 

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  October  it). 
A  fairly  satisfactory  amount  of  business  is  being  done  on 
the  New  York  drug-market,  albeit  jobbing  sales  constitute 
the  bulk  of  the  movement.    The  general  tone  is  steady. 

Aloes. — Case  Curacao  is  in  rather  active  demand,  and 
prices  are  fractionally  higher  at  6;Jc.  to  7c.  for  fair  grades 
The  market  is  firm,  and  with  heavy  sales  at  the  inside  figure, 
prices  are  in  upward  tendency. 

Asafetida  continues  in  short  supply,  and  nothing  approach 
ing  U.S. P.  quality  is  obtainable  at  less  than  60c. 

Camphor. — Prices  have  receded  lc.  during  the  interval 
bringing  the  quotations  down  to  45c.  and  45gc.  for  barrels 
and  cases  respectively. 

Canada  Balsam. — Freer  offerings  from  the  country  and 
lack  of  spot  inquiries  have  resulted  in  a  25c.  decline,  to  $5.50 
per  gal.  in  barrels,  and  $5.60  in  tins.   Oregon  is  worth  $1. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — Spot  quotations  are  unaltered  at  8c  to 
9c,  according  to  age  and  quantity.  Only  a  moderate  jobbing 
business  has  been  done,  buyers  continuing  their  hand-to- 
mouth  policy  in  anticipation  of  lower  prices.  Coast  markets 
are  reported  well  supplied  but  firm  at  6|c.  for  carloads  c.i.f. 
New  York,  but  local  demand  is  such  that  dealers  here  con- 
sider that  price  extravagant.  There  seems  little  chance  of 
lower  prices,  however ;  on  the  contrary,  a  resumption  of 
normal  demand  may  be  expected  to  result  in  a  higher  level. 

Copaiba. — Business  in  C.  and  S.  American  is  following  a 
routine  course,  with  prices  unaltered  at  40c.  to  45c,  as  to 
quality  and  dealer. 


Damiana-leaves. — Consumption  of  this  drug  has  of  recent 
j-ears  dwindled  to  very  small  proportions,  but  at  present 
country  markets  are  unable  to  meet  the  surviving  demand, 
and  prices  on  spot  are  firm  at  20c,  with  some  upward  ten- 
dency. 

Hydrastis  continues  fairly  steady  at  the  former  range  of 
$2  to  $2.20,  the  latter  figure  "being  asked  for  rich  drug.  Spot 
supplies  are  light,  but  demand  is  backward. 

J\lap  is  somewhat  neglected,  and  prices  are  easy  at  38c.  to 
40c. 

Mandrake  is  fairly  firm  at  8^c.  to  9c,  drug  rich  in  resin 
being  rather  difficult  to  obtain. 

Opium.— Since  the  date  of  my  last  letter  reporting  the 
market  firm  at  $5,  a  rather  unexpected  break  has  occurred, 
depressing  values  10c.  This  was  attributed  to  the  receipt  of 
easier  primary  cables  reporting  rains  and  more  favourable 
crop-conditions  in  the  growing  areas.  With  the  subsequent 
arrival  of  advices  to  the  contrary  effect,  the  market  quickly- 
rallied,  however,  and,  the  upward  movement  continuing, 
prices  are  now  established  on  a  basis  of  $5.20.  Still  higher 
values  are  expected  in  the  near  future. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American).— The  situation  has  not  visibly 
altered  during  the  interval,  prices  retaining  their  nominal 
significance  at  $1.90  to  $2.00,  with  spot  offerings  restricted. 
The  principal  country  dealers  are  firm  in  their  views,  and 
quote  prices  for  bulk  almost  on  a  parity  with  New  York 
jobbing  prices.  Easier  terms  are  available  from  the  smaller 
primary  holders,  and  fair  quantities  of  these  stocks  have 
been  secured  by  some  of  the  principal  New  York  dealers. 
Since  most  of  the  local  dealers  are  holding  aloof,  there  is 
iust  the  possibility  of  the  whole  of  the  supplies  being  con- 
centrated in  the  hands  of  a  few  spot  and  primary  dealers, 
who  would  then  be  in  a  position  to  combine  and  dictate 
terms.  ,  .  .  , 

Senega  is  higher  at  55c,  and  in  advancing  tendency.

LONDON  SECTION. 

DR  J  LEWKOWlTi-'CH  took  the  chair  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  session,  held  at  Burlington  House, 
Piccadilly,  W.,  on  November  1.  Mr.  Julian  L.  Baker, 
the  Secretary,  was  absent  owing  to  illness,  and  his  place 
was  taken  by  Mr.  Dreaper,  who  read  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting.  The  Chairman  announced  that  Mr.  God- 
frey S  Hall  had  been  elected  on  the  committee,  in  place  oi 
Colonel  Sir  F.  L.  Nathan,  who  has  gone  to  reside  m  boot- 
land  Mr.  Watson  Smith  exhibited  a  photograph  ot 
Lunge  and  a  copy  of  the  plaque  commemorating  his 
seventieth  birthday.  „T  , 

Calorimetry. — Mr.  J.  H.  Coste  read  a  paper  on  Tech- 
nical Gas  Calorimetry."  in  which  he  described  the  calori- 
meters employed.   The  types  are  of  the  still-water  variety 
and  flow  calorimeters.  In  the  former  the  rise  ™  temperature 
of  a  definite  amount  of  water  is  measured,    lhe  latter,  in 
which  the  temperature  of  a  stream  of  water  is  raised,  on 
the  geyser  principle,  is  the  kind  preferred,  the  best  being 
the  Junker  and  the  Boys'  calorimeters.    Mr    Coste  ex- 
plained the  working  of  the  instruments,  Professor  Boys 
calorimeter  being  the  one  he  recommended.  . It  is  the 
kind  in  use  at  the  gas-testmg  stations  of  the  London 
County  Council,  where  Mr.  Coste  is  employed.    An  in- 
teresting discussion  took  place,  m  which  Professoi  Boys, 
Mr   Helps  (President  of  the  Institute  of  Gas  Engineers), 
Mr  Dibden  and  Dr.  Coleman  took  part.    All  the  speakers 
were  agreed  that  the  calorific  power  of  a  gas  should  be 
chosen  as  the  standard  rather  than  the  illuminating-power 
Naphthalene  Estimation.— Then  followed  a  paper  by 
Messrs  W.  P.  Jorissen  and  J.  Rutten  on  "Naphthalene 
Picrate  and  the  Quantitative  Determination  of  Naphtha- 
lene "    The  amount  of  naphthalene  in  coal-gas  is  esti- 
mated by  passing  the  gas  into  a  solution  of  picric  acid 
when  naphthalene  picrate  is  formed.    A  certain  amount 
of  dissociation  takes  place,  which  the  authors  find  can  be 
prevented  by  employing  a  fully  saturated  solution  of 
picric  acid  instead  of  the  weaker  solution  required  m 
the  process  of  Coleman  and  Smith. 

Artificial  Stone. — A  paper  was  next  read  on  lhe 
Manufacture  of  Large  Blocks  of  Artificial  Stone  from 
Sand  and  Lime."  In  the  absence  of  the  author,  Mr.  J.  O. 
Stead,  this  was  given  in  abstract  by  the  Acting  Secretary. 
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It  referred  to  research-work  carried  on  in  connection  with 
the  manufacture  of  Ford  stone,  and  gave  the  various 
points  to  be  attended  to  for  successfully  carrying  out  the 
manufacture.  In  the  absence  of  the  author,  the  discussion 
by  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid  and  Mr.  Watson  Smith  was  not 
prolonged. 


NOTTINGHAM  SECTION. 

The  inaugural  meeting  of  the  present  session  of  the  above 
Section  was  held  at  University  College  on  October  27, 
when  Mr.  S.  J.  Pentecost,  the  newly  elected  Chairman, 
delivered  on  address  on 

Recent  Developments  of  Chemical  Industry  as  affecting 
Lace  and  Hosiery. 

After  giving  statistic©  showing  the  relative  exports  of 
aniline  dyes  from  England  and  Germany,  and  referring  to 
the  effect  of  the  new  Patent  Act,  the  Chairman  spoke  of 
synthetic  indigo.  The  new  process,  now  being  worked  in 
this  country  by  the  Farbwerke  Hoechst  and  others,  is  known 
as  the  sodium-amide  process.  By  means  of  sodium  amide, 
phenylglycine  is  condensed  to  indoxyl  at  such  a  temperature 
that  there  is  no  decomposition  of  the  initial  chemicals 
previous  to  condensation.  For  this  reason  ordinary  aniline 
(or  indirectly  benzene)  can  be  used  as  a  base  for  a  synthesis 
that  eclipses  all  others  as  regards  simplicity  and  commercial 
adaptability.  On  the  subject  of  stains  in  bleached  goods, 
reference  was  made  to  a  violet-pink  colouration  that  some- 
times develops  after  goods  have  left  the  bleacher.  This  has 
been  found  to  be  due  to  the  oxidation  of  aniline  fumes  de- 
rived from  other  goods  dried  in  proximity.  As  regards 
bleaching,  the  Chairman  stated  that  much  of  the  bleaehing- 
powdcr  used  locally  is  now  made  by  electrolysis  of  salt  solu- 
tion by  the  HargTeaves-Bird  process.  Electric  bleaching, 
or  bleaching  by  solutions  made  by  electrolysing  brine  or 
common  salt,  has  not  made  much  progress  in  Nottingham, 
notwithstanding  that  great  improvements  have  recently 
been  effected  in  the  process.  It  is  claimed  that  electro- 
cheinic  has  twice  the  bleaching  power  of  a  solution  of  bleach- 
powder  containing  the  same  amount  of  chlorine.  The  appli- 
cation of  chlorine  to  woollen  hosiery  for  the  production  of  an 
"unshrinkable"  finish  is  extensively  practised  in  the 
district.  Weak  chlorine  solution  applied  carefully  has  the 
effect  of  smoothing  down  the  delicate  edges  of  the  scales  of 
the  wool  fibre  to  which  the  felting  properties  are  attributed. 
It  is  doubtful  whether  woollen  hosiery  treated  in  this 
manner  maintains  the  warmth  associated  with  the  material, 
and  it  is  certain  that  it  wears  out  more  quickly.  The  import- 
ance of  soft  water  was  strongly  insisted  on,  and  it  was  stated 
that  the  excellence  of  tulles,  veilings,  and  laces  finished  in 
Continental  towns  is  entirely  due  to  the  good  supply  of  soft 
water  available.  After  reviewing  the  subject  of  weighting 
silks.  Mr.  Pentecost  proceeded  to  a  consideration  of  the 
new  vat-dyes.  He  regards  the  introduction  of  a  series  of 
these,  giving  a  wide  range  of  bright  colours  which  are  fast 
to  light,  washing,  and  bleaching,  as  perhaps  the  most  notable 
advance  in  dyeing  cotton  goods  made  during  the  past  year. 
The  first  of  this  series  was  the  thio-indigo  red  of  Friedlander. 
The  method  has  been  made  possible  by  the  discovery  of  the 
stable  hydrosulphites,  which  are  compounds  of  sodium  and 
other  metallic  hydrosulphites  and  formaldehyde.  The 
speaker  concluded  with  some  remarks  upon  the  so-called 
soluble  starches,  with  special  reference  to  a  product  recently 
put  on  the  market  under  the  name  of  feculose,  which  is  made 
by  the  action  of  glacial  acetic  acid  on  highly  dried  starch, 
the  acetic  acid  being  afterwards  recovered  by  distillation. 
He  mentioned  its  utility  in  the  manufacture  of  fruit 
pastilles,  specimens  being  handed  round  for  tasting. 

Gekman  Potash-industry. — In  reference  to  the  dispute  in 
the  potash-industry,  it  is  learned  (says  Reuter)  that  the 
Government  is  submitting  a  Bill  to  the  Reichstag  establishing 
State  control  over  that  induslry,  with  a  power  to  fix  export 
prices  by  placing  a  tax  on  exported  potash  sold  under  the 
official  rate.  The  object  is  to  prevent  firms  outside  the  syn- 
dicate from  selling  for  export  at  prices  below  the  syndicate's 
terms.  It  especially  affects  the  United  States,  which  takes 
60  per  cent,  of  Germany's  potash  exports.  The  American 
fertiliser  companies  recently  concluded  large  contracts  with 
•the  non-syndicate  firms.

Chemists  and  their  Assistants  in  India. 
Sir, — I  am  in  general  agreement  with  the  conclusions 
which  "  M.  P.  S."  points  to  in  his  letter  in  your  issue 
of  September  18  in  relation  to  the  position  which  the 
English  chemist's  assistant  fills  in  India.  His  views,  how- 
ever, are  much  too  highly  coloured,  and  his  misstatements 
are  so  numerous  that  I  would  ask  the  hospitality  of  your 
columns  to  correct  some  of  them.  (1)  He  calls  India  a 
colony  of  England.  It  is  no  such  thing;  it  never  has 
been,  and  climatic  and  statutory  reasons  will  always  stand 
in  the  way  of  it  ever  partaking  of  the  nature  of  a  colony 
for  the  white  man.  The  imported  English  shop-assistant, 
like  the  Englishman  he  works  for,  is  to-day  an  interloper, 
as  were  his  predecessors  in  the  days  of  the  Honourable 
East  India  Company,  minus  the  licence  of  these  days. 
(2)  "M.  P.  S."  only  gives  a  partial  list  of  those  places, 
outside  the  Presidency  towns,  where  Europeans  are  to 
be  found  in  considerable  numbers.  He  might  have  in- 
cluded Mussoorie,  Naini  Tal,  Darjiling,  Murree,  Chitta- 
gong,  Shillong,  Quetta,  Peshawur,  Bangalore,  Allahabad, 
and,  it  may  be^  other  places  in  his  list.  (3)  One  occa- 
sionally sees  or  hears  of  a  member  of  the  "  waster  "  class 
working  for  an  Indian  master,  but  the  phenomenon  is  so 
comparatively  rare  that,  so  far,  it  is  by  no  means  a 
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general  condition  to  provide  against  such  a  curious  com- 
bination by  express  stipulation  in  the  agreement  which 
the  employe  signs  before  leaving  England.  (4)  The  name 
Hindustan  is  applicable  only  to  the  country  of  the  Ganges 
and  the  Jumna.  It  is  an  incorrect  name  for  India  as  a 
whole.  (5)  The  Goanese  compounder  found  in  Bombay 
is  a  native  of  Goa,  on  the  West  Coast  of  India,  and  a 
subject  of  the  King  of  Portugal.  He  is  a  descendant  of 
the  Portuguese  invaders  who,  under  Albuquerque  and  his 
successors,  made  a  foothold  along  the  Malabar  coast  during 
the  sixteenth  century.  (6)  In  other  parts  of  India  the 
native  compounder  is  not  exclusively  drawn  from  among 
those  professing  the  Christian  or  Muhammadan  religions  : 
he  may  be,  and  often  is,  a  Hindu.  (7)  The  number  of 
English-trained  assistants  in  Calcutta  engaged  in  the 
business  is  nearer  ten  than  fifty.  (8)  The  most  mis- 
leading statement,  however,  is  that  about  the  salaries  of 
senior  assistants.  I  would  respectfully  ask  where  are 
those  fortunates  who  get  a  monthly  salary  of  Rs.  800, 
and  where  are  those  comfortable  businesses  located  that 
can  afford  to  pay  even  their  "top  sawyers"  so  highly? 
It  is  also  pertinent  to  inquire  where  assistants  are  to  be 
found  (apart  from  the  exceptional  men  who  are  well 
known)  who  are  worth  such  salaries.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
it  is  not  a  very  common  thing  to  find  a  man  drawing  more 
than  Rs.  400  a  month.  When  he  attains  to  that  degree  of 
monthly  worth  he  is  either  taken  on  as  a  partner  in  the 
business  he  is  working  in,  or,  if  that  is  not  attainable,  he 
strikes  out  for  himself  by  breaking  fresh  ground.

Pressed  Sales. 

Sir,— In  the  C.  <fc  D.,  October  16,  page  627,  Mr.  R.  Mudie 
raises  a  much  more  important  point  than  appears  on  the 
surface  in  the  sentence  :  "  At  the  same  time  I  used  my  most 
eloquent  and  persuasive  powers  to  induce  my  customer  to 
buy  other  goods."  'Tis  true  he  goes  on  to  add,  "  and  often 
as  a  result  of  my  diplomacy  have  eventually  secured  a  good 
and  regular  customer."  This  may  be,  but  for  every  "  good 
and  regular  customer  "  so  secured,  does  Mr.  Mudie  know 
how  many  "  good  and  regulars  "  he  may  have  lost?  With 
many  people  it  has  the  contrary  effect,  and  rather  than  sub- 
ject themselves  to  the  annoyance  of  having  goods  pressed 
upon  them,  they  will  carefully  avoid  such  shops  and  transfer 
their  custom  elsewhere.  I  have  in  my  mind  a  certain 
grocer  who  to  likely  customers  will  use  "  his  most  eloquent 
and  persuasive  powers  "  to  press  novelties,  etc.,  almost  to 
the  point  of  annoyance.  He  makes  his  customers  feel  that 
the  order  they  have  already  given  are  not  satisfactory  to  the 
seller,  and  they  go  away  with  an  uneasy  feeling  all  round. 
I  know  this,  for  I  have  suffered  from  it  myself,  and  though 
for  business  reasons  I  or  my  wife  frequently  purchase  goods 
there  we  always  do  it  with  reluctance.  Every  customer, 
however  small  the  purchase,  should  be  made  to  feel  that 
that  particular  order  or  purchase  is  welcomed,  and  while  in- 
formation should  be  given  freely  as  to  other  things  no  pres- 
sure should  be  put  on  him  to  purchase  other  things.  Better 
trust  to  goods  being  well  displayed  and  willingly  offered  for 
the  examination  of  customers,' and,  no  doubt,  if  not  then, 
suitable  and  required  articles  will  be  bought  at  some  future 
time.  I  was  to-day  in  the  ancient  and  interesting  town  of 
Shrewsbury,  where  Messrs.  Boots  have  a  most  up-to-date 
shop  and  upstairs  a  well-appointed  tea-room,  and  all  cus- 
tomers passing  through  the  shop  to  the  tea-room  must  pass 
a  well-displayed  announcement  that  "You  are  invited  to 
look  round  and  examine  any  goods,"  and  "  You  will  not  be 
pressed  to  buy."  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  is  much  too  astute  a 
salesman,  and  knows  his  customers  too  well,  to  make  a  mis- 
take on  so  important  a  point.  Many  travellers  and  nearly 
all  trade  exhibitions  suffer  from  this  fault  of  undue  pressure 
to  buy,  and  are  avoided  by  many  in  consequence.

Chemists'  Hours. 

Sir, — The  fate  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  Shop  Hours  Bill  is 
on  the  lap  of  the  gods.  If  the  present  Government  con- 
tinues in  power  it  will  probably  be  taken  next  Session ; 
if  there  is  a  General  Election  early  next  year  it  may 
be  delayed,  or  it  may  disappear  altogether  from  the  list 
of  Bills  which  go  to  form  that  vague  quantity  labelled 
"  pending  legislation."    As  drafted  at  present  pharmacists 


are  not  exempt  from  its  operation,  and  as  their  case  has- 
been  considered  from  all  points  of  view  by  legislators 
interested  in  shop-hours,  it  is  fair  to  suppose  that  we  are 
included  deliberately  this  time.  It  is  well,  therefore,  that 
we  should  take  stock  of  the  position.  Some  chemists'  shops 
have  been  kept  open  much  later  than  ordinary  shops  of 
a  good-class  type  have  been,  with  this  added  evil — that 
in  some  towns  chemists  have  been  practically  open  on 
Sunday  all  day.  This  has,  in  my  opinion,  been  most  in- 
jurious to  the  status  of  the  chemist.  He  has  through  this 
got  himself  classed,  in  the  public  mind,  along  with  ice- 
cream shops,  tobacco-shops,  and  small  general  shops  in 
back  streets.  He  opens  his  shop  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
morning  on  ordinary  days,  and  keeps  it  open  until 
10  or  11  o'clock  at  night.  This  is  bound  to  result  in 
slow  trade.  Most  of  the  time  the  shop  is  half-lighted 
up.  customers  "dawdle"  in  for  pennyworths  at  half- 
hour  intervals,  the  errand-boy  cuts  his  name,  with  some 
artistic  skill,  on  a  plank  in  the  cellar,  and  the  master 
himself  feels  that,  as  his  hours  are  long,  he  is  taking 
no  undue  liberty  in  having  a  smoke  in  the  back  shop.  A 
feeling  of  listlessness  grows  on  him.  He  spends  most  of 
his  time  thinking  about  nothing,  and  doing  almost  nothing. 
Cobwebs  begin  to  appear  in  the  corners  of  his  shop,  and 
anon  invade  the  window  and  doorway.  It  is  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  "frowsy"  shop  which  Lord  Crewe  had  in 
his  eye.  Now,  when  unqualified  men  invaded  pharmacy 
first  they  had  no  knowledge  of  our  trade.  They  had,  as 
in  every  other  sphere  of  life,  to  pay  for  their  education, 
but  they  did  know  that  you  must  not  toady  to  John  Bull. 
They  lighted  up  their  places  with  a  great  flame  of  light, 
their  hands  were  kept  in  the  hustle  doing  something,  and 
they  themselves  eat  in  a  place  they  called  an  office  and 
were  seen  of  all  men,  through  a  glass  window  placed  there 
for  the  purpose,  evidently  buried  to  the  eyes  among  letters 
and  telegrams.  When  night  came'  the  shutters  were  put 
up  at  7  o'clock,  and  if  the  nose  of  a  stray  customer  chanced 
to  be  caught  in  the  door  as  it  was  banged  close,  it  had 
to  stay  there  till  morning,  when  the  door  was  with  equal 
punctuality  opened  again.  This  was  what  caused  Lord 
Crewe's  admiration.  It  may  be  that  his  own  nose  made 
a  close  shave  of  it  upon  occasion.  All  this  undoubtedly 
told  in  favour  of  stores.  To  the  public  it  looked  like 
business,  and  to  the  assistant  like  heaven.  The  cream  of 
the  business  went  to  the  stores,  the  supply  of  assistants 
was  unfailing ;  and  the  private  chemist,  from  being  a  man 
who  would  not  light  up  his  place  properly  and  close 
promptly  at  a  reasonable  time,  became  a  man  who  could 
not  afford  to  do  either.  He  became  dependent  on  the 
crumbs  which  fell  from  the  stores'  table,  and  as  these 
crumbs  did  not  begin  to  fall  until  after  7  r.M.  he  had 
a  dull  day  and  a  long  weary  evening,  at  the  end  of 
which  he  crawled  home  like  a  shadow  and  put  himself 
to  bed,  where  he  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  night  cursing 
his  fate  and  everything  else  he  could  think  of.  This  genera- 
tion is  now,  however,  passing  away.  A  new  generation 
which  is  able  to  fight  stores  on  their  own  ground  is  grow- 
ing up.  Chemists'  shops  are  in  many  cases  as  well  lighted 
as  stores,  in  some  cases  much  better  stocked,  and  there  is. 
no  reason  why  they  should  keep  open  later  than  stores. 
A  time  might  come  when  it  would  be  the  stores  which 
would  gather  up  the  evening  crumbs,  and  as  we  appear 
to  be  hanging  on  the  balance  between  the  old  and  the  new, 
I  think  this  a  good  time  to  get  compulsory  closing  for 
all.  I  fancy  that  in  very  few  cases  indeed  does  a  man 
who  keeps  open  late  do  a  good  business.  The  matter  of 
a  half-holiday  for  all  shops  is  likewise  long  over-due.  The 
shopkeeper  and  his  assistants  are  really  much  in  need 
of  it.  In  the  case  of  chemists,  as  you  have  already  pointed 
out,  there  is  provision  made  in  Mr.  Gladstone's  Bill  for 
attending  to  urgent  cases.

"Alert." 

Sir, — "  Alert,"  in  your  issue  of  October  30,  deals  harshly 
with  a  "  Lancashire  Seaside  Chemist  "  for  looking  after  his 
("Alert's  ")  safety  by  refusing  to  supply  him  with  troch. 
morph.  et  ipecac,  as  though  they  were  a  sweetmeat.  He 
then  sets  off  to  recommend  all  brother  chemists  to  impress 
upon  the  public  that  they  are  in  business  for  the  public- 
benefit  and  not  for  their  own.    What  a  doctrine  for  aru 
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"Alert"  man  to  preach  !  I  wonder  how  much  impression 
this  would  make  on  the  public  ;  it  might  be  all  right  to 
preach,  but  I  fancy  it  would  fall  on  deaf  ears.  Most  of  us 
are  in  business  to  get  a  living— at  least,  that  is  my  im- 
pression ;  I  know  I  am.  The  public  benefit  is  not  my  chief 
aim,  nor  do  I  believe  is  it  the  chief  aim  of  "Alert." 
"Alert"  then  kindly  warns  your  readers  off  the  Ucal 
scheme,  and  predicts  some  horrible  fate  for  it.  He  then 
goes  on  to  show  that  he  does  not  know  anything  about 
Ucal  and  its  objects  or  methods.  As  he  asks  one 
direct  question,  I  reply  :  Miller,  Cadge  &  Co.  (as  he  calls 
us)  do  not  expect  a  business  man  to  pay  them  6.--.  6rf.  per 
dozen  for  goods  that  can  be  got  elsewhere  at  lees.  Were  we 
all  in  business,  as  he  suggests,  for  the  public  benefit,  this 
might  be  a  proposition  that  might  appeal,  but  as  we  are  not 
all  imbued  with  this  idea  of  philanthropy.  I  fancy  it  will  be 
some  time  before  anyone  comes  forward  with  any  such 
proposal.  As  "  Alert  "  has  no  knowledge  of  the  Teal  scheme, 
his  ignorance  has  misled  him.  and  I  think  we  must 
let  it  go  at  that.  If  he  is  a  pharmacist.  1  shall  be  pleased 
to  give  him  full  details.  1  would  have  sent  him  particulars 
had  he  written  over  his  own  name,  but  when  one  gets  up  to 
criticise  it  is  safest  to  hide  identity.  I  am  glad  that  he  has 
found  one  of  the  formulae  you  published  make  his  rent  for 
him.  and  hope  he  will  try  to  get  rates,  taxes,  light,  and  a 
few  other  expenses  paid  also  out  of  it,  although,  if  he  is  in 
business  for  the  public  benefit,  I  do  not  know  why  he  should 
trouble  about  such  details  as  these.  As  for  his  comment  on 
"High  Air"  schemes,  if  he  is  referring  to  Ucal,  he  has 
already  shown  that  he  has  not  taken  the  trouble  to  under- 
stand it.  so  his  opinion  doesn't  count.  I  should  like  to  say 
(that  the  directors  of  Ucal  welcome  criticism,  but  before 
criticising  it  is  always  wise  to  find  out  the  facts  instead  of 
inventing  them  to  suit  an  argument  you  wish  to  prove.  The 
rtrade  has  this  week  given  the  directors  of  Ucal  the  answer  to 
the  question,  Is  Ucal  necessary  ?  with  no  uncertain  voice.

Esper  nto  or  Ido. 

Sir.— I  am  in  cordial  agreement  with  Mr.  Van  Schoor  in 
his  pronouncement  that  the  best  international  language  is 
purely  a  practical  question,  yet  the  true  test  of  the  real 
value  of  a  language  as  a  vehicle  of  inter-communication 
cannot  surely  be  settled  by  pointing  to  the  number  using  it— 
otherwise,  excepting  Chinese,  the  international  language 
would  lie  English.  Hut  no  language  student  has  yet  to  my 
knowledge  seriously  proposed  either  of  these  as* a  world- 
language.  "Does  Eeperam  tic  facto  fulfil  the  aim  of  an 
international  language?"  i  asked.  Putting  Ido  on  one 
side,  Esperanto  has  proven  itfi  If  superior  to  all  its  rivals. 
It  practically  is  the  only  one  tl  it  survives.  So  far,  there- 
fore, it  may  lie  allowed  that  it  has  fulfilled  a  useful  purpose, 
but  whether  it  has  fulfilled  the  aim  of  the  ideal  world- 
language  is  open  to  question.  The  first  desiderata  are  sim- 
plicity and  regularity  combined  with  maximum  inter- 
nationality.  The  principle  adopted  by  Dr.  Zamenhof  in 
founding  Esperanto  was  decidedly  the  "best  one,  but  it  has 
not  been  applied  in  a  rigidly  systematic  manner,  many 
roots  favouring  one  nation  at  the  expense  of  the  others. 
Again,  as  regards  the  derivation,  may  be  cited  as  examples 
the  following  : 

To  comb,   kr.mbi;    a  comb  (instrument  for  combing), 
kombilo.    Hut.  to  brush,  brosi;    a  brush,  hroso  (without 
-il).    Then,  a  nail,  najlo;  to  nail,  najli.    But,  a  hammer, 
martelo;    to  hammer,  martclumi.    Another  illustration: 
In  Esperanto  the  relation  of  -i  to  -o — i.e.,  of  the  verb  to  the 
noun— is  not  defined  :  it  is  purely  arbitrary,  varying  from 
one  case  to  another.    Tims,  brosi  is  to  use'a  broso.  hombi 
is  to  do  the  act  of  kombo,  ori  is  to  cover  with  oro,  tamburi 
is  to  heat  tamburo,  vapori  is  to  produce  vaporo,  fumi  is 
to  send  forth  fumo,  mcbli  is  to  supply  with  meblo,  avari  is 
to  be  an  avaro,  ami  is  to  be  in  a  state  of  amo,  rajti  is  to 
possess  rajto,  loki  is  to  give  lol-o.  aboni  is  to  ask  for  abono. 
tajlori  is  to  do  the  work  of  tajloro,  etc. 
In  Ido  perfect  regularity  combined  with  simplicity  is  ob- 
tained, and  no  undue  burden  is  placed  on  the  memory;  in 
addition,  strict  adherence  is  given  to  the  only  practical  and 
scientific  method— that  of  extracting  from  what  already 


existed  in  our  European  languages  the  most  used  forms, 
with  as  few  arbitrary  personal  additions  as  possible.  Thus 
do  I  claim  for  Ido  intrinsic  merits  over  Esperanto  which 
must  commend  it  to  all  who  live  in  hope  of  seeing  the  one 
great  barrier  between  the  nations  of  the  earth— multiplicity 
of  language— broken  down.  Ido  has  received  the  adhesion 
of  310  societies  of  all  countries  and  the  approval  of  1,250 
members  of  Academies  and  Universities.  Its  monthly 
organ,  "  Progreso,"  has  reported  the  secession  from  the 
Esperantist  ranks  of  groups  and  clubs  in  very  many  towns 
throughout  the  European  Continent  and  in  England  and 
America.

"  I  should  consider  myself  wanting  in  ordinary  prudence 
and  foresight  if  I  did  not  subscribe  to  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist."    So  writes  a  Nottingham  chemist.  (268/17.) 

Synthetic  Camphorated  Oil. 

May  I  direct  your  attention  to  a  matter  of  interest  to  your 
readers?  For  my  purpose,  which  is  generally  experimental 
and  a  circuitous  route  to  the  sink,  I  prepare  linimentum 
camphorre  in  strict  accordance  with  the  B.P.  as  far  as  weights 
and  measures  go,  and  in  place  of  olive  oil  use  oleum  arachidis 
or  some  other  fixed  oil  of  low  price.  Similarly  I  have  used 
the  cheapest  camphor  which,  is  believed  to  be,  in  recent  times, 
of  synthetic  origin.  It  has  resulted  in  the  production  of  a 
preparation  of  a  golden-yellow  or  light-amber  colour,  so  I 
(jive  a  warning  to  pharmacists  to  keep  clear  of  synthetic 
camphor  and  other  oils  than  olive  oil  until  more  is  known  of 
their  value  for  pharmaceutical  purposes. — Abel  Scholar. 

[Which  causes  the  colour,  the  camphor  or  the  oil  substi- 
tuted ?— Ed.] 

Preserving  Glass  M ensures. 
The  frequent  breakages  of  glass  measures,  etc.,  quickly 
reach  a  substantial  total,  and  many  of  those  accidents  occur 
when  fragile  articles  of  this  kind  are  being  washed.  A  good 
idea,  which,  by  the  comparative  immunity  from  loss  by 
smashes,  should  quickly  repay  the  initial  cost  of  introduction, 
is  as  follows:  A  rack  of  galvanised  zinc  with  meshes  is  made 
to  lit  inside  the  sink,  covering  the  bottom  and  sides.  A  large 
piece  of  solid  rubber,  about  half-an-inch  thick,  is  placed  in 
the  bottom  of  the  rack,  and  a  circular  portion  may  be  cut  out 
to  allow  waste  water  to  run  off  quickly.  Thereafter,  if  a 
measure  or  bottle  fall  while  being  cleansed,  there  is  little 
likelihood  that  it  will  be  cracked,  much  less  destroyed. 
The  seheme  has  l>een  successfully  adopted  by  several  phar- 
macists to  whom  I  have  spoken  about  it. — J.  II'.  P.  (215/10.) 

"  Hall  Men." 

Justice  (223/66),  in  the  course  of  a  letter  replying  to  Mr. 
F.  Slater,  says:  "'There  is  in  actual  practice  no  difference 
between  the  Hall  man  and  the  Minor  (ride  your  'London 
Hospitals');  both  of  their  spheres  in  life  is  as  dispensers, 
one  chooses  the  higher  certificate,  as  does  the  University  man 
(M.I).)  in  comparison  with  his  confrere  who  chooses  the 
London  hospital  career,  for  M.R.CS.  or  L.S.A.,  but  both 
are  allowed  to  practise,  and  do  not  run  each  other  down. 
The  majority  of  chemists  on  the  register  to-day  passed  what 
was  but  the  travesty  of  a  Prelim,  (the  first  book  of  Caesar 
only,  which  any  boy  could  get  off  with  Giles's  crib  by  heart), 
and  all  the  shuffling  in  the  world  by  such  mental  gymnasts 
as  Mr.  Slater  will  never  alter  the  fact  that  both  diplomates 
lill  the  same  sphere  in  life." 

There  is  another  aspect  of  the  question  that  is  not  con- 
sidered by  Mr.  Slater.  The  amendment  to  Section  4  in- 
cluding Hall  men  was  accepted  in  order  that  the  Bill  might 
become  law.  The  suggestions  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society 
are  moderate  in  character  and  might  very  well  be  adopted. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  receive  the  registration- 
fees,  and  no  one  would  be  registered  who  is  not  actually 
employed  as  dispenser.  So  it  would  not  affect  the  retail 
trade  at  all,  and  would  facilitate  the  attainment  of  one  of 
the  objects  of  the  N.A.U.P. — viz.,  dispensing  by  pharma- 
cists — as  the  present  dispensers  in  hospitals  who  are  not 
registered  are  naturally  averse  to  any  alteration  requiring 
holders  of  these  posts  to  be  registered,  whereas  if  by-laws 
were  formed  under  Section  4  their  opposition  would  cease 
.uid  there  would  be  more  probability  of  the  object  of  the 
N.A.U.P.  being  carried  out.—  Hall  Man.  (227/17.) 

An  Assistnnt  (227/31)  also  writes  on  the  same  subject. 
Sale  of  Emp.  Plumbi. 

Your  report  concerning  the  decision  of  the  Uttoxeter 
chemists  is  satisfactory,  but  scarcely  meets  the  case.  Having 
had  one  instance  of  a  fatal  result,  I  refused  to  sell  any 
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suspicious  drug  unless  the  applicant  was  accompanied  by  a 
witness,  who  thus  shared  the  responsibility  ;  at  the  same  time 
•entering  the  sale,  with  name  and  address  of  both  parties,  in 
the  poison  book. — Sirius.  (224/6.) 


Legal  Queries.

M.  P.  S.  (212/33). — The  manager  of  the  business  of  a  de- 
ceased chemist  is  not  entitled  to  the  premium  paid  by  an 
apprentice,  unless  there  is  a  special  provision  for  that  payment 
in  his  agreement. 

Wem  (217/1). — Your  inspector  of  weights  and  measures  is 
apparently  under  the  erroneous  and  not  uncommon  im- 
pression that  French  scales  are  illegal.  Show  him  the 
article  in  the  C.  &  D.,  October  9,  p.  576,  where  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Weights  and  Measures  to  the  Board  of  Trade 
stated  that  the  scales  are  legal.  Your  old  scales  to  weigh  1  lb. 
require  6  grains  to  turn  them,  which  is  in  excess  of  the  regula- 
tion, so  that  the  inspector  is  entitled  to  remove  the  stamp,  but 
(they  may  be  adjusted  and  restamped. 

Hado  (226/57). — The  antiseptic  throat-pastille  which  you 
describe  is  dutiable,  unless  you  prepare  it  according  to  a 
published  formula  in  a  well-known  book  of  reference  or 
disclose  the  medicinal  ingredients  on  the  label.  We  should 
Jake  to  have  before  us  all  the  printed  matter  that  you  use, 
before  expressing  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  you  have 
excluded  yourself  from  the  exemption  by  the  manner  in  which 
you  have  advertised  it.  Technically,  when  a  man  creates  a 
medicine  and  holds  it  out  or  recommends  it  for  an  ailment, 
it  is  excluded  from  the  "  known,  admitted,  and  approved 
remedies  "  exemption. 

Cologne  (206/61). — We  find  that  the  label  which  you  send,  or 
others  very  similar  to  it,  are  commonly  used  without  interfer- 
ence, probably  because  the  provisions  of  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Act  cannot  be  extended  to  the  use  of  an  eaa  de 
Cologne  label,  the  general  get-up  of  which  is  employed  not 
only  by  Cologne  manufacturers,  but  by  others  in  Germany, 
France,  England,  and  elsewhere.  Your  label,  with  or  with- 
out your  special  brand,  is  of  that  character,  but  there  are 
points  in  it,  such  as  the  number,  arms,  absence  of  your  name 
and  town  (with  the  presence  of  others),  which,  it  might  reason- 
ably be  argued,  are  calculated  to  mislead.  We  do  not  know 
what  these  arms  are — if  your  own  you  are  entitled  to  use 
them  ;  but  you  should  assure  yourself  on  this  and  the  other 
points,  and  if  at  all  doubtful,  get  a  label  which  is  distinctive  of 
your  own  goods. 

Doubtful  (213/49)  states  that  ground-rents  were  purchased 
by  a  mother  and  placed  in  her  daughter's  name  unknown  to 
her,  with  the  idea  of  making  them  a  gift  at  some  future  date. 
The  daughter,  since  married,  is  now  deceased,  not  leaving  a 
will.  She  leaves  a  husband  and  children.  During  her  life 
the  ground-rents  were  not  given  to  her,  and  she  had  no  know- 
ledge of  their  being  in  her  name.  The  purchaser  has  collected 
the  ground-rents  and  is  still  holding  them.  Can  the  son-in- 
law  claim  these  ground-rents  for  himself  or  his  children  ? 
jTJnder  the  circumstances  stated  we  ai'e  of  opinion  that  the 
mother  would  have  no  difficulty  in  proving  her  claim  to  the 
ground-rents,  as  the  daughter  did  not  provide  the  funds  out 
of  which  the  ground-rents  were  purchased,  and  was  therefore 
only  a  trustee  thereof  for  her  mother.  Administration  will 
have  to  be  taken  out  to  the  estate  of  the  daughter,  and  her 
administrator  will  have  to  convey  the  property  to  the  mother.] 

Pharmacist  (206/56)  states  the  following  case:  A  mort- 
gaged his  leasehold  house,  twenty  years  ago,  to  B  for  1,500/. 
B  now  calls  the  mortgage  in,  but  A  cannot  meet  it,  neither  is 
he  able  to  raise  another  mortgage  owing  to  the  lease  expiring 
in  twenty-seven  years.  B  has  given  instructions  for  the 
property  to  be  sold,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  it  will  realise  the 
amount  of  the  mortgage.  What  is  A's  position  should  this 
be  the  case  ?  Would  he  be  liable  for  the  balance  ?  Could  they 
compel  him  to  raise  it  (by  selling  his  stock-in-trade)  ?  [B  is 
entitled  to  take  proceedings  against  A  on  the  covenant 
in  the  mortgage  for  1,500/.  and  interest,  and  having  obtained 
judgment,  which  A  could  not  prevent,  B  could  take  any  steps 
he  wishes  against  A  for  the  recovery  of  the  money,  such  as 
putting  in  execution  on  A's  goods,  serving  A  with  a  bank- 
ruptcy notice,  or  other  forms  of  execution.  B  is  not  compelled 
to  realise  the  property,  but  is  at  liberty  to  do  so.  If  there  is 
any  deficiency  after  the  sale  of  the  property,  A  is  liable  to  B 
for  such  deficiency,  together  with  all  costs  of  and  incident  to 
such  sale.]

Husk-draught,  C.  <L-  D.,  October  23,  p.  660.— In  this  formula 
the  quantity  of  oil  of  turpentine  should  be  6  pints  (Ovj.),  not 
9vj.  as  printed. 

Onion  Drops.— A  Winnipeg  subscriber  (24/48)  asks  for  in- 
formation regarding  the  above,  which  is  frequently  asked 
for  by  Icelanders.  Syrupus  alii,  or  tinctura  asafeetidae  may  be 
intended,  but  we  invite  suggestions  from  our  readers. 

1J\  .7.  (221/58).— Oil  for  Setons  to  be  used  in  treating 
blackleg  in  cattle. — Any  irritating  preparation  is  suitable. 
Cantharides  plaster,  Venice  turpentine,  and  resin  ointment 
are  commonly  used,  as  also  the  following  :

Plymouth  Pork  (218/12).— Scaly  Leg  in  Fowls.— This  is 
elephantiasis  of  poultry,  and  at  times  proves  very  trouble- 
some in  some  poultry  yards.  Asiatic  breeds  and  bantams 
are  very  susceptible  to  it.  The  scales  of  the  legs  have  a 
great  tendency  to  rise  up,  and  if  the  disease  is  allowed  to 
continue  for  a  time  a  whitish  dry  substance  not  unlike 
flour  exudes.  Treatment :  Bathe  the  legs  with  warm  water, 
dry,  and  then  apply  paraffin  oil.  either  alone  or  with  ol. 
tereb.  Apply  it  with  a  hard  brush  well  in  below  the 
scales.  When  the  scales  have  dropped  off,  bathe  again  and 
anoint  with  vaseline  or  equal  parts  of  ung.  zinci  and  vaseline. 

Ferri  SvJph.  (218/48).— (1)  According  to  the  symptoms 
given,  there  seems  no  doubt  that  the  pig  is  subject  to  epileptic 
fits.  Investigation  into  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  food 
should  be  made,  as  well  as  an  examination  for  worms.  If 
the  latter  are  present,  give  the  remedy  for  worms  in  pigs 
as  printed  in  the  C.  <f'  D..  October  3,  1908.  If  due  to 
the  feeding,  change  the  food  at  once,  and  see  that  it  is  mild, 
laxative,  succulent,  and  of  easy  digestion.  Give  an  aperient 
of  magnes.  sulph.  or  ol.  ricini.  It  may  also  be  necessary  to 
bleed  from  the  tail  or  ear.  (2)  The  case  of  the  pig  that 
cannot  swallow  is  either  quinsy  or  an  attack  of  cramp  of  the 
muscles  of  mastication  caused  by  chills  or  violence.  Give  a 
small  dose  of  castor  oil  and  bathe  the  affected  parts  with 
warm  water  for  at  least  thirty  minutes.  Afterwards  apply 
with  friction  a  mild  stimulating  liniment  or  warm  olive  oil. 
If  practicable,  examine  the  mouth  and  tongue  daily  for 
swelling. 

Rats  (208/30).— Distemper-powder  for  Dogs.— You  give  no 
particulars  of  this,  but  a  cursory  examination  indicates  that 
it  is  potassium  nitrate  slightly  disguised. 

Zrta  (199/5).— Mixture  for  Inflammation  in  Cattle: 


Amnion,  carb.    3jss.

Dissolve  the  amnion,  carb.  and  potass,  nit.  in  the  water  and 
add  the  other  ingredients.  Shake  before  use.  The  general  dose 
for  cattle  and  horses  is  four  tablespoonfuls  mixed  with  a  pint 
of  water,  warm  beer,  gruel,  or  linseed  oil,  according  to  the 
circumstances.  The  dose  can  be  repeated  every  hour  or  so. 
For  sheep  and  lambs  the  dose  is  one  to  two  tablespoonfuls  in 
twice  the  quantity  of  treacle  and  water. 

Colour  (206/44). —Dyeing  Gentles  for  Fishing. —The 
crystals  vou  send  are  chrysoidine,  which  is  used  in  alcoholic 
solution  for  imparting  a  yellow  colour  to  gentles. 

./.  K.  (197/50).— Crystoleum  Process.— "  Cleansine,"  used 
for  making  photographs  transparent  in  the  crystoleum 
process  of  colouring  photographs,  is  either  (a)  Canada  balsam 
1  oz.,  oil  of  turpentine  2  oz.,  or  (6)  castor  oil  4  oz.,  ether  1  oz. 
The  sample  you  send  is  the  latter. 

Tannrr  (Port  Elizabeth)  (213/57).— Weighting  Leather.— 
The  powder  you  send,  which  is  used  for  increasing  the 
weight  of  leather,  is  barytes  (barium  sulphate).  It  is  rolled 
into  the  surface  of  the  leather,  but  sometimes  is  formed  in  the 
leather  by  treating  it  first  in  barium-chloride  solution  and 
subsequently  with  sodium  sulphate.

It  will  dissolve 
some.  Why  not  try?  (2)  Naphthol  in  Alopecia. — Kaposi's 
ointment  is  suitable  for  applying  in  cases  of  alopecia  :

To  make  this  with  methylated  spirit  permission  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue,  and 
that  would  not,  we  think,  be  given  for  the  above.  (2)  We  <lo 
not  know  the  composition  of  the  proprietary  veterinary 
medicine  to  which  you  refer. 

Beacon  (208/32).— Poultry  Diseases.— The  only  book  on 
this  subject  besides  "Veterinary  Counter-practice"  is 
Barton's  "  Ailments  of  Poultry,"  Is.  (Dean  &  Son). 

Farmer  (188/26). — Veterinary  Blister.— The  objection  to 
turpentine  in  blisters  is  that  it  causes  unnecessary  pain  and 
a  liability  to  produce  sloughing,  hence  those  recipes  which 
do  not  contain  turpentine  are  preferable.  Examples  are 
given  in  "  Veterinary  Counter-practice."  The  combination 
of  cantharidos  and  biniodide  of  mercury  is  generally  too 
active,  but  is  used,  especially  in  joint  affections  of  the  horse, 
where  an  active  counter-irritant  is  desired.  You  will  find  a 
blister  such  as  No.  IV.  in  the  appendix  to  "  V.C.P."  a  good 
one  for  general  sale.  If  you  omit  thool.  tercb.  and  hydrarg. 
biniod.  and  double  the  amount  of  pulv.  canthar.,  your  formula 
would  come  nearer  to  our  ideas  of  a  veterinary  blister. 

J.  B.  (214/56).— Plasticine  was  stated  by  the  maker  in 
"The  Lancet"  to  consist  of  sulphur,  farina,  a  vegetable  oil, 
and  vaseline. 

H.  II.  (144/10).— Cm  lf  Acid  for  cleaning  the  nails  and 
"dissolving"  the  skin  at  the  base  of  the  finger-nails. — This 
consists  of  a  weak  acid  with  tincture  of  myrrh  and  eau  de 
cologne,  such  as  the  following:

A.  T.  B.  (208/60).— (1)  Curb-blistfr.— We  believe  this  to 
be  a  mixture  of  croton  oil  (1)  and  methylated  spirit  (6).  The 
quantities  we  suggest  for  an  experimental  batch  are  indicated 
in  parentheses.  (2)  You  must  judge  for  yourself  regarding 
the  dental  association:  obtain  particulars  from  the  two 
societies  that  take  unqualified  men. 

W,  J.  B.  (214/69). — Cotton-wool  or  tow  is  the  material  em- 
ployed in  stuffing  birds. 

Cants  (215/12).— Eczema  in  Fox  Terrier.— It  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  at  least  90  per  cent,  of  cases  of  eczema  result 
from  derangement  or  disturbance  of  some  of  the  internal 
organs,  therefore  whatever  is  the  actual  cause  must  be 
diagnosed,  and  the  organ  restored  to  its  normal  condition. 
Give  cod-liver  oil,  extract  of  malt,  any  of  the  hvpophosphite 
syrups  or  some  other  tonic,  and  liq.  arsenicalis  Tniij.  with 
spt.  tether,  nit.  njxx.  twice  daily.   As  an  ointment  or  liniment 


is  not  convenient  to  apply,  use  the  following  once  or  twice  a 
day  :

Probably  the  diarrhoea  is  also  due  to  derangement  of  the 
internal  organs,  and  no  doubt  will  gradually  cease  as  the 
dog  improves.  Give  arrowroot  or  rice  with  boiled  milk  and 
eggs  as  food,  and  small  doses  of  chlorodyne  with  sodii  bicarb, 
or  bismuth,  subnit.  in  a  little  port  wine  daily  for  a  few  days. 

Antrim  (309/7). — Scratches  in  Horses. — There  are  numerous 
formulas  in  "  Veterinary  Counter-practice  "  which  are  service- 
able for  such  cases,  such  as  barbed-wire  fence  liniment  and 
lotion,  p.  375;  embrocation  powder,  p.  385;  healing-lotion, 
p.  389;  lotion  for  broken  knees,  p.  391;  ointment  for  sores, 
chafes,  etc.,  p.  392;  wound-balsam,  dusting-powder,  and 
wound-stone,  p.  397.  If  the  scratches  are  caused  by  the  animal 
rubbing  itself  owing  to  an  itch,  give  a  purgative  dose  and 
follow  by  a  course  of  alterative  medicine  (see  "  V.C.P.," 
p.  375).  The  lotion  given  in  the  treatment  of  the  feet  can  be 
applied  to  the  parts. 

X.  M.  C.  (216/23). — You  may  add  sodium  or  calcium  per- 
borate to  ordinary  tooth-powder  in  the  proportion  of  2  per 
cent. 

Dens  (209/59).— See  the  reply  151/39  in  the  C.  d-  D..  Sep- 
tember 11,  p.  456,  as  to  keeping  hypodermic  syringes  sterile. 
As  regards  the  other  instruments  your  purpose  may  be  served 
by  washing  well  with  boiling  water  and  wiping  with  the 
carbolised  glycerin. 

Dental  Inquiries  (210/60). — It  is  difficult  to  answer  your 
inquiry  about  the  Gcms  Swelling  without  knowing  the  con- 
dition of  the  patient  and  of  the  gums,  the  anaesthetic  used,  and 
the  method  of  injecting.  Any  of  these  may  be  the  cause  of 
the  swelling.  If  the  patient  is  in  a  poor  state  of  health  and 
the  teeth  have  been  aDscessed,  there  is  always  some  swelling 
after  extraction.  When  there  is  abscess  there  is  usually  a 
very  bad  taste  and  smell  for  a  day  or  two  after  extraction. 
Some  antiseptic  and  sedative  mouth-wash  should  always  be 
given  for  some  time.  The  analgesic  solution  should  be 
6terile,  and  it  is  advisable  to  use  one  which  can  be  freshly 
prepared.  One  common  way  of  contaminating  the  fluid  in 
the  bottle  is  the  habit  of  filling  the  syringe  straight  from  the 
bottle.  This  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned.  Rather 
pour  out  the  quantity  required  into  a  suitable  sterilised  dish 
and  fill  the  syringe  from  that.  The  fluid  in  the  bottle  should 
lie  rejected  as  soon  as  the  slightest  flocculent  precipitate  is 
observed.  A  1-per-cent.  solution  should  be  used,  15  to  20  minims 
of  which  gives  the  best  results.  Congestion  always  follows 
the  use  of  cocaine,  and  in  most  preparations  adrenalin  (which 
is  also  vaso-constrictor)  is  added  to  prolong  the  insensibility 
and  localise  the  anaesthetic.  The  injection  should  be  made 
slowly,  and  as  few  pricks  with  the  needle  as  possible.  Never 
push  the  needle  too  deep,  for  injury  of  the  periosteum  of  the 
bone  with  the  needle-point  may  be  one  source  of  trouble. 
Rapid  injection  must  be  avoided,  and  never  inject  into  any 
but  healthy  tissue.  If  the  gum  is  septic,  cleanse  round  the 
tooth  to  be  extracted  with  some  antiseptic  on  cotton-wool. 
One  of  the  essentials  is  to  have  a  good  syringe,  which  must  be 
aseptic.  If  the  sterilising-solution  contains  any  trace  of  boric 
acid,  the  syringe  should  be  thoroughly  washed  out  with  boiled 
distilled  water  In  injecting  there  should  be  resistance  to- 
the  pressure  on  the  piston.  Reinsert  the  needle  if  resistance 
is  not  met  with.  If  the  fluid  goes  into  the  gum  too  easily, 
it  may  be  due  to  passage  into  loose  cellular  tissue,  and  this 
sometimes  causes  after-swelling.  There  should  be  little 
danger  of  cellulitis,  sloughing,  or  necrosis  if  the  above  instruc- 
tions are  followed  out.  To  recapitulate  briefly :  (1)  Use  a 
thoroughly  sterilised  syringe  in  good  working  order; 
(2)  freshly  prepared  solution;  (3)  inject  slowly ;  (4)  antiseptic 
precautions  after  extractions,  such  as  mouth-washes,  sedative 
and  astringent. 

KciJaul  (214/37).— Some  of  the  makers  of  the  preparations 
deny  the  accuracy  of  the  analyses  which  you  refer  to,  prin- 
ciples being  missed  which  are  in  them,  and  others  given 
which  are  not.  It  is  notoriously  difficult,  and  in  many  cases 
impossible,  to  identify  by  analytical  means  medicines  of 
vegetable  origin  when  compounded  together.

Mr.  G.  S.  V.  Wills,  Leek,  Staffs 

Dear.  Sir, 

Four  months  aeo  T  arrived  in  Engand  after  .1  rather  lengthy 
sojourn  on  the  Continent,  possessed  of  a  timorous  hope  and  a  half-formed 
resolve.  Whilst  abroad  my  eyes  had  encountered  a  mo  lest  exposi'ion  of 
the  advantages  to  lie  obtained  in  undergoing  a  Course  of  your  Postal 
Instructions  fo-  ••Minor"  aspuants,  and  possessing  but  a  little  capital  I 
came  over  to  try  it.  I  received  my  first  batch  of  le  'tures  by  return, 
together  with  an  encouraging  friendly  letter,  and  after  seriously  perusing" 
them  my  timorous  hope  gradually  swelled  into  a  great  expectation,  and 
my  partial  resolve  into  fixed  deternvnation  —  the  "Minor"  should  be 
mine.  I  held  in  my  possession  a  few  of  the  pieces  of  a  powerful  armament 
which  has  been  so  effective  in  storming  that  very  strong  fortress,  the 
Minor  Examination.  What  was  required  was  a  concentration  of  the  whole 
battery  and  a  proper  marshalling  of  troops.  Wr-ek  by  week  I  added  to  my 
number  of  guns,  and  then  cime  to  Westminster  College  for  instruction 
in  dealing  Hdequately  with  the  troops  of  subjects  indicated  in  the  Minor 
Syllabus,  and  I  have  no  reason  to  regret  this  secoud  step  I  took.

Not  knowing  whether  I 
stood  on  my  head  or  my  heels,  my  name  was  pronounced,  and  I  received 
the  congratulations  of  the  President  of  the  ►  harmacentical  Pociety. 

I  am  now  addressing  to  you  this  letter,  wishing  to  convey  some 
liftle  portion  of  the  respect  and  admiration  I  shall  always  entertain 
for  you.
